'J Nder this head I intend to Write of thoſe who 

A. have been, by their Princes Favor preferred to 
the Offices and Dignities of Lord Chancellor , Lord 
Treaſurer of England,Lord Admiral of England,Secre- 
tary of State, to whom ſome Lord Deputies of 
Ireland are added; The word Chancellour is deri- 
ved by ſome, 4 Cancellendo, from Cancelling things 
amiſs, and mitigating the rigour of the Common 
Eaw »by the Rules of Equity, - The Chancellour is 
the higheſt Officer of the Land, and his Juriſdiftion 
is either ordinary in the exerciſe of which he is to 
roceed , according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the 
| rs or Extraordinay, and as to this he proceeds 
Secundum e/Equum & Bonum, in the Court of Con- 
ſcience, where three things are to be judged, Covzn, 
Accident, and Breach of Confidence , Cook, Jurisd. of 
Courts. Healſo keeps the Great Seal. As for the 
Antiquity of the Office, King Erhelred appointed the 
Abbot of Elye, Quatenus Eccleſiam de Elye, extunc ct 
ſemper, in Regis Curia Cancellarii ageret Dignitatem , 
which albeit it was void in Law to grant the Chan- 
cellourſhip in Succeſſion, yet it proverh that then, there 
was a Court of Chancery. The Lord Keeper is in 
effect the ſame with the Lord Chancelour ; fave that 
B 4 ſome 
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"Tome will have the Lord Chancellors Place, ad termi- 
wm Vite, and the Lord Keepers, ad placitum Regis. 
Snre it is, that becauſe Nicholas Heath, late Arch- 
Biſhop of York; and Chancellour of England, was {till 
alive, tho outed of his Office, Sir Nich. Bacon was 
made Lord Keeper, -and in'his time, the Power of 
the Keeper was made equal with the Authority of the 
Chancellour, by ACt of Parliament.

with them, and leave Thankfulnefs behind them. 
Here I Regiſter my ſelf amongft the meaneſt of 
thoſe who through the favour of Sir Th. Carton, 
(inheriting as' well the Conrrefie as Eſtate of Sir 
Robert) have. had admittance: into that worthy Trea- 
ſury, from which the grandeſt Antiquaries have 
fetched 'their Materials. Cambden to him, ro him 
anth Selden owe, — their Glory—— No -Won- 
der, there was a Deſign driven on in the Popes 
Conclave , after the Death of Sir Robert, to compaſs 
this Zibrary to. be added to the YVatican.

This Sir Robert was a Man of publick Spirit, it be- 
ivg his ' principal endeayour in all Parliaments

and Priviledge tight run in their due Channel, and 


in truth he did cleave the Pin betwixt the Soveraign 


and the Subjeff, He was wont to fay that He had. 
the leaſt ſhare in himſelf, whilſt his Country and 
Friends had the greateſt [ntereſt in him. ' He died 
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at his Houſe in Weſtminſter, May, 6. Ar. 1631. 
& et. 61, Tho one may truly fr, his Age was 
adequate to the continuance of the Creation, Such was 
his exact Skill in all Antiquity.

Marſhall born at God-Mancheſter, and bred 
in Eman, Coll, in Camb. was Miniſter at Finchfield, 
in Eſs. and after long diſcontinuance, B, D. in 
Camb, To the long Parliament, he was, in their 
Faſts and Preaching, their Tramper ; in their Sick- 
neſs, their Corfeſſor; in their Aſſembly , their 
Councelloar ;, in their Treaties, their Chaplain ; and 
in their Diſputatians, their Champion. He was of 
fo ſupple a Soul, that he brake not a joynt,yea ſprained 
ot 4 Sinew, inall the alteration of Times ; and his 
Friends put all on the account, not of his 7con+ 
ſtancy, but Prudence, who in his own Pratice (as 
they conceive, reconciled the yarious LeCtions of 
St. Pauls Precept, Rom. 12.11. Tp Kupio 79 xapy Sy- 
ad or7es, Serving the Lord and the times. He is ſaid 
on his death Bed to have given full ſatisfaCtion to

1. A Kentiſh Yeomar, That is, a Plain Man of 
Plentiful' Eſtate. 2, A Knight of Cales, a Gen- 
entleman of Wales, and a Laird of the North-Coun- 
try; 4 Teoman of Kent with his yearly Rent will buy 
them out all three. Knights of Cales were made by 
Rob. E. of Eſſex, Ar. 1596. to the number of 66, 
fome whereof were Men of mean Fortunes. 3. A 
Man of Kent. This relates to the Liberty or Cou- 
rage of the Kentiſh Men. As for the firſt, they know 
not the Tenure of Yillanage ; as to the latter, ever 
ſince the time' of Canuras, till H#. 2. they had the 
Precedency of marching in our Exglſh Armies, to 
tad the Van. -4. Neither in Kent nor Chriſten- 
dom. ' *Tis faid, that #. 4. of Fr. Muſtering his 
Sonldiers at the Siege of a City found more Kernriſh 
Men therein then Forreigners of all Chriſtendom 
beſides, which (being but 70 years ſince) cannot 
be'the Original of this Prov. more ancient in uſe.

That the Engliſh were hereby nicked appears 
by the Reply of the Earl;, The Sor of my Fa- 
ther ſhall preſs thither ts day, whither you ſhall not 
dzre to approach his Horſe-tail, Some will have the 
Engliſh ſo called, from the Bag they wore behind 
their Backs, whiſt the Jdonſieurs had their Lacqueys 
to carry their Baggage ; The Proverb continues 
Itill in Xe, (likely,) becauſe it Iyes neareſt to 
France, Others will have the Kentiſh ſo called, 
irom dragging Baws of Trees behind them, which 
afterwards they advanced above their Heads, and 
ſo partly Cozened, partly Threatned K. W:l.. the 
Cong. to continue their ancient Cuſtoms. 6 Ken- 
tiſh Gavel-kiad, A Cuſtom whereby Lands are,e- 
qually divided among all the Sons, and in default 
of ſuch, among the Daughters, that is, Give all 
Kind, Kind ſignifying a Child in the Zow-Dutch. 
This praftice was derived to our Saxons from the 
ancient Germans, © An, 18, H,6, there .was nat 
net eo bing onorny Bie eo the ns Fra above 
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above 40 Perſons in Kernr,but all their Land was held 
by this Tenure ; But on the Petition of divers Gen- 
tlemen, this Cuſtom was altered by Act of Parl:

Incoln-ſhire in Faſhion reſembles a Bended Bow ,- | 
— the Sea making the Back, the Rivers Welland | 
and Humber the two Horns thereof. It is in length | 
60 and in the broadeſt part 40 miles, divided into- 
3 parts, viz. Holland (or Hay-land) on the S. E. 
Keſteven on the S. W.and Lindley on the N. to them 
both. The Naturzl Commodities are Prkes in that 
River near Lincoln, whence the Prov. Witham Pike 
Eneland hath nene live. For Wild-Fowl this Coun- 
ty may be termed the Aviary of England, for Va- 
riety,Deliciouſnefs and Plenty; 3000 Mallards with 
other Birds haying been caught ſometimes in Arg. 
atone Draught. Here 1s a Bird called the Kig-- 
Bird, namely 1:ut-, ſent for hitter ont of Denmark, 
for the uſe of Kr" or Kanuns, K of Engl. Then 
Dotrerels, Birds that are ridiculouſly mimical ; as the 
Fowler ftretcheth forth his Arms and Legs, going 
towards the Bird, the Bird: extendeth his Legs 
and Wings, going towards the Fowler, till ſur- 
Priſed in the Net. . But it is obſerved, that the 
Fooliiher the Fowl or Fiſh, the finer the Fleſh there- 
of. Pippins, very good about Kirton 'in Holland.

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Doggs in this County as Fleer- Hounds, Grey-Hounds 
originally employed in the Hunting of Grays, that 
is Brocks and Badgers, Maſtiffs for Bull and Bear, 
the Sport. being much affected therein , eſpecially 
near Stamford. As for Buildings, no County af- 
fords worſe Houſes or better Churches; and theſe 
are 'made of Poliſhed Srone,- imported from other 
Parts, fo that what might ſeem a Parodox, is true 
here, The further from Stone, the better the Chur= 
ches. The Cathedral of Lincoln, whoſe Floor is 
higher than the Roof of many Churches, is a X4ag- 
nificent Struture. Three other Biſhopricks, vzz' 
Ely, Peterborough and Oxford were carved out of 
this Dioceſs. Of the Houſes of the Nobility, 
Tatterſhall (belonging to the Right Honorable 
the E. of Lincoln) has been advanced by degrees to 
the modern Magnificence thereof. Grimſthorp 
built by Ch. D. of Sf. to entertain Z#. 8. in his 
Progreſs into theſe Parts, 1s now in the Poſſeſſion 
of the Right Honorable E. of Lindſey. For Won- 
ders, At Fiſhtoft no Mice or Rats are found, inſo- 
much, that Barns built party per pale, in this and the 
next Pariſh, on one ſide are annoyed, on the other 
ſide (being Fiſhrofe Moiety) are ſecured from this 
Vermin. Some 140 years ſince at Harlaxton , 
there was found (turn'd up by one Ploughing the 
Ground ) a Golden Helmer of Antick-faſhion , ſtud 
ded with precious Srones, (probably of ſome prime 
Roman Commander.

Robert Holcot , born. in Holcor , and bred in 
Oxford, became a Dominican in Northam. A 
learned and prudent Man. He wrote many famous 
Treatiſes. He died of the plague-1 349 at North- 
am.before he had finiſhed his Le&ures on Eccle- 
ſiaſtes. Note , The Plague about that time, ſo 
raged in England that our * Chro- 
niclers affirm, ſcarce a renth perſon * Stow, p., 245- 
of all ſorts was left alive. 

Robert Dodford, born at Dodford, was a Benedic- 
tine Monk in Ramſey. He wrote Poſti/ls on the 
Proverbs, which the envy of time hath intercepr> 
ed from us. He flouriſhed about 1 370. 

Per. Pereſhull, an Auguſtinian, in Oxford difli- 
king his Order, procured a diſpenſation to relin« 
quiſh it, and became Honorary Chaplain to Pope 
Urbain 6. He afterwards promoted the Doctrine 
of Wickliffe, and in his Expoſition of the Prophe- 

fre of Hildegardes , ſo taxed the pride and laxzi- 
zeſs of all Friers, that his Book was burnt, and 
himſelf fled to eſcape the ſame Fate.

Robert Crowley, bred in Oxford, confuted Miles 
Hogheard, who wrote againſt the poor Proteſtants. 
He fled to Franiford in the Reign of Queen 
Aary and in the Reign of Q, Ez. was made Vicar 
of St. Giles without Cripple-gate, London,where he 
lyes buried, having died 1588. 

Euſebius Paget, born at Cranford, and bred in 
Oxford, was commonly called the Golden Sophiſter. 
He was Miniſter in LZondor, and wrote an excel- 
lent book called the Hiſtory of the Bible and Ca- 
techiſm cf the 40 ſhort Queſtions. 

Fa. Preſton, D. D. born in Heyford, and bred 
in Cambridge, was ſo far from Emizency (before he 
commenced Maſter of Arts) that he was but a 
little above Contempt. Soon after, his $kill in 
Philoſophy rerdred him to the g2neral reſpect of 

the Univerſity. He was the greateſt Pupil-manager in 
England, The Duke uſed him to work the Pu- 
7iran Party (then molt aCtive in Parliament) to 
his compliance. And tho this Dr. was moſt pow- 
erfull with them , he was'at laſt found uſeleſs 
ro the intended Purpoſe. He was therefore cal- 
led by one, the Courr Comer, blazing for a time 
and fading ſoon aiterwards. He was a perfect 
Polizician, and uſed (Lepwing-like) ro flutter moſt 
.on that place which was furtheſt from his eggs. 
He had perfect command of his Paſſion wirh the 
Caſpian Sea never ebbing nor flowing , and would 
not - alter his compoſed Pace for all the whipping 
which Satyrical Wits beſtowed on him. He never 
had Wife or Cure of Souls,and leaving a plentiful, 
Do invidious eſtate, died 1628. |

Walter de Wenlock Abbot of Weſtminſter was 
Treaſurer of England to E. 1. He died at Peri- 
ford in Glow. 1307 and was buried in his Church 
at Weſtminſter, where Abbas Walterus non fuit Auſ- 
terus is part of his Epitaph. 

Rob. of Shrewſbury was An. 3. E. 3. preferred 
Biſhop of Bath and Wells, Being conſecrated 
without the Popes privity, he paid a large ſum to 
explate his preſumption. He beſtowed on his Ca- 


thedral a Cheſt Port-cullis-like barred with iron, 


able to hold out a ſiege in the view of ſuch as be- 
held it, which notwithſtanding was forced open 
by ſome Thieves in the Raign of Queen Elzaberh, 
He erected and endowed a ſpacious Structure for 
the Vicars-Choral of his Cathedral, to inhabit to- 
gether. Having made ſuch a Palace for his Vicars, 
he was neceſſitated in ſome ſort to enlarge the 
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tle-wiſe. Hediſafforreſted Mendip, and died 1363 
being buried in his Cathedral, where his Statute 
is done to the life. 

Rob. Maſcal , born (probably) and a Carmelite 
in Ludlow, was bred in Oxford and became far his 
Piety and Learning, Confeſlor to King Hexry 4- 
and Conncellour to Henry 5. He was one ofthe 
3 Engliſh Prelates which went to (and one of the 
2 which returned alive from) the Council of Cor- 
Fance. He died 1416. being buried in the Church 
of White-friers London, to which he had heen a 
great BenefaCctor. 

Rich. Talbot, of honourable Parentage, was bro- 
ther to Jo. firſt Earl of Shrewsbury. He was con- 
ſecrated Arch-Biſhop of Dublin in 1rland 1417.and 
was Prwy Councellour to Henry 5 and 6. twice 
Chief Juſtice and qQnce Chancellour of Ireland.

It was dif» 
covered about the time when Copper-Mines were re- 
diſcovered in Cumberland. The beſt and biggeſt Cheeſe 
in England, arc made at Chedder in this County, The 
Rich and Poor of a Pariſh joyn their Milk, for thg 
making of Crporation Cheeſes, of which the Propric- 
tors are Tennants in Common. Woad groweth natu- 
rally in this County, eſpecially about Glafſenbary ; The 
uſe thereof was either ancient, (among the Britains, 
. for a black waſh to render their Faces terrible to their 
A434 Enemies) 
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Enemies) or modern, as a ground-colour for dying. 
It greatly impaireth the ground it groweth on. The 
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Gentry and Commonalty of thi:*Counry are much af. 
fefted with Bull-baiting, for which purpoſe there are 
very good Maſtifts, though chicfly uſeful for neceſſary 
defence, as being good Porters. Note, Prince Henry 
An. 1602. allowd a penſion for the maintenance of a 
Maſtiff which had worfted a Lyon, and gave Order, 
That he that had fought with the King of Beaſts, ſhould 
never after encounter any inferiour Creatures, When 
100 Maſtiffs were ſent from England to the Pope, a 
Cardinal hearing the Letter read, miſtook the Latin 
Meleſſos for ſo many Mules; yet ſince that word does 
almoſt ſound Iiule-afſes, you may imagine the Cardi- 
nal had neither good Latiz:« aor Engliſh, in not laying 
his Bal equally on both thc kinds of theſe Beaſts of 
burden. The ManufaQuures here are Taunton Serges, 
which were much ſent into Spain before the C:vil War, 
As for Buildings, the Churches of Bath and Wells are 
moſt eminent, and conſtitute one See. The Church 
of Bath was begun by Ol:ver King, Biſhop of this Di- 
oceſsin the Reign of Her. 4. and the Weſt end moſt 
curiouſly Cut, and Carved with Angels on Facob's Lad- 
der.

The parcel Popiſh Author ( who ſubſcribed himſelf 
Caſſadore ) expetted fhe finiſhing of this Church at the 
return of their Religion, and lookt for this. after the 
Reigns of Hen, 3. Edw. 6. Q. Mary, K. Philip, and 
Q. Eliz. This Church was finiſhed by 7ames Aon- 
tague, Biſhop of this See, who removed the Lead 
from the Bowels of the Earth to the Roof of the 
Church, which is both ſpacious and ſpecious, the moſt 
lightſome as ever I beheld. The parable. of Zotham, 
(the name of the firſt Founder,) 7#ds. 9. 8. is moſt 
curiouſly wrought in this Church. When Olzver the 
Uſurper was Commander in chief.in this Land, forme 
beheld him as the Ol:ve, (mentioned in the Parable) 
till he was once blaſted Root and Branches. The Ca- 
thedral of Wells is greater, and darker then the other, 
ſo that Bath may ſeem to draw Devotion with the plea- 
famneſs, Wells to arive it with the ſolemrity thereof, 
The weſt Front of Wells is a Maſter-picce of Art made 
of well proportioned imagery, FYera & Spirantia Signa. 
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As for the Civil Habitations in this County, to paſs 
by Dunſtar Caſtle, (which hath a high Aſcent, and a 
goodly Proſpe& by Sea and Land) Aortague built by 
Sir Edward Philips, Maſter of the Rolles, is a moſt 
Magnificent Fabrick. Hinton St. George, the Houſe of 
the Lord Pawler, has every Stone in the Front ſhaped 
Doule- wayes, in formof a Cart-nail, and *tis ſaid the 
owner thereof built it in a dear year, on purpoſe to 
employ the more poor people thereupon. 

The Wonder of this County is Wockey-hole in Men- 
dip-Hills, near Wells, a Subterrancan Concavity, ha- 
ving ſpatious Vaults, ſtony Walls, creeping Laby- 
rinths. The water which inceſſantly dropped down 
from the Vault of the Rock, was ſeen by ſome to turn 
to the Rock it ſelf. And the like tranſmutation is thought 
to be the Original of many Rocks. 

As for Medicinal Waters, Bath is well known, the 
Waters whereof have much B:irumen, ſoveraign againſt 
Obſtrudtions, Niter, which ſtrengthneth the operation 
of the former, and Purgeth the Body of groſs Hu- 
mours, and Sz{phur which drics, and is good for uterine 
effects. Amongſt the various Opinions concernins the 
heat of theſe Waters ; ſome do with great probability 
impute the ſame to the fermentation of ſeveral Mine- 
rals, through which the Waters run The pradtice of 
taking the Waters inwardly (in Broths, cc.) begin- 
neth to prevail. The Right Honourable Fames Earl! 
of Marleborough yndertook to cover the Croſs-Bath at 
his own colt, and would others follow his Reſoturion, 
it would effe&tually conduce to publick benefit, and 
raiſe the credit cf the place.

Courcy , Baron of Stoke-Courcy ,- was the firſt 
Engliſhman who invaded and ſubdued Uiferin Ireland, 
therefore Created Earl thereof, He was afterwards 
ſurprized by Hugh Lacy, (corrival for his Title) ſent 
over into England, and impriſoned by King Zohn, inthe 
Tower 
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Tower of London. Sometime after he'was command- 
ed by the King to fight a French man, in deciſion of a 
Controverſic about the Title of a French Caſtle, (the 
King of France being Preſent) but the Monſieur being 
informed that Gurcy was a monſtrous Eater, and con- 
cloding his Courage to be proportionable to his Sto- 
mach, wiſely declined the Combat. The Engliſh Cham- 
pion was fain to give proof of his ſtrength another 
way, in the preſence of the two Kings, fandring' a 
Steel Helmet at one blow, into two' pieces, and- ſtri- 
king the Sword' fo deep into the Block' (whereon' the 
Helmet layYthat none bot'himſelf could'pult it ont again, 
being obſerved to Took fternly before, and in the giv- 
ing of the blow, he was demanded why he looked fo 
exceeding fierce, Had'T (faid he) miſſed my blow, I 
world have killed the Kings, and all in the place. I 

was in no-wiſe difpleaſing to the Kings, (being highly 
in good humour: both becauſe they were confident 
Currcy (now) was not fo ill natur*d as his words did im- 
port,” and' alſo becauſe the words: appeared to be ſome 
neceſſary Evaporations of that violegt Fer ment of his 
Blood, which had' produced in him a propenſity to 
give an Unzverſal demonſtration of his Strength, by 
making the deepeſt Impreſſion on the ftrongeſt Mettal, 
(or otherwiſe,) leaving no reſerve of Spirits to aCtaate 
the Organs of his'Speectr for any Expreſſion of his Alle- 
giance at that time; yet by thar great Afton he ſcems 
to have declared himfelf in a moſt eminent manner the 
Kings Man, and to have antedated the performance of 
that Homage which the Lord Corry, Baron of Ringrom, 
(the ſecond of Treland) was of courſe bound to do. 
Hence it is that theſe Barons claimed a-priviledge, after 
their firſt Obeiſance, to be covered in the Kings Pre- 
ſence. His Devotion was equal to his Valour, being a 


great Founder, and endower of Religious houſes ; yet 
he turn'd the Charch of the Holy Trinity in Down into 
| om the 
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the Church of St. Par. for which ('tis ſaid) he was con- 
demned never to return into Ireland, though attempt- 
ing it 15 ſeveral times, but repelled with foul weather. 
He dyed in France about 1210, ' | 
Math. Gournay, was born at Stroke under Hambden, 
where his Family hath flouriſhed fince the Conqueſt, 
and there butt both a Caſtle and a Colledge. He was 
the Honour of his houſe. In the Reign of Edw. 3. he 
fought at the Siege of Algier and Benemazin againſt 
the Saracens, at Ingen, Poittiers, Sluce and Crefſy,. a- 
gainſt the French, and at Nazaran under the Black 
Prince in Spain. His Armour was beheld by Martial 
men with much civil veneration, with whom his faith- 
ful Bnckler was a Reliqueof eſteem, He dyed in Peace, 
Aged 96 years, about the beginning of Rich. 2. and 
wasburied in the Church of Stoke. | 


Seamen. 


Sir Amias Preſton, of an Ancient Family at Cricket, 
an. 88. ſeized on the Admiral of the Galtafſes, where- 
in the Governour, with moſt of his Men, were burnt 
or killed. 2. 1595 he took the ſe of Paerto Santo, 
and the J/le of Coch:, farprized the Fort and Town of 
Coro, fack'd the City of St. Fago, put to ranfom the 
Town of Cumrina, and entred Famaica, (all in the 
Weſt-Indjes) and returned home ſafely. He ſent a 
Challenge to Sir Walter Raleigh then Privy-Councellor, 
which was by him refuſed, Sir Walter having a Wife 
and Children, and a fair Eſtate, and Sir Amias being a 
private and finple Perſon, though of good Quality ; Be- 
fides Sir Walter condemned thoſe for ill Honours, where 
the Hangman gives the Garland. Theſe two Knights 
were afterwards reconciled, and Sir Amias dyed abour 
the beginning of the Reign of King Fames

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Writers. 


Gildas (the Wiſe) was born in Bath. He was alſo 
firnamed the Querulous, becauſe the little we have of 
his Writing is only an Hiſtorical Complaint, againſt the 
ſins (and ſofferings) of the Agehe lived in, calling, the 
Clergy, Mountains of Malice, the Britans generally, 
the Ink (or ſtain) of the Age. Dr. Gerard Yoſſuus 
does. by a miſtake, attribute the Comedy of Aulularia 
in Plantus to this Gildas. He dycd about 570. | 

_ Manrice Somerſet, born in Sommerſet-ſbire, a Ciſter-. 
tian in Ford Abbey, and bred in Oxford, was Abbot of, 
Wells, Some Books he Dedicated to Reginald Biſhop 
of Bath, and flouriſhed 1193. | 

Alexander of Efſebie, the Prince of Engliſh Poets 
in his Age, put our Exgl; Feſtivals into Verſe, and 
wrote the Hiſtory of the Bible, with the Lives of ſome 
Saints, in an Heroick Poem. He became Prior of Eſ- 
ſeby- Abbey, and flouriſhed under Hen. 3; 1220: 

Adam of Marſh born (probably ) at Brent-marſh, 
was D. D. in Oxford; Robert Grofthead and he joyntly 
compared the Scripture ; being afterwards Franciſcar: 
Frier in Worcefter,: he furniſhed the Library thereof 
with excellent Manuſcripts : He flouriſhed 1257. Au- 
£0 de Belſbam his Corrival, got the Biſhoprick of Ely 
from him.

H. Cuffe, born at St. George Hinton, was Fellow 
of Merton-Colledge in Oxford, and Secretary to Robert 
Earl of Efex, with-whom he engaged in his Riſing, 
an.

i. being proved againſt him, that whilſt Eſſex was 
in Conſultation with his Complices, this Cufe yy

For which he ſuffered. - He wrote an excellent S. N 
Book of the difference of the Ages of Man. | 

Fo. Harrington Knight, had a fair Eſtate at Ke!ſtor 
near Bath, was Maſter of St. John's Colledge, and af- 
terwards one of the moſt ingenious Poets of the Engliſh 
Nation, witneſs his Tranſlation of Orlando Furioſo out 
of Italian, &c. Being at an Ordinary in Bath, (with 
ſome Gentlemen of greater Eſtates than himſelf) the 
Maid that waited at Table, attended him with a par- 
ticular obſervance, and being demanded the reaſon, 7 
underſtand, ſaid ſhe, you are a very witty many and if 
1 fhould diſpleaſe you in we thing, 1 fear you would 
make an Ep'gram of me. He madean Addition to Bt- 
ſhop Goawins Catalogue of Biſhops. He left a fair Eſ- 
tate to a Learncd and Religious Son, and dyed about 
the middle of the Reign of K. ZFames. His Father ſuf- 
fered Impriſonment, and loſt One Thouſand Pound for 
carrying a Letter tothe Lady (afterward Queen) Elsz. 
from whom his Mother was ſequeſtred, as an Heretick, 
and all by G ardiner's means: | 

Samuel Daniel, born near Taunton, was an exquis. 
ſite Poct, and a TJudicious Hiſtorian, witneſs his Lives 
of the Engliſh Kings, ſince the Conqueror untill Edw.3. 
He was ſervant in Ordinary to Q- Arze, In his old 
Age, he rented a Farm in Y/4lt-ſhire, and dyed about 
the end of KR. Fames. 

Flumpirey Sidenham, born at Dalverton, of an An- 
cient and Worſhipful Family, was bred a Fellow in 
Wadham Colicdre 5, Soeminent a Preacher, that he was 
co:nmonly called $:!/ver-ronoued Sidenbam. He wrote 
lcarned 
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fearned Sermons, of which that called the Athenian 
Babler was moſt remarkable. He dyed 1650. 


Romiſh Exile Writers. 


Fo. Gibbon, leaving the Land, was by Pope Greg. 
1.3. made Canon, inthe Church of Bonn, he was af- 
terwards RedQor of the Jeſuirs-Colledge in Triers. He 
wrote a Book, in which he endeavoured to prove that 
the Pope was not Antichriſt. He dyed 153g. 

Rob. Perſon, bred in Oxford, (whence he was expel- 
ſed for his Viciouſneſs) went to Rome, whence he re- 
turned with Campian, to preſerve this Nation, 1589. 
Some of his own party (offended with his il]-nature) 
Intended to reſign him to the Queens Officers. He was 
Satyrical, and ſo much of a Politician, as to provide 
for his own ſaftety ; who would look. on, direct, pive 
ground, abet on other Mens hands, but never plaid ſo 
as to adventure himſelf-into England. He wrote a 


ſhrewd Book of the Succeſſion to the Engliſh Crown, 


ſetting it forth under the Name of Do/man. He hadan 
Authoritative influence on all the Ezgl:ſp Catholicks, 
He was 23 years ReQtor of the Colledge at Rome, where 
he dyed 1610. : 

Fo. Fen, born at Montacute, and Batchelour of the 


Laws in Oxford, fled into Flanders, thence into Jraly, 


whence returning, he fixed at Lovain: He wrote ma- 
ny, and Tranſlated more books, and dyed 161 3. Note, 
there lived a rigid Non-Conformiſt of his Sirname a- 
bout Coventry, who in his latter Will and Teſtament 
rail'd againſt the Hierarchy. 

Fo. Cillinzron, bred in Oxford, was taken with Cam- 
pian, and Condemned, but being Reprieved ; afrer 
fome Travel, he advanced his Religion in England for 
z3o years tozetner. He was alive 16171,

The Lady Mohun, obtained fromher Husband, Fo. 
Lord Mobunof Dunftor, ſo much ground for the Com- 
ons of the Town of Dunſtor, as ſhe could in one day 
compaſs about, going on her naked Feet. She dyed 
(as is conjeQtured) inthe Reign of Her. 5.

Nich. Wadham of Merrifieild, Eſq; having great 
length in his Extra&tion , breadth in' his Eſtate, and 
depth in his Liberality, Marryed Dorothy, Daughter 
to the Secretary, Siſter to the firſt Lord Peters, His 
Hoſpital houſe was an Inn at all times, a Court at Chriſt- 
mas. This worthy Pair, being Ifſuleſs, Ereged the . 
Colledge of VV adbam in Oxford. His Eftate (after his 
Death) deſcended to Strangwayes, Windbam, VVhie, 
&c. He was buried in the Church of 1/minſter. 4 

Phil. Biſs. of a worthy Family at Spargrave, Com- 
menced D. D. in Magdalens-Colledge in Oxford, and 
was Arch-Deacon of Taunton. He bequeathed his Li- 
brary (conſiſting of ſo many Fol:o's as were valued at 
One Thouſand Pound) to YYadbam-Clledge, then new- 
ly Founded. One Epitaph made on him begins, Bu 
fuit hic natus, &c. in alluſion to his Name. He- dyed 
about 1614. 


Hemorable Perſens. 


Sir 70. Champneis, born at Chew, bred Skinner in 
London, (and Lord Mayor thereof, 1535.) was the 
firſt private Man, who in his houſe next Clorb-V Yorkers- 
Hail, built a Turret to overſee his Neighbours in 
the City, whick delight in his Eye was puniſhed with 
blindneſs ſome yeats before his Death. Tho. 
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Tho. Coriat, born at Odcombe, and bred in Oxford. 


A great Grecian, cafried Folly (which the Charitable 
call Merriment) in his Face, and had a Head in form 


- like an inverted Sugar-loaf. He lay alwayes in his 


Cloaths, to ſave both labour and charge in ſhifting. 
Prince Henry allowed him a Penſion, and kept him for 
his Servant ; Sweet-meats and Coriat made up the laſt 
courſe at all Entertainments ; being the Courtiers An- 
wil to try their Wits upon, ſometimes he returned the. 
Hammers as hard knocks as he received. His Book 
called Coriat's Crudities is not altogether uſeleſs. Being 
hardy he undertook to travel on foot to the Eaſt-1ndzes, 
and dyed inthe midft of his Journey. *

A1odern Battles. 


The Skirmiſh at Iartials-Elm, 1642. made much 
noiſe in Mens Ears, (a Musket gavea preater report 
then a Canon ſince) and is conceived to have firſt bro- 
ken the Peace of the Nation. As for the Encounter 
at Lang-Port, where the Kings Forces under the Lord 
Goring were defeated, 7uly 12, 1645, it was rather 
a Flight thin a Fight ; And hence forward the' Su» of 
the Kings Cauſe declined, verſing more and more YYeſt- 
ward , till at laſtit ſet in Cormwal, and ſince (after a long 
and dark ni7ht) roſe apain by Ceds goodneſs inthe Eaſt, 
When our Gracions Sovereign arrived at Dover, 

Note 
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Note that a7. 1607, there happened an Inundation 
by the irruption of the Severn-Sea, which over-flowed 
this County, almoſt 20 Miles in length, and four in 
breadth, though.by Gods ſpecial Providence, it drown- 
ed no more then 80 Perſons. 


BRISTOL. 


Riſtol (or Bright-ſtow, i. e. Illuſtrions Dwelling) ts 
divided by the River Avon? and pleaſantly Scitu= 
ated on the Riſing of a Hill. The Buildings are fair 
and firm, the Streets cleanly kept. The City anſwer- 
eth its Name, chiefty for having bred many Eminent 
Perſons. It is a Liberty of it ſelf, though it ſandeth 
both in Sommerſet-ſhire and Gloceſter-ſhire. There are 
Diamonds (thongh ſomewhat dim) produced at. St. 
Vincents Rock near to this City, Of Manufacures ; 
Gray Sope was anciently made only in. this City. As 
for Buildings, Ratclsff-Church is the beſt Pariſh Church 
in England It was firſt Founded by Camnings, firſt a 
Merchant, then a Prieſt. St. Auguſtines Church, is 
better accommodated with publick Buildings about it, 
for the See of the, Biſhop. Under St. YVincents Roch , 
on the YYVeſt of the City, there is St. Yincents Well, 
the waters whereof run through ſome Mineral of Jron, 
and are ſovereign for ſores #nd licknelſes, being wafhe 
in, or taken inwardly. _ The Beer brewed thereof is 
wholſome againſt the Spleen, If it ſhould chance that 
the Crudity of the Waters trouble the Stomach, there 
is a remedy in this City, and that is Briſtol Milk, (a 
Prov.) or Sherry-Sack, which'the Conrteons Inhabitants 
preſent to all Strangers, when firft viſiting their City, 
B 5D lMlartyr te 
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Martyrs. 


Richard Sharp, Th. Benion, and Th. Hale, were 
Martyred in this City in the dayes of Q. Mary, whoſe 
Blood will be viſited on account of Dalbye, the Chan- 
cellour of this Dioceſs, 7o. Holyman, then Biſhop of 
this City, not having Perſecuted any therein. 


Prelates. 


Ralph of Briſtol, born there, and bred (belike)_in - 
the Covent of Glaſſenbury, became Treaſurer of St 
Pat. in Dublin, then Biſhop of Kildare. He wrote 
the Life of Lawrance Arch-Biſhop of Dublin, and 
granted certain Indulzences to the Covent aforeſaid. 
He dyed 1232. 


Since the Reformation. 


Tobias Matthew, D. D. bred in Oxford, became 
Biſhop ef Durham, and at laſt of Tork, He dyed 1628. 
See my Eccleſ. Hiſt. 


Seamen. 


Huzhb Eliot, Merchant of this City, the prime Pilot 
of our Nation, in his Age, firſt (with the Afiſtance 
of Mr Thorn his Fellow Citizen) found out New-found- 
Land ;, though ar. 1527. before Virgima, or any 0- 
ther Engliſh Plantation was concerued. And note that 
no City in England ( London alone excepted) hath in ſo 
ſhort a time, bred more brave and bold Scamen. As 
for Elizt's diſcovery, had it been as fortunate in pub- 
lick Enconragement as private Induſtry, probably be- 
fore this time we had enjoycd the kernel of thoſe Coun- 
tries, whoſe ſhell only we now poſicls,

Th. Norton, a great Profeſſor of Chymiſtnyin the 7 
Chap. of his Ordinal, wrote the two following Lines of 
himſelf, | 


Thomas Norton of Briſeto 
A perfett Maſter you may him trow, 


The firſt Line whereof he modeſtly parted into the in- 
itial Syllables of ſeveral other Lines, thereby oþliging 
his Reader to become a perfett Mafter in Naminal Chy- 
miſtry, before he can extract the Golden Name of Nor- 
ton, He affirms of himſelf, that being ſcarke 28 years 
of Age, helearncd the perfetion of Chymiſtry in 40 
dayes. The ſpight is, he: complaineth, .that a Mcr- 
chants Wife of Briſtol, ftole from him the Elixir of 
Life. Some ſuſpect her to have been the Wife of YT. 
Cannings (of whom before) contemporary with Nor- 
ron, Who ſtarted up to ſo great and ſudden Wealth. 
He is ſaid to have undone himſelf, and thoſe who truſt- 
ed him. He dyed 1477. 

Jo. Spine, D. D-. in Oxford, living under Edw.. 4. 
left ſome Books to Poſtcrity. Hrs ſirname ſeems to be 
Latine, which Engliſhedis T horn, an ancient name in 
this City. He was Provincial (and Champion) of the 
Carmelites through England, Scotland and Ireland, He 
labourcd to make all believe that Chriſt was a Carme- 
lite, and Profeſſor of wilfull Poverty, by which he ta- 
citly condemned the pomp of the Prelates. Hereupon 
the Biſhop of London (his Dioceſan ) caſt him into Pri- 
ſon, from whom he appealed to Paxl I, and went to 
Rome, where he remained three years in cloſe Priſon, 
then he was enlarged by 7 Cardinals, to whom the bu- 
ſineſs was referred. Returning into London, he was 
nominated Biſhop of St. D-v. but never ſatin that See. 
Hedycd 1485. Bbb 2 W.G ro-

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W. Grocine, an excellent Peet, became publick Pro- 
feffor of the Greek Tongue in Oxford, Eraſmus owns 
him in his Epiſtles for his Patron and Maſter. His Mi- 
ſtrifs (itſeems) having in a frolick pelted him with a 
Snaw-ball, he declared in a Poetical Rapture, that that 
cold Meteor, had made ſo great an addition to his Flame, 
that it could not be quenched otherwiſe then by a reci- 
procal Aﬀection,

He dyed, az. 1520.

Fo. Flower, Printer, $Skilful in Latine and Greelz, 
and a good Poet, Orator and Divine, wrote an Abridg- 
ment of Thomas his Summes, the Tranſlation of Oſor:s 
into Exgliſh. Having fled for his Religion he ſet up at 
Antwerp, where he was ſerviceable to the Catholick 
Cauſe. Hedyed 1579. 


Denefaflors to the Publick. 


Robert Thorn, a Merchant-Taylor in London, gave 
more then 4.445 pound to pious uſes, and to his Kin- 
dred 5142 pound. He dycd a Batchelor 1532, and 
was buried in St. Chriſtophers, London. 


Sincethe Refermation. 


Mary Dale (or Ramſey) Daughter of Wslkam Dale, 
became ſecond Wife to Sir Thomas Ramſey, Grocer, 
and Lord Mayor of London, 1577. She founded two 
Fellowſhips, and two Scholarſhips in Peter- Houſe in 
Eambridge, on which ſhe would have have ſetled 500 

| : pounds 
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pounds per Annum, on condition that it ſhould be called 
the Colledge of Peter and Mary. Dr. Soams then Mafter 
of the Houſe, refuſed, affirming, that Peter, who ſo 
long lived ſingle, was now too old to have a Feminine Part- 
zer. She dyed 1596, and lycth buried in Chrs/ts-Church, 
in London, 

Thomas White, D. D. was bred in Oxford, and a 
Preacher in the Reign of Q. Eliz. He had one Cure 
of Souls, but ſeveral dignities. Falſe was the Aſperſi- 
on of his being an Uſurer. Beſides Benefa&tions to 
Chriſts-Church, and a LeQure in St. Pauls, Londen, he 
left 3000 pounds for the building of S:o-Colledge. He 
built there alſo an Almſhouſe for twenty poor Folk, al- 
lowing them yearly 6 pounds a piece, and another at 
Briſtol, which is better endowed. ' He dyed 1623. 

Mr. Fo. Simſon, Miniſter of St. Olaves Hart-ſtreet, 
London, perfected the aforeſaid Colledge of S:0n, build- 
ing the Gate-houſe, with a fair Caſe for the Library, and 
endowing it with 60 pounds per Arnnum. 

Mr. Richard Grigſon, expended a great ſum of Mo- 
ney in new caſting of the Bells of Chriſts-Church, in 
Briftol. He paid 105 pounds for his reputed delinquen- 
cy in our Civil Wars, 
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STAFFOR D-SHIRE. 


Taford-foire bath Cheſhire on the North-Weſt, Dar- 
Sg by-(bjre on. the Eaſt, and North-Eaſt Warwick- 
ſhire, and Worceſter-ſhire on the South, and Shrop-ſhire 
on. the Weſt. It lyeth from. North to South in form of 
a-Lozenge, inlength 40, and.in breadth 26 Miles. A 
moſt pleaſant and fruitful County, wherein Beau-deſert 
isithe beautiful Barony of the Lord Pager. The beſt 
Alahafter in Exgland is found about Caſile-Hay in this 
County.: The great Manufacture here is Nails. As 
for Buildings, the neat Church of Lichfield was ruined 
in the: Civil Wars.  ?Tis faid of the Cloſe of Lich- 
fie!d, that the Plague (which long had raged therein) 
did abate, at the firſt ſhooting of a Cannon at the ſiege 
thereof. Of Civil Buildings, Turbury-Caſtle is a ſtate- 
ly Structure, affording a large'and brave Proſpedt. It 
was formerly the .Seat of the Lord Ferrars Earl of 
FE e:by, and was forfeited to Her. 3. by Robert de Fer- 
rars Earl of Darby (who had fided with Simon IMam- 
ford again!t that King) becauſe he did not advance a 
Fine of 5000 pounds at the time appointed. The 
Englijy Clergy willing to relieve 7o. the Son of this 
Earl Rebert, were commanded to the contrary, under 
the pa'n of the Popes Curſe. Tutbury was annexed to 
the Datchy of Lancaſter, and ſome ſmall matter was 
reſtored to John. Dudley Caſtle high and' pleaſantly 
ſeated, and in the Reign of King Edw. 6. well built, 
was adorned by John Dudley Duke of Northumberland, 
who claiming the Title thereof, had thruſt ont 7obr 
Stten Lord Vudley (a weak man and entangled with 
Debts) who therefore got the Name of Lord Ouon- 
dans But after the Execution of that Duke, Queen 
Aary 
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Mary reſtored Edward the Son of the aforeſaid poor 
Lord.

Rerzinald Pole, born at Stoverton-Caſile, 1500, was 
ſecond Son to Sir Richard, Knight of the Garter, and 
nearly related to King Henry 7.

He was 
bred in Corpws-Chriſts Colledge in Oxford , preferred 
afterwards Dean of Exeter. King Henry 8. allowing 
him a Penſion, ſent him beyond the Seas. He ſtudied 
at Padua, converſed much with the Patxicjans of Ye- 
nice, and infine became a perfet&t 1ralian and could not 
be prevailed upon by the King or his Friends to return 
to England, whereupon his Penfion' was withdrawn. 
Living afterwards in a Venetian Moraſtery, heattain'd 
great Credit for his Eloquence, Learning and good Life. 
It was not long before he was made Deacon Cardinal, 
by the Title of St. Mary in Coſmedin, by Pope Paul 3. 
who fent him Ambaſſadour to the Emperour, and the 
French King, to incite them to War againſt K. Hen. 8. 
Afterwards he retired to Yiterbo in /taly, where his 
Houſe was the Sanctuary of. Lutherans, and he himſelf 
became a Racking, but no through paced Proteſtant : 
Infomuch, that being appointed one of the three Prefi- 
dents of the Council of Trezt, he endeavoured to have 
Trſtification determined by Faith alone. During his 
living at YVirerbo, he was taxed for begetting a Baſard, 
Which Paſquil Publiſhed in Verſes affixed to his Pillar. 
That Blade being made all of Tongue and Teeth, 
would not ſtick to tel] where the Pope trod his Holy 
Sandals awry : Yet he had ſome Relation to the Beaſt 
in tne Apocalyps, inthat under the Name of Paſquil, 
there has been a ſucceſſive Corporation of Satyriſts. Af- 
ter the death of Paul 3. Pole was at midnight in the 
Conclave choſen to ſucceed him, the refuſal whereof 
under the notion of a deed of darkneſs, was by the 7ra- 
lians, koolkt upon as a piece of dulneſs in our Cardinal. 
Next day expctting a re-Eledion, he ſaw 7ulim 3. 
his profeſſed Enemy choſen in his place : Yet afterwards 
he became Alterius Orbis Papa, when made Atch-Bi- 
ſhop of Canterbury by Queen Mary. He was a Per- 
ſon frec from Paſſion. His Youthful Books are full of 
ric Flowers of XKhetorick 5 whillt thoſe of his old Age 
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aredry and dull. He dyed few hours after Q. 24ary, 
November 17. 1558. 


Prelates. 


Edmund Stafford, Brother to Ralph, firſt Earl of 
Stafford, and Son to Edmund Baron of Stafford, was 
by King Rich. 2. preferred Biſhop of Exeter, and un- 
der King Henry 4. was Chancellor of England. He 
added two Fellowſhips to Stapletons-Inn in Oxford, (firſt 
named by him Exeter-Colledge ) and ſetled Lands for the 
maintenance, and made good Statutes for the good or- 
der of the fame. He dyed 14 19, and was buried in 
his own Cathedral. 

W. Dudley, Son of John Baron Dudley of Dudley- 
Caſtle in this County, and bred in Vniver. Colledge in 
Oxford, became Dean of Windſor, and afterwards Bi- 
ſhop of Durham. He dyed at London 1483, and was 
buried in YV/eſtminſter. Ft : 

Edmund Audley, Son to the Lord Audley of Heyley 
in this County, (whoſe Sirname was Toxcher ) was bred 
in Oxford, where he built the Quire of St. Maries, a- 
dorning it with a 11nfical Organ. He was preferred 
Biſhop of RocheFer, then of Hereford, and at laſt of 
Saliſbury. He dyed at Ramſoury 1624, and was bu- 
ried in his own Cathedral, in a Chappel of excellent 
Artifice, of his own Eredtion. : 


Lawyers. 


Sir Thomas Littleton Knight , was Son to Themas 
VVeſtcote Eſq; and Elizabeth Littleton his Wife. He 
was bred in the Study of the Laws, in the Inner Tem- 
ple, and became Serjeant and Steward of the Court of 
the Marſhal-ſea of the Kings Houſhold, to Henry 6.

He Married Joan Daugh- 
ter and Coheir of W. Boerly of Bromſecraft Caſtle in 
Salop, by whom he had three Sons, Founders of three 
Families ſtill flouriſhing. 1. William, fixed at Frank- 
key in this County, where his Poſterity is eminently ex- 
tant. 2. Richard, whoſe Ifſue remain at P:llerton- 
Hall in Shropſhire. 3. Thomas, whoſe Linage conti- 
naes in Worcefterſbire, This Reverend Judge dyed ar. 
21. of King Edw. 4. and lyeth buried under a fair Mo- 
nument in the Cathedral of YYorceſter. i” 

Edmund Dudley Eſq; was Son to John Dudley Eſq; 
ſecond Son to John Sutton firſt Baron of Dadley, though 
he was flandered by ſome as being the Son of a Car- 
penter. He Married the Daughter and Heir of the 
Viſc. Leſle. Being bred inthe Study of the Laws, he 
was made one of Paiſne Judges, and wrote an excellent 
book, Entitled the Tree of the Common VYealth. He 
was employed by K. Henry 7. to put his Penal Statutes 
in Execution, which he did with ſeverity, cruelty and 
extortion : K. Henry 8. reſigned this Dudley, and Sir 
Richard Empſon his Partner to Juſtice, ſo that they were 
made a Peace-Offering to popular anger 1510, being 
Executed at Tower-Hill. 

Sir Thomas Bromley Knight, was an. 1. Mary made 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bexch, holding his 
place hardly a year. 


Souldiers. 


To. Bromley Eſq; branched from the Bromleys in Shrop- 
ſhire, was born at Bremley. He recovered the Engliſh 
Standard, which was taken by the French at the battle 
near Corby in France : In reward of his Valour, King 
Henry 5. (whoſe Arms he liad followed in France) 
made 
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made him a Knight Batchelor, Captain of Dampfront, 


' and great Conſtable of Bofſevile le Roſs in France, and 


granted by Letters Patent 4o pounds in Land a year, to 


- him and his Heirs. Hugh Stafford Lord Bourchier, ha- 


ving. on the ſame account, conferred on him a yearly 
Penſion of 40 pound during his life. Sir Fohn dyed a- 
bout the middle of the Reign of Hex. 6. 

John Dudley Duke of Northamberland, Son to Ed- 
ward Dudley Eſq;and would willingly be reputed of this 
County, a deſcendant from the Lord Daaley therein. 
He was a proper, wiſe and valiant Man, and general- 
ly (till his laſt proje&) proſperous : But he was alſono- 
toriouſly wanton, intolerably ambitious, a conſtant dif- 
ſembler, prodigioufly profuſe, ſo that ke had ſunk his 
Eſtate, had he not met with a ſeaſonable ſupport of 
Avbey-Land. King Henry 8. firft Knighted him, then 
Created him Viſc. Liſle, Earl of Warwick, and Duke 
of Northumberland. Under Queen Mary, he contri- 
ved the ſetling of the Crown on Queen Jane, his Daugh- 
ter in Law, for which Treaſon he was Executed, an. 
1. Mary, much bemoaned by Martial Men, whom he 
had formerly endeared in his good ſervice in the French 
and Scotiſh Wars. - He left two Sons who ſurvived to 
great Hogour, Ambroſe Earl of Warwick Heir to all 
that was good, and Robert Earl of Leiceſter, Heir to 
all that was great in his Father. 

The Bagnols (or Bagenhalts) were formerly _— 
ly of ſuch remark in this County, that before the Reign 
of Hen. 8. there ſcarce paſſed an ancient Evidence, 
which is not atteſted by one of that Name ; And having 
for a time ſunk into a low condition, was afterwards 
reſtored to their genuine Luſtre, when Ralph and \N;- 
cholas, Sons to John Baonol of Newcaſtle in this County, 
were both Knighted for their good ſervice, the one in 
Muſſleborough Field, theother in Ireland, Their Sons 
Samuel and Henry, were for their Martial merit advanc=- 
ed to the ſame degree.

William Minors, Son to Richard Gent. of Hallen- 
bury-Hal, was born at Vttoxater, who afterwards com- 
ing to London, became ſo proſperous a. Mariner, that 
he hath ſafely returned eleven times from the Eaſt-1n- 
dies, and now peaceably enjoyeth what he painfully 
hath gotten, living in ornear Hartford, at this preſent 
year 1660. | 


Writers. 


Fohn Stafford a Franciſcan, born in Stafford, wrote a 
Latine Hiſtory of Erngliand, about 1 380. 

W. de Lichfield, D. D. and Refor of All hallowes 
the Great in Thames-ftreet, London, a Learned and God- 
ly Man, wrote many Books, ' one Entituled The com- 
Plaint of God unto ſinful men. There were found in his 
Study, after his death 3033 Sermons of his own Wri- 
ting. He dyed an, 1447. and was buried inthe Quire 
of his own Church. 

Robert Whittington, born at Lichfield, was an indif- 
ferent, but conceited Grammarian. He caped with 
W. Lille, (and others) in compariſon of whom he was 
but a crackling T horn. |

Henry Staffurd, Baron of Stafford, was Son to Edw, 
Duke of Buckingham, beheaded under K. Hen. 8. The 
Barony deſcended unforfeited to this Henry, placed here 
not as atrans, but a Cis-Reformation-mar for tranſlating 
the Book of Dr. Fox, Biſhop of Hereford, (a favour- ' 
er of Luther) into Engliſh, Of the difference of the Pow- 
er Eccleſiaſtical and Secular. He dyed 1558, ſome 
Months before the beginning of Q. Elizabeth.

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Saittpſon Erderſwik, Eſq; botn at Sandon, of Anci- 
ent and Worſhipful Extraftion, was a Gentleman, ac- 
compliſbed with al!

Frier Bacon, as accounted a Conjurer. He was much 
in favour with Robert Earl of Leiceſter.

Edward Leigh of Ruſhwel- Hall, Eſq (alive) wrote 
Critica Sac a, with many other worthy Works, which 
will make his judicious Induſtry known to Poſterity. 

Elias Aſhmole, Eſq; (alive) born in Litchfield; a 
creat Antiquary, Chymiſt, Herauld, Mathematician. 

Fohn Lightfoot, D. D. (alive) hath deſerved well 
of the Churches of England, for his exatt infight in 
Hebrew and Rabbimcal Learning. 


Romiſh Exile Writers. 


-W. Gifford, an extrat of the Family of Chillington, 
was a man of much motion. Being bred in Oxford he 
went over to Lovain, where he became B. D. whence 
going to Paris, he was highly prized by Z. Duke of 
Guife, (who made him Arch-Biſhop of Rhemes) and 
the Cardinal his Brother, who gave him a Penſion of 

200 
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200.Crowns a year: : He became afterwards Degn of 
St. Pet. the J/le in Rome, then Rettor of the Univer- 
| fity of Rhemes, and at laſt a Benedictine at Delaware in 
"Lorain. He founded a Convent for Engliſh Monks at 
St. Mallower in France, and another at Pars, for thoſe

the Town of his Nativity ; the firſt confiderable Fa- 
brick of that kind in this County.

REM ſhire: Here he was in the Field, keeping his 
Fathers Swine, when a Servant of Robert Earl 
of - Leiceſter, (paſſing this way) was ſo highly pleaſed 
with his odd Anſwers, that he brought him to- Court, 
where he became the moſt famous eſter to Q. El, 
When the Queer was out of humour, he could undum- 
pijh her at his pleaſure. He prepared in ſome caſes for 
the higheſt Favourits, an advantagious acceſs to her Ma- 
jetty. In a word, he told the Queen more of her 
Faults, then moſt of her Chaplains, and cured her Me- 
lancholly better than all her Phyſicians.

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in ſeveral Martyrs, frowning in ſtern Hooper, weeping 
in zeek, Bradford, and ſmiling conſtantly in pleaſant 
Taylor. Indeed ſome have cenſured his merry conceits 
as treſpaſſing on the gravity of his calling, eſpecially 
when juſt before death. But ſure ſuch Romaniſts who 
admire the temper of Sir Thomas More, jeſting with 
the Axe of the Executioner will excuſe our Taylor, 
for making himſelf merry with the Stake. But though 
it be ill jeſting with edged Tools (whereof death is the 
ſharpeſt) yet ſince our Saviour hath blunted it, his Ser- 
vants may rather be delighted then diſmayed with it. 
Not long after, Dr. Taylor ſet Arch-Biſhop Cranmer 
(his Patron) a Copy of Patience, who indeed wrote af- 
ter it, but not with ſo ſteady a hand, and ſo even a 
Charatter of Conſtancy. Taylor was Martyred at Had- 
ley, Feb. 9. 1555. 6 

Rob. Samuel, Miniſter of Barfold in this County, was 
tortured in Priſon by the cruelty of Hopror: Biſhop of 
Norwich, and Downing his Chancellour, who allowed 
him every day but three Mouthfuls of Bread, and three 
Spoonfuls of Water. - Fain would he have drunk his own 
Urine, but his Thirſt-parched Body afforded none. I 
read how he ſaw a Viſion of one all in White, com- 
fortIng and telling him, that after that day, he never 
ſhould be hungry or thirfly, which came to paſs accord- 
ingly, being within few hours after Martyred at of 
wich, Auguſt 31. 1555. There was a Report that his 
Body when burnt, did ſhine as bright as burnifhed Sil- 
ver. Some may poſtibly impute his Yon, and this 
Appearance, the-firſt to his own, and the fatter to the 
Beholders Imaginations, or both to the forgery of thofe 
who were more remote and unconcerned, If to Ima- 
gination ; itis a plain Conceſſion of the matter of Fa& 
in both, and conſequently, a granting of all ſuch things 
which can be reaſonably proved therein. The Argu- 
ment I ſhall uſe to prove that his Viſion was ſuperna+ 
tural, ſhall be drawn from the Abſurdity of the contea-

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ry Opinion ; For ſince Samuel was reduced (as afore- 

ſaid) to extream weakneſs, his Body being parched, 

his Humours fixed, and his Spirits exhauſted, it is im- 

poſſible that his languiſhing Phantaſie ſhould either 

produce or receive ſo brightan 1dza, without the ſu- 

pernatural Aſſiſtance of Divine Power. As for the 
appearance of his Body when burnt ; I will ſuppoſe, 
( ſalvo jure Onnipotentie,) that ſome good Chriſtians 
who beheld his laſt Suffering, did by an Heroick a& 
of Faith, antedate the glorious State of a Future Re- 
ſarreion : And as Sea ware or mud is ſometimes found 
in the Net, or on the Line, after the Fiſh is catch'd,- 
ſathey, having ſtretched out the hand of Faith for ap- 
prehending of a Chrifftian verity, might together with 
the ſame, receive an erroneous imagination, upon the 
(then) preſent occaſion. After all, if both inſtances be 
charged with ſubſequent Forgery, as to the matter of 
Fact, I ſhall not inſiſt any longer on them, as not being 
ſo proveable by others as they are probable in them- 
ſclves. | 


Cardinals. 


Tho. Woolſey, Sontoan honeſt Butcher, was born in 
Hyſwich ; one of ſovaſt undertakings, that our whole 
Book will not afford room enough for his Charader, 
the writing whereof I commend to ſome Eminent per- 
ſon of his Foundation of Chrifts-Church in Oxford. He . 
was Cardinal of St. Cecily, and gyed Heart-broken 
with grief at Leiceſter, 1530. without any Monument, 
of which Dr. Corber, (one of his Colledge) thus com- 
plains, | |

Hope aft er death that are but Shreds of Thee. 


He was not guilty. of miſchievous Pride, and was ge- 
ee og | 2. 0 
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nerally commended for doing Juſtice, when Chancellor 
of England. | 


Prelates. 


Herb. Loſing, was deeply guilty of Simony in his 
Youth, otherwiſe whea he was Old, being then wont 
to ſay, When Young we went affray, when Old we will 
amend. Hedyed 1119. and was buried in the Cathe- 
dral Church of Norwich. 

Richard Angervile, Son to Sir Richard, was born at 
Bury, and bred in Oxford. He was, Governour to 
King Edw. 3. whilſt Prince, and ſucceſſively. his Cof- 
ſerer, Treaſurer of his Wardrobe, Dean of Wells, 
Biſhop of Durham, Chancellour, and laſtly Treaſurer 
of England. He beſtowed on the Poor every Weck 
$ Quarters of Wheat baked in Bread. When he re- 
moved from Durham to Newcaſtle, #12 Miles) he 
uſed to give 8 pounds to the poor, and ſo proporti- 
onably in other places betwixt his Palaces. He be- 
queathed his ftately Library ro the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford. Hedyed 1345. 

Fo. Paſchal, well deſcended, bred aCarthufian, and 
D. D. in Cambridge, was Biſhop firſt of Scutary, then 
of Landaff under Edw. 3. Hedyed 1361. 

Simon Sudbury, (alias Tibald) was born at Sudbury. 
He was made Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury. He began 
two Synods with Latine Sermons, portending ill ſuc- 
ceſs to Wickliffe and his followers, but over-awed by 
God and John Duke of Lancaſter, he could do him no 
harm. He was killed in the Rebellion of F. Srraw 
and Wat Tyler, 1381, being buricd in St. Gregorties 
Church in Sudbury, 

Thg. Edwardſton, born in Edwardſton, bred in Ox- 
ford, then Auguſtinian in Clare, attended Lionel Duke 
of Clarence in Italy, when he Married the Daughter 
of the Duke of lar. He wrote ſome Learned 
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Works, and undertook care of ſome Arch-Biſhoprick 
(probably) during the vacancy thereof. ' He dyed at 
Clare 1396. | 
Tho. Peverel, well deſcended, a Carmelite, and 
D. D. in Oxford, was by Rich. 2. made Biſhop of 
Offory in Irelaud, whence he was removed to Landaff 
in Wales, then to Worceſter in England, being much 
eftecmed for his Learning, as his Books do declare. 
He dyed 1417. and lyeth buried in his own Cathe- 
dral. | 

Stephen Gardiner, was born in Bury St. Edmunds, 
and (by ſome) reported to be Baſe-Son to Lionel Wood- 
vile, Biſhop of: Salzbury, though this Biſhop was by 
others, more truly conceived to be younger then he. 
He was a Man of admirable natural parts, and Me- 
mory eſpecially, and was bred Dr, of Laws, in Tr:- 
nity-Ha# in Cambridge. Aﬀter many great Employ- 
ments, he wagmade Biſhop. of Wincheſter. Being Se- 
cret in all his own Ads of Cruelty; heoften chid.Box- 
ner, calling him 4ſs, though not ſo much for killing 
poor people, as for not doing it more cunningly. He . 
(chiefly) contrived the ſix Articles, (G ardiner*s Creed) 
which cauſed the death of many, and trouble of more 
Proteſtants. He had almoſt cat off Queen Kath. Par, 
and prevented Queen El:zabeth, from being Queen, 
had not Divine Providence preſerved them. He through- 
ly complycd with Henry 8. oppoſed K. Edw. 6. by 


whom he was impriſoned and deprived, acted all under 


Q. Mary, by whom he was reftored, and made Lord 
Chancellour of England. He is reported to have a- 
vowed (at his death) 7uſtification by the Merits of Chriſt 
only. He dyed at Whitehall, of the Gout, Nov. 12. 
1555, and was buried in the Quire, leaving (as is 
ſaid) 4000 Marks in ready Money behind: him. He 
improved his power with. Queen Mary, to reſtore 
ſome Noble Families formerly depreſſed, viz. Some 
deſcendant from the Duke of Norfolk, the Arundels of 
Warder-Caſtle, and the Hungerfords. \" * Sance 
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Since the Reformation, 


Fohn Bale, born at Covie, and bred in 7eſus-Colledge 


jn Oxford, was a Carmelite in Norwich. He was con- 


verted to be a Proteſtant, by the means of Thomas 
Lord Wentworth. He wrote a Book de Scriptoribns 
Britannicis. He was Biſhop of Offory in Ireland, an. 
1552. Whence on the death of Eaw. 6. he fled, (ſome 


. of his ſervants being ſlain before his eyes) and in his 


paſſage over the Seas, was taken Priſoner, ranſom'd,. 
and ſafely arrived in Switzerland. Under Q. Eliz: 


he was made only Prebendary of the Church of Can- 


terbury, being (probably) a pMon more learned then 
diſcreet, fitter to write then govern, as unable to com- 
mand his own Paſſion, and B:lioſws Balaxs paſſeth for 
his true Character. He dyed at Canterbury, 1563: 
and was buried in the Cathedral Churctrtherein. 

John May,\bred in Cambridge, was Conſecrated Bi- 
ſhop of Carlile, September 27. 1577. anddyed in April 
I598. | 

bn Overal, D. D. born at Hadley, was Regius 
Profeſſor in Cambridge, and Maſter of Kath. Hall, 
afterwards Dean of St. Pauls. He was by King Tang 
employed in the New Tranſlation of the Bible, and made 
Biſhop of Norwich, where he was a diſcreet prefſer of 
Conformity. He dyed 1618. 

Leonard Maw, born at Rendleſham (antiently the 
Reſidence of the Kings of the E. Angles, where K. 
Redwald kept at the ſame time a Communion Table, and 
Altars for Idols) was Maſter of Peter Fuſe, then of 
Trinity-Colledge in Cambridge, and in 5 years diſenga- 
ged that Foundation from a great debt. He was Chap- 
lain to King Charles whilſt he was a Prince, and wait- 
ed on himin Spain, by whom he was made Biſhop of 
Bath. aud Wells, A good Scholar,- grave Preacher, 
; | SP ne A | m1zd 
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mild man, and gentile in his deportment. He dyed 


163- 

Ralpb Brownrig, D. D. born in Ipſwich, was the Son 
of a Merchant. He was Fellow of Pembrock-Hall in 
Cambridge, where he to the wonder of the hearers, 
performed the oco-ſeriows part of a Philoſophy Af, be- 
fore King James; no man had more abzlity, or leſs in- 
clination to be Satyrical. His Wit was Page, and not 
Privy Councellor to his Judgment. - He had a Loyal 
Memory, quick Fancy, ſolid Judgment, and fluid Ut- 
terance, being not only flumen, but fulmen Eloquentis. 
W hen. Commencing B. D. he choſe for his Text, 
Phil. 1. 29. To you it #5 given, not only to believe but 
ſufer, ſomewhat Profttical to him, being afterwards 
affronted and defied by ſome, who almoſt Deified him 
before, in whoſe Eyes he ſeemed the blacker, for 
wearing white Sleeves, when 1641. made Biſhop of 
Exeter; Dr. Young Preaching his Conſecration Sermon 
on this Text, The Waters are riſen, &c. complained 
of the many invaſions which Popular Yiolence had made 
on the Rights and Priviſedges of Church and State. 
This Biſhop himſelf was ſoon ſadly ſenfible of ſuch 1- 
andations, and yet by the procerity of his parts and ps- 
«#&y, he not only ſafely waded through them himſelf, but 

alſo (when Vice-Chancellour of Cambridge) by his Pru- 
dence raiſed ſuch Banks, that thoſe overflowings were 
not ſo deſtructive, as otherwiſe they would have been 
ro the Univerſity. -He continued conſtant to the Church 
of England, a Champion of the needful uſe of the Li- 
troy, and for the priviledges of Ordination to belong 
to Biſhops alone. Being unmoveable in his Principles 
of Loyalty, he told Oliver the Uſurper, (demanding 
his Advice ina matter of great difficulty) Ay Lord, 
the beſt Counſel I can give you #5, give unto Czſar the 
things that are Czſars, and unto God the things that are 
Gods, with which free Anſwer, O. C. was rather fi- 
tenced then ſatisfied. A little before his death he was 
Miny- 
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Miniſter of both Temples. He dyed December 7. 
1659. er. 67. The deſerved Opinion of his good- 
neſs had peaceable poſſeſſion in the hearts of the Preſby- 
terian-Party, and at his Burial, the prime perſons of 
all perſwaſions were preſent. Dr. Jo. Gauden wrote 
the Memorials of his Life, and hath fince ſucceeded 
him in the Temple and Biſhoprick of Exeter. 


Stateſmen. 


Sir N:cb. Bacon, Knight, born not far from St. Ed- 
mund Bury, of a very ancient Family, and bred in 
Ben. Colledge in Cambridge, (in which he built a beau- 
tiful Chappel) after he had ſtudied the Common Law, 
was made Atturney to the Court of Wards, whence he 
was preferred Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, an, 1. 
Eliz.. 1558, He Married Anne, ſecond Daughter to 
Sir Anth. Cook, of Giddy-Hall in Eſſex, Governour to 
Kins Edw. 6. Queen El;zabeth relyed upon him as 
her Oracle in Law, who, that he might clear the Point 
of her Succeſſion, derived her Right from a Statute 
which allowed the ſame, though there was a Statute, 
whereby the Queen was made illegitimate, in the days 
of her Father remained unrepcaied, the rather, be- 
cauſe Lawyers maintain, that a Crown once worn clear- 
eth all defects of the wearer thereof. He was a Man 
of rare Wit and deep Experience, though of a corpu- 
lent Body, eſpecially in his old Age, ſo that he would 
be not only out of breath, but alſoalmoſt out of life, 
with going to Weſtminſter-Hall to the Star-Chamber ; 
According to his Motto, Mediocria Firma, hei never 
attained, becauſe he never affe&ed any great Eſtate. 
He was not for invidious Strudtures, but delighted 7» 
' Domo Domino Pari, ſuch as was his houſe at Gorham- 
bury in Hartford. And therefore, when Q. Elizabeth 
coming thither in Progreſs, told him, 24y Lord, your 
bouſe us too little for you, no Madam (aid he) But 1t 15 

| your 
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your Highneſs hath made me too great for my houſe. He 
left rather a good then a great Eſtate to his Poſterity, 
whoſe eldeſt Son Sir Edward was the firit Baronet of 
 Enpland. Hedyed Feb. 20. 1578. and lyeth buried 
inthe Quire of St. Pauls. In a Word, he was a good 
214113 4 grave Stateſman, aFather to his Country, and 
a Father to Sir Francis Bacon. 

Sir FY. Drary, deſcended of a Worſhipful Family 
long flouriſhing at Haulfted, anſwered his name ( Drury 
in Sax. Pearle) in the pretiouſneſs of his diſpoſition, 
clear and hard, innocent and valiant. His Youth he 
ſpent in the French Wars, his middle in Scotland, and 
his 01d Age in Ireland. He was Knight Marſhal of 
Barwick, at what time the French had poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of the Caftle of Edenbargh, in the Minority of 
King James. Queen El;zabeth employed this Sir Wil. 
with 1500 to beſiege the Caſtle, which ſervice he right 
worthily performed, reducing it within few dayes to 
the true Owner thereof, He was appointed Lord Pre- 
ſident of Munſter, 1575- where he executed impartial 
juſtice in ſpight of the Oppoſers thereof; entring Ker- 
ry with a competent Train, (of 146 Men) with which 
he forced his Return through 7500 Men, belongings to 
the Earl of Deſmond, who claimed Kerry as a Palati- 
nate peculiarly belonging to himſelf. In the laſt year 
of his Life, he was made Lord Deputy of 1reland, 
dying at Waterford, 1598. 

Sir Robert Naunton, was deſcended from an ancient 
. Family, extant at (or before) the time of the.Gonque- 
rour, Who rewarded the Chief of that Name for his 
Service, with a great Inheritrix given him in Marriage, 
whoſe Lands were then eſtimated at 700 pounds a year. 
For a long time they were Patrons of Alderton in this 
County. Sir Robert was bred in Tinity-Colledge in 
Cambridge, and Proftor of the Univerſity, 160?. He 
wrote (in his Youth | conjeQure)) an excellent piece cal- 
led Fragmenta Regalia, He was afterwards ſworn 
Secre- 
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Secretary of State to King Zames, Far. 8. 1617. which 
place he diſcharged with great ability and dexterity ; 
during which, one Wiemark was called to an Account 
for ſaying, the Head of Sir Waltar Raleigh (beheaded 
that day) would do very well on the Shoulders of Sir Ro- 
bert Naunton, and having alleadged in his own Juſtifi- 
cation, that two heads were better than one, he was for 
the preſent diſmifſed. Afterwards Wiewark, being 
with other wealthy perſons called on for a Contribution 
to St. Pauls, firſt ſubſcribed 100 pounds at the Coun- 
cil Table, but was glad to double it, after Mr. Secre- 
tary had told him, zwo hundred were better then ce: 
Sir Robert dyed 163.. leaving one Daughter, who firft 
was Married to Paul Viſc. Banning, and after to the 
Lord Herbert, eldeſt Son to Philip Earl of Pembroke. 


Capital Judges. 


Fo. de Metingham, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Com- 
-on-Pleas, in the Reign of Edw. 33 When all the reſt 
of the Judges (ar. 18. Eadw. 3.) were fined and outed 
for Corruption, this fo. and Elias de Beckingham con- 
thued in their places, whoſe innocence was of proof 


? againſt all Accuſations. King Edw. 3. (an. 20. reg.) 


direted a Writto him, about the ſtinting of. the num- 
ber of the Apprentices, and Atturneys at Law, to 
140, (or thereabouts) according to the diſcretion of 
this Judge, and his Aſſiſtants, whereof a certain num- 
ber were to be provided out of every County, — what 
may. better avail for their Court, and the good of the peo- 
p-e of the Land. 

Sir Fo. Cavendiſh Knight, born at Cavendiſh in this 
County, (where his Name continued untill the Reign 
of King Henry 8.) was made Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
Kings Bench, an. 46. Edw. 3. He dyed a violent 
death, an. 5. Rich. 2. on this occaſion. F. Raw, a 
Prieſt, contemporary with Ff. Straw aid Wat Tyler, 
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advanced Robert Weſtbroom a Clown, to be King of the 
Commons in this County, having 50000 followers. 
Theſe ſor eight dayes together, in ſavage ſport, cauſed 
the Heads of great perſons to be cut off, and ſet on 
Poles, to kiſs and whiſper in one anothers ears. Chief 
Juſtice Cavendiſh chanced to be then in the Country, 
to whom they bare a double pique, for his Honeſty and 
Learning. Beſides, they had lately heard that Jo. Ca- 
wvendiſh his Kinſman, . had killed their Idol Wat Tyler 
in Smithfield : Whereupon they drag'd the Reverend 
Judge, with Sir Fo. of Camb. Prior of Bury, into the 
Market place there, and beheaded them ; whoſe inno- 
cent blood remained not long unrevenged by Speirer; 
the Warlike Biſhop of Norwich, by whom this Raſ- 
cal Rabble of Rebels was routed and ruined i331, 

Sir Robert Broke, a great Lawyer, and Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the Common Pleas, in the Reign of Q. Mary, 
wrote an excellent Abridgement of the Law. His Pos 
ſterity ſtill flouriſh in a Worſhipful Equipage at Naton, 
figh /pſwith in this County. 


Souldiers. 


EE OG, 
Sir Th. Wentworth, of Nettleſted; deſcended from 
the Wentworths in York-ſhire, was Created Baron Wentw. 
by King Henry 8. He was a Valiant Gentleman, a 
Cordial Proteſtant, and his Family a Sanduary of ſuch 
Profeſſors. By his means Jo. Bale was converted from 
a Carmelite. The Memory of this Lord is much {but 
unjuſtly) blemiſhed, becauſe Cals was loft the laſt of 
Q. Mary, under his Government, the manner thus ; 
The Engliſh being ſecure by reaſon of their late Con- 
queſt at St. Quintin, and the Duke of Guiſe having no- 
tice thereof, ſat down before the Town on New-years 
day. Next cay he took the Forts of Riſe-bank and 
Newnam-B:idge, Which ("tis ſuſpef&ed) were betray- * 
ed. Within three dayes, the Caſtle of Cal#; which 
eo1rt- 
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commanded the City, and was under the command of 
Sir Ralph Chamberlain, was taken, the French being 
firſt repulſed back by Sir Azth. Azer, (the only Man 
of note who was killed in the Fight) entred the City 
the next day, being Twelfth day. Then reſiſtance 
being in vain, the Lord Wemworth Deputy thereof, 
was forced to take what terms he could get, that 
Townſmen ſhould depart (though plundered toa groar) 
with their Lives, and himſelf, with 49 more Prould 
remain Priſoners to be put to ranfom. Queen Mary 
might thank her ſelf for loſing this Key of France, 
becauſe hanging it at her ſide with fo ſlender a ſtring, 
there being but 500 Souldiers effettually inthe Garriſon. 
The Lord Wentworth was cortdemned for High-Trea- 
ſon, during his abſence, but Queen Mary, ſoon after 
dying, he was tryed and acquitted by his Peers, in 
the Reignof Queen Elizaverh, though Sir Fo. Harl- 
ſton Governour of Riſe-bank, and Sir Ralph Chamber- 
lain Governour of Calis-Gaftle were both condemned, 
but their Judgment was remitted. This Lord played 
in a manner Rubbers, when his Head lay at Stake, and 
having loſt the fore, recovered the after-game. He 
dyed very Aged, 1590. 


Seamen. 


Th. Cavendiſh, of Trimley, Eſq; intending forreign 
diſcoveries, on his own coſt Victualled and Furniſhed 
three Ships (the leaſt of Fleets) viz. the Deſire; Ad- 
miral, 120 Tuns, the Content, Vice-Admiral, 40, 
and the Hugh-Gallazt, Rere-Admiral, 40 Tuns ; all 
three man'd with' 123, and ſetting to Sea from Ply- 
mouth, July 21. 15386, Entring the mouth of the 2a- 
gellan Straits, 7 Jan, following, where they ſuffered 
great hunger ; Mr. Cavendiſh named a Town there 
Port- Famine. T he Spaniards intending to fortific the 
Straits,and engraſs the paſſige, were ſmitten with ſich a 
Mor- 
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Mortality, that ſcarce 5 of 500 did ſurvive. On Feb: 
24. they entred the South 'Sea, and frequently landed, 
as they ſaw occaſion. Many their Conflias with the 
Natives, more with the Spaniards, coming off gainers 
in moſt, and ſavers in all encounters, that at Quznterno 
excepted, April 1. 1587, when they loſt 12 men of 
aggount, the cauſe that they afterwards ſunk the Rere- 
Admiral, for want of Men to manage her. Of the 
many prizes he took, the St. Arne was the moſt con- 
{iderable, being the Spaniſh Admiral of the S. Sea, of 
700 Tuns, and 190 Men. There were 122000 Pe- 
zos (each worth 8 ſhillings) of Gold, with other Rich 
Lading, as Silks and Musk, Mr. Cavendiſh landed the 
Spaniards, and leftthem plentiful Proviſions. Surround- 
ing the Eaſt-Indies, and returning for England, the 
Content (whoſe Men were mutinous). ſtayed behind. 
Mr. Cavendiſh ſafely tanding at Plymouth, Sepr. 9. 1588. 
Amongſt his Men, three moſt remarkable, Mr. oh 
Way, their Preacher,- Mr. Thy Fuller of Ipſwich, their 
Pilote, and Mr. Fr. Pretty of Eyke, in this County, 
who wrcte the Hiſtory of their Voyage. Thus having 
circumnavigated the whole Earth, let his Ship be no 
longer termed the Deſire, but the Performance. He 
was the third Man, and ſecond Engliſhman of ſuch uni- 
verſal undertakings. In his next Voyage, begun 26 
Auguſt 1591. he was ſevered from his Company the 
November following, near Port-deſire (by him formerly 
ſo named, in the Megellan-Straits, and never ſeen or 
heard of afterwards. : ; 


Phyſicians. 


W. Batler, born at Ipſwich, was Fellow of Clare- 
Hallin Cambridge, where he became the <Eſculapins 
of our Age. He was the firſt Engliſh-man who quick- 
ned Galenical Phyſick with a touch of Paracelſus ; Bc- 
ing exccllent at the inſtant diſcovery -of a _ 
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face, at the firſt fight of ſick Prince Henry, he got him- 
ſelf out of the way ; knowing himſelf to be, Prince of 
Phyſicjans, he would be obſerved accordingly : Com- 
lements would prevail nothing. with him, intreaties 
bat little, ſurely. threatnings would do much, aud. a 
witty jeer would do any thing. , Neatneſs he negl-&cd 
into ſlovenlineſs, and. accounted. cuffs ro be manacles. 
He made his humourſomneſs to become him, wherein 
ſome of his Profeffion have rather aped then imitated 
him, who kept the tenour of .the ſame ſurlineſs te all 
perſons. He was a good Benefattor to Clare- Haf}, 
and dyed 1621, he was buried in the Chancel of St. 
Aaries in Cambridge, leaving nothing to his only Brge 
ther, becauſe he had turned Papift beyond the Seas.

; Humphrey Netton, a Carmelite in Norw. andthe firſt 
D. D.. of his Qrder in Cambridge, , flouriſhed under 
Hen. 3. and Edw. 1. and dyed 1303. , , -. - ...x

Lanham, a Carm. in Jpſwich, and D. D. in 
Oxford 5 was a great Adverſary to the Wicklevites. 
His Learning is atteſted by the Books he left to Poſte-, 
rity, Some ſay he was beheaded by the Rebelljou 
Crew of Wat. T) yer, others, that he dyed a natura 
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Jo. Rinyngham, a Carm. in Ipſwich, then bred in 
Oxford, was prefect of his Order in England and Tre- 
land, Confeſſor to Fo of Gaunt and his Lady. He 
was the firſt who encountred Wickliffe in the Schools of 
Oxford, and diſputed with great mgenuity and mode- 
ty, whereupon his good Antagonift praved heartily, 
that his Judgment might be convinced, He dyed 1399. 
and was buried at York. 

70. 'Lydgate, born at Lydgate, was a Benediftine in 
St. Edmund Bury ; the beſt Author of his Age in Poe- 
ry and Proſe.

70. of Bury, an Auguſtinian in Clare, and D. D. in 
Cambridge, was Prov. of his Order, through Exzland 
and Jreland, and a great Oppoſer of Wicklevites, flou- 
riſhing 14.60. | 

Th. Scroope, born at Bradley, but deſcended from 
the Lord Scroope in Yorkſhire, was a Benedittine, a Car- 
melite in Norwich, then an Anchorite 20 years, after- 
wards (by papal diſpenſation) Biſhop of Drammore in 
- Treland, and at laſt an Anchorite again, yet uſing once 
'a Week to walk on his bare Feet, and Preach the De- 
calogue, in the Villages round about. About 1425. 
being cloathed with Sackcloth, and girt about with an 
Iron Chain, he cry'd out in the Streets, That new Je- 
ruſalem was ſhortly ro come down, &c. Rev, 21. and 
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that with great Foy he ſaw the ſame m the Spirit, Th. 
Waldenſis the great Ami-VYickitvite, offended there=- 
at, proteſted it was a great ſcandal to the Church; 
Scroop lived very nigh 100 years, being accounted a 
Holy man. He was buried at Leftoffe, 1491.

Rich. Sibs, born nigh Sudbury, was Fellow in St: 


Fohns Colledge in Cambridge, afterwards Preacher to 
the Honourable Society of Grays-Inm, whence he was 


| chofen Maſter of St. Kath. Hall in Cambridge which 


he found in a low condition, but lefr repleniſhed with 
Scholars, beautified, and better endowed. He was 
moſt eminent for Chriſtian humility. Of all points of 


_ Divinity, he moſt preſſed that of Chriſts Incarnation 


or Humility, the true Original whence he copicd his 
own. Hedyed 1631. 

W. Alabaſter, born at Had'zy, was Fellow in Trin: 
Colledge in Cambridge ; a moſt rate Poet, witneſs his 
Tragedy of Roxana, ſo admireably Adted in that Col- 
Jedge, and ſo pathetically, that a Gentlewoman preſent 
thereat, at the hearing of the laſt words thereof, Se5 
guar, Sequar, ſo hideoully pronounced, fell diſtracted; 
and never after recovered her Senſes, He was Chap= 
lain to Robert Earl of Efſex in Calis Voyage, where he 
ſtaggered in his Religion, and afterwards turned Pa- 
piſt ; though he returned both to his Religion and 
Country, where he was made Preb. of St. Pauls; and 
Recor of Tharfeld in Hartford, He was an cxcellent 
Hebrician. He dycd 163.. | 

Samuel Ward, was born at Haveril, where his Fa- 
ther had beer a Famous Miniſter; according to his E- 
pitaph, 
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Qup fs quis ſeivit ſeitins 
Ant ft quis docuit dottins 
At rarus vixit ſantlins, 
Et nullus tonuit fortins. 


Grant ſome of knowledge greater ſtore,

Sam. was bred in Sidn. Colledge in Cambridge, and bez 
came-a grear Scholar, and excellent Preacher. Being 
Miniſter in Ipſwich, he gained the AﬀeCtions of the 
people; by the tender care he hadof them, yet he had 
his Foes as well as Friends, who complained of him 
to the High Com. where he met with ſome moleſtation. 
He had three Brethren, and it was ſaid, that theſe four 
put together would not'make up the abilities of their 
Father ; nor were they offended with this Hyperbole : 
One of them (lately dead) followed the Counſel of the

Sir Simon Eyre, born at Brandon, firſt an Upholſter, 
thin a Draper in London, whereof he was Lord Mayor 
1445, on his own coſt built Zeaden-Hal!, for a com- 
mon Garner of Corn to the City. He left 5000 Marks 
to charitable uſes. He dyed Sept. 18. an. 1459. and 
is burjed in the Church of St. Mary Woolnoth in Lum- 
bard-Street, London, | 

Th. Spring, the rich Clothier, was born (I believe) 
at Laveham. He built the Carved Chappel of Warn- 
ſcot, on the North {ide of the Chancel, as alſo the Chap- 
pel at the South ſide of 'the Church. He dyed 1510, 
and lyeth buried in his own Chappel.

W. Coppinger was born at Backs-hall, inthis County, 
where his Family flouriſheth in good efteem. He was 
bred a Fiſhmonger in London, whereof he became Lord 
Mayor 1512. He gave the half of his (great) Eſtate 
to pious uſes. Iam ſorry to ſee this Gentleman's an- ' 
cient Arms ſubſtra&ed (in point of honour) by the ad- 
dition of a ſuperfluous Bordure. 

Sir W. Cordal Knight, had a fair Eſtate in S. N. 
Long-Melford, and was well deſcended. He 
became a Barriſter, Speaker of the Parliament, and 
Privy Counſellour, and Maſter of the Rolls, to Queen 
Mary. He founded a fair Almſhouſe at e!foru, and 
Ee Ddd 3 left 
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left a large allowance ta the-poor, for Diet and Cloaths, 
He continued Maſter of the Rolls till the day of his 
death, 23,El:z. 

Sir Rel Hicham Knight, and Serjeant at Law, 
' born at or near Natorn, purchaſed the Mannor of Fram- 
lingham from the Earl of Suffolk, and entered into the 
ſame, after great and.many intervenins Obſtacles. He 
left a great part of his Eſtate to pious uſes, and prin- 
cipally to Pembrook- Hallin Camiridge. Hedyed alit- 
tle before the beginning of the Civil Wars. 


Aemorable Perſons. 


Fo. Cavendiſh Fiſq; born at Cavendiſh, was ſervant to 
Richard 2. when Wat Tyler played Rex in London, 
whom he, in aſſiſtance of Sir W. Walworth Lord Mayor 
. of London, diſpatched by giving two or three mortal 
wounds. The beginnivg of the buſtl:, was that Wat 
took it mightily it: dudgeon that Sir Fo. Newton did 
not make a mannerly approach to him, upon which 
the ſaid Lord arreſted Wat, and wounded him with 
his DaggF. Hence the Arms of London were avg- 
mented with a Dagger. King Richards diſcretion ap- 
peared very much in appcaſing the tumult, which hap- 
pened 1381. 

Sir Th. Cook Knight, 'and Sir W. Capel Knight , 
born, the firſt at Lavenham, the later at Stroke-Mey- 
land, were bred Drapers in London, and were Lord 
Mayors of the City. Sir Will. is reported, after a 
large entertainment for Ring Henry 7. to have burnt 
many Bonds, in which the King ſtood obliged to him, 
and at another time to have drank a diſſolved Pearl 
(which colt him many hundreds) in an Health to the 
King. Sir 7h, was in danger of his Life, for lending 
Money in the Reign of KR. Edw..4 Both dyed in Age, 
Honour and Riches, theſe tranſmitted to their Potte- 
rity 
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rity : The Cooks flouriſhing at Giddy-hall, and the Ca- 
pelsat Hadham in Hartford. Note Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Will. Cgpel, was Married to Sir W, Pawlet 
Marqueſs of V//incheſter and Mildred, deſcended from 
Sir Th. Cook, to VV. Cecil Lord Burleigh, both their 
Husbands being Lord Treaſurers of England. Sir Tho. 
lyeth buried in the Church of Auguſtine Friars in Lon- 
don ;, Sir VV. Capel in St. Bartholomews behind the Ex- 
change.

Q. Eliz. An. 18. Fo. Higham, Arm. (the anci- 
ent Sirname of the Lords Montaige in France) was de- 
ſcended from Sir Clem. a Potent Knight. 

20. Robert Fermin, a pious Man, and a great Bene- 
factor to Emanuel Colledge, and a potent man, was Fa- 
ther to Sir Th. (Privy Councellor and Lord Chamber- 
lain to King Charles 1.) Grandfather to Tho. and Hen, 
Eſq; the younger of theſe being Lord Chamberlain to 
our preſent Queen ary, and ſharing in her Majeſties 
ſufferings, was by King Charles II. made Baron and Earl 
of St. Albans. 

23. Nich. Bacon, Mil. was the fir 
England. 

36. Tho. Crofts, Arm. was Grandfather to ——— 
Crofts, who was created Baron Crofts, by R.-Cha. II, 

Sir Si:mond Dewes was Grandfather to Adrian, de- 
ſcended from the Lords of Keſſel in Gelderland, who 
came thence in the time of their Civil Wars, in the 
Reign of Henry 8. He was bred in Cambridge, and 
became a great Antiquary. He obſerved that the Or- 
dinances of the late long Parliament, did in Bulk and 
Number exceed all the Statutes made ſince the Con- 
queſt, He dyed about 1653.

ST9 hath Middleſex on the North, Kent on the. 


' Eaſt, Suſſex on the South, Hart and Bark:ſhire 
onthe Weſt. Iris (very near) a Square of 22 Miles, 
the Skirts whereof are fruitful, and the inward parts 
barren, though generaily the Air be clear, and the 
ways clean. Here is the moft and beſt Fullers Earth, 
dipged up near Ryoate. It is worth four pence a Bu- 
ſhel at the Pit, and the Tranſportation thereof is pro- 
hibited. The County likewiſe affords good Trouts 
and YYVall-nuts, and the beſt Box growing about Dark: 
zag. In this Shire there is the beſt Gardening for Pro- 
fir; King 7ames about the end of his Reign, gave 
2000 pounds to Sir Francs Crane, to build a Houſe at 
Abrelack, for ſetting up a ManufaQure of Tapeſtry, 
and one Francs Klein a German, was the deſigner 
thereof, and united the Jtalian and Dutch perfettions 
in that M y. This Klein afterwards ſetled in Lon- 
Hon, where he had a gratuity of 100 pounds per Ar. 
until the beginning of the late Civil Wars. The. chief 
Buildings are Richmond, built by King Henry 7. and 
moſt pleaſantly ſeated on the Thames ; Non-ſuch built 
by King Henry 8. anſwereth its Name for compleat 
Archite&ure, though excceded by Wimbleton in point 
of a neat Scituation. T his was built by Sir Th. Cecil 
in 88: Of Medicinal Waters, thoſe at Ebſham, (found 
ont 1618, in a dry ſeaſon, the Water being firſt ob- 
ferved in a Horſe or Neats-footing) run through ſome 
Veins of - Alume, and are abſterfive and ſanative, being 
outwardly and inwardly taken. The wonder in this 
County is, that there is a River (termed ole) at a 
LG FIT SH IN Tas ; place 
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place called the Swallow, that finketh into the Earth, 
and ſurgeth again, ſome two miles off nigh Letherbead, 
and 'tis ſaid, a Gooſe was put in, and came out again 
with Life z if ſo, there was a wonderfal preſervation 
of the Gooſe ! There is alſo a Vault nigh 'Rygare, ca- 
pable to receive 500 Men, which was anciently the 
Receptacle of ſome great perſon, a proper place it 
ſeems, for the exerciſe of Valour, (if the old ſayin 
in arenam deſcendere be capable of a litteral ſenſe) af 
fording the fineſt Sand, and having ſeveral Rooms

alleadged his untimely death, with that of another Son 
by the ſame Queen, as a puniſhment, for begetting 
them on the Body of his Brothers Wife. This Prince 
was buried in YV/eſtmin#ter. 

Henry of Oatlands, 4th, and youngeſt Son of King 
Charles 1. and Queen Mary was born at Oatlands, 1640. 
He was commonly called Duke of Gloceſter, though 
not ſolemnly Created. In the year 1654, almoſt as 
ſoon as his two Elder Brethren had removed themſelves 
into Flanders, he founda ſtrong pradice in ſome of the 


Queens 
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Qneens Court, to ſeduce him to the Court of Rome» 
whoſe temptations he reſiſted beyond his years, and 
thereupon was fent by them into Flanders, He had 'a 
great Apperite to Learning, and a quick Digeſtion, a- 
ble to take as much as his Tutors could teach him. He 
fluently could ſpeak many, underſtood more Modern 
Tongues. He was able to expreſs himſelf in matters 
of importance preſently, properly, ſolidly, to the Ad- 
miration of ſuch who trebled his Age Judicious his 
Curioſity to enquire into Navigation, and other Mathe- 
matical Myſteries. His Courteſie ſet a luſtre on all, 
and commanded mens Aﬀettions to love him. He dy- 
ed at YYVhitehall, Sept. 13. 1660. and was buried in 
the Chappel of King Henry 7. 


Confeſſors. 


Eleanor Cobham, Daughter to the Lord Cobham of 
Sterberongh Caſile in this County, was afterwards Mar- 
ricd to Humphrey Plantag. Duke of Gloceſter. She was 
perſecuted for being a YYzicklevite, and for other hai- 
nous crimes, under Hex. 6. an. 14. 


Prelates. 


Nich. of Fernham, (or de Flleceta) was born at 
Fernham, and bred a Phyſician in Oxford. After he 
had travelied, he became Phyſician to King Henry 3. 
by whom he was made Biſhop of Cheſter, afterwards 
of {Durham. Having written many Books, he dycd 
1257. 

z Valt. de Merton, was thrice Chancellor under K. 
Hen. 3. and Biſhop of Rocheſter. He founded Mer- 
tor-Coledge in Oxford, and dyed 1277. 

Th. Cranley, born (probably) at Cranley, was the 


firſt Warden of New.Colledge in Oxford, thence pre- 
ferred

in Church and State. = 


ferred Arch-Biſhop of Dublin in Ireland, where he 
was made Chancellor by King Henry 4. and Chief Ju- 
ice thereof by King Henry 5. He wrote a terſe Po- 
em to the King, of the Rebellious humour of the 1r;ſh. 
He was a great Scholar, Divine, and an excellent 
Preacher ; Tho. of Marleborough thus {blaſphemouſly) 
beſpeaks him, T hou art fairer then the Children of Men, 
full of Grace arethy Lips. He dyed at Faringaon, and 
lyeth buried in New-Colledge Chappel. 

Nich. Weſt, born at Putney, and bred in Cambridge, 
was in his youth a Rake! in grain, for ſomething croſ- 
fing him in the Kings-Colledge, he in revenge, ſecret- 
ly ſet the Maſters Lodgings on fire ; but naughty Boys 
ſometimes make good Men, He reformed himſelf, and 
in proceſs of time was transformed into a great Scho- 
lar and Stateſman, being preferred Biſhop of Ely, and 
employed in many Forreign Embaſſies. He rebuilt 
the Maſters Lodgings (part of which he had burnt) firm 
and fair from the ground. He lived in great State, 
and kept a bountiful houſe, dying 1533. 


Since the Reformation. 


Fo. Parkhurſt, born at Gilford, and bred in Oxford, 
was "Tutor, yea Mecenas to Jo. Fewel : He was Bene- 
ficed at Clere in Gloceſter-ſhire. He laid himſelf out 
'in the Works of Charity and Hoſpitality. He uſed to 
examine the pockets of ſuch Oxford Scholars as repair- 
ed to him, and alwayes recruited them with neceſſa- 
ries. Yet after the death of King Edward 6. he had 
not a houſe to hide himſelf in, flying beyond the Seas 
(in the Reign of Queen Mary) and being robbed be- 
fore his return of that little he had, by ſome Searchers 
appointed for that purpoſe. Being returned into Eng- 
land, he was by Queen Elizabeth made Biſhop of 
Norwich, 1560. His Epigrams declare his excellency 
in Poetry. He dyed 1574. Tho, 
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Tho. Ravs, born at Maulden, of worthy Parentage, 
was Dean of Chrifts Church in Oxford, of which Uni- 
verſity he was twice Vice-Chancellour. He was made 
Biſhop of Gloceſter, whence he was removed: to Lon- 
don, "where he dyed 1609. and lyeth buried in his 
Cathedral. : 

Rob. Abbot, D. D. born at Guilford, principal of 
Bal. Colledge, and Kings Profeſſor of Divinity in Ox- 
| ford, wasa man whom every liberal Employment Gid 
beſeem. He routed the Reaſons of Biſhop, the Ro- 
iſh Champion, - that he never could rally them again. 
His preferment to the Biſhoprick of Salisbury was 
late, and his continuance therein but ſhort, being hard- 
ly warmin his See, before cold in his Coffin. He was 
one of 5 Biſhops whom Saliſbury faw in 6 years; yet 
whilſt Biſhop, he ſaw his Brother George at the ſame 
time Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury. The delay of his 
Advancement is imputed to his Humility, to his Foes 
(who traduced him for a Puritan) and to his Friends, 
who were loath to adorn the Church with the ſpoil of 
the Univerſity, and marr a Profeſſor to make a Bi- 
ſhop. 

6 eorge Abbot born at Guilford, (one of that happy 
Ternion of Brothers, whereof two eminent Prelates, 
the third Lord Mayor of London) was bred in Qxford. 
A pious Man, and excellent Preacher, as his LeQures 
on Jonah do declare. He was mounted from a Lecu- 
rer to a Dignitary, and was never incumbent on any 
Living with Cure of Souls, nor acquainted with the trou- 
ble of taking Tithes ; which is affigned by ſome as 
the cauſe of his ſeverity to Miniſters when brought 
before him. Being Chaplain to the Earl of Dunbar, 
then O-n-prevalent with King TFames, he was unex- 
pededly preferred Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, Two 
things are charged on his Memory, fir.t, that he re- 
ſpedcd his Secretary above his Chaplains, OP 
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that he connived at the ſpreading of Non-Conformity. 


. He was much humbled with a caſual homicide of a 


Keeper of the Lord Zouch's in Bramzel-Park, though 
he was ſoon aſter ſolemnly acquitted from any irregula- 
rity therein, In the Reign of King Charles I. he was 
Sequeſtred, ſay ſome, on the old account of that Ho- 
micide, though others ſay, for refuſing to Licence a 
Sermon of Dr. Sibthorps. Probably his former ob- 
noxiouſneſs for that caſualty was renewed on the occa- 
ſion of ſuch refuſal, He dyed 163 3, having Eredted 
a large Hoſpital with liberal maintenance at Guilford. 

Rich. Corbet, D. D. born at Ewel, became Dean 
of Chriſts Church, then Biſhop of Oxford ; an bigh 
Wit, and moſt excellent Poet, and of a courteous Car- 
riage. He was afterwards advanced Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, where he dyed 1635.

Tho. Cromwel, born at Putney : Of whom at large 
in my Church Hiſt. | Arp th 
William Howard, Son to Thomas Duke of Hownrd, 
was by Queen Mary created Baron of Effingham, and 
made Lord Admiral of England. He was one of the 
firſt Favourers and Furtherers of the diſcovery of Ruſ- 


' ſia. Hedied 154.. Whoſe Son 


Ch. Howard ſucceeded his Father in the Admiralty, 
an hearty Gentleman, and cordial to his Soveraign, of 
a moſt proper perſon, one reaſon why Q. Elizabeth 
reflefred ſo much upon him. The firſt Evidence he 


. gaveof his Proweſs was, when the Emperours Siſter 
| the Spouſe of Spain, with a Fleet of 130 Sails, paſſed 


the narrow Seas, his Lordſhip accompanied with 10 
Ships only euvironed their Fl:et, and enforced them to 
foop gallant, and ſtrike Sail, In $83. at the firſt News 
of the Spaniards approach, he towed at a Cable with 
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his own hands, to draw out the Harbour bound Ships 
into the Sea. He was Commander of the Sea Forces; 
at the taking of Cadiz, and for his good Service there, 
he was made Earl of Nottingham. Having been a 
Gueſt at the Conſecration of Matthew Parker at Lam- 
beth, many years after, he confuted thoſe Lies which 
the Papiſts tell of the Nags. Head in. Cheapſide. He 
reſigned his Admiralty in the Reign of Kins Fames to 
the Duke of Buckingham, and dyed about the end of 
that Kings Reign, 


Seamen. 


Sir Robert Dudley, Son to Robert Earl of Leiceſter, 
was born at Shene, became a moſt compleat Gentle- 
man, and endeavoured in the Reign of King- Zames, 
to prove his legitimacy (his Mother being Douglas She- 
feldand meeting with much oppoſition from tne Court; 
in diſtaſte left the Land, and went over into /taly, where 
he became a Favourite to the Duke of Florence, who 
uſed his direfions in all his Buildings. Legorn was 
much beholding to kim for its fairneſs and firmneſs, as 
chief Contriver of both. Upon his refuſal to come 
home into England, all his Lands there were fiezed on 
by the King. Theſe his loſſes doubled the Dukes love 
to him, as being a much meriting Perſon, an excellent 
Mathematician, Phyſician and Navigator. In Queen 
' Elizabeths dayes he had ſail'd wich three ſma!] Ships to 
the Iſle of Trinidad, in which Voyage he ſunk and 
took nine Spaniſh Ships, whereof one an Armada of 
600 Tun. Ferd. 2. Emperour of Germany, confer- 
red on him and his Heirs the Title of a Duke of the 
Sacred Empire,

W. Ockham, born in Ockham, was bred under 7.

' H. Hammond, D. D. born at Chertſey, was Fellow 
of Magdalen-Colledge in Oxford, till preierred Canon of 
Chriſts Church, and Orator of the Univerſity, He may 
be called an Angelical Dottor, for his Countenance, 
Sandtity,; Meckneſs, Charity, (this demonſtrated by 
his keeping many a poor Royaliſt from famithing, be- 
Kowing yearly (as was believed) 200 pounds for their 
relief,) and his Knowledge, being general in Antiqui- 
ty, Controverſic, &c. His excellent Controverſial 
Treatiſes, Comments, and Pradtical Catechiſm, do a- 
bundantly declare the accompliſhments of his Mind, 
and the ſtability of his great Soul. He dyed .of the 
Stone, at Weſt wood in Worceſterſhire.

Sir Fo. his Son, was one of the 
Aſſiftance to 25 Peers, appointed to ſee the Liberties 
of Magna Charta performed ; whoſe Son Richard was 
a principal Baron, (of whoſe houſe Hubert de Aveſty 
held fome Lands) whoſe Granchild Sir. Fordan was ta- 
ken Priſoner at the Battle of Emeſham, in the Reign of 
Henry 3. for ſiding with the Barons againſt him, whoſe 
Son Andrew (the Kings -Ward) was impriſoned in Do- 
ver, /an. 3. Eaw. 1. and afterwards, by the Kings 
command Married Ermyntide, a Lady of the Houthold 
of Queen Eleanor, whereby he regained a great part of 
his Inheritance, which had . been formerly forfeited ;

He built the fair houſe at 
Beadington in this County, which by the advantage of 
the water isa Paradiſe of Pleaſure. *'Tis ſaid K. Hen.8, 
being then at Bowls, gave this Knight opprobrious 
Language, betwixt jeſt and earneſt, to whom the 0- 
ther returned a ſtout Anſwer, that was inconſiſtent with 
his Allegiance, which coſt him his Life. The laſt of 
this Sirname adopted a Throgmorten, on condition to 
aunie the Name and Arms of Carew, Fromhimis Li- 
neally deſcended Sir ich. Carew Knight, who I confi- 
dently hope, will continue and encreaſe the Honour of 
his ancient Family.

reign : Afterwards going beyond the Seas, he was hap- 
pily inſtrumental in advancing the Peace betwixt Spazz: 
and Holland, and ſince the Reſtauration of K. Charles I. 
he was made Captain of his Majeſties Guard.

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Ufeex hath Surrey on the North, Kent on the Eaft, 
dg the Sea on the South, and Hamfhire on the Welt. 
It extendeth along the Sea 69 miles in length, though 
not exceeding 20 in breadth. A fruitful County, though 
very dirty for Travellers. All the Rivers in this Coun- 
ty have their Fountains and Falls therein. It is ſuffici- 
ent Evidence of the plenty of this County, that the 


| Toll of the Wheat, Corn and Mair, £rowing or made 


about, and fold in the City of Chicheſter, doth amount 
vearly at a half-penny a Quarter, to 60 pounds.and 
upwards. Of Commodities, 770 is plentiful iu this 
County. It is to be hoped that for the preſervation of 
Woods, a way may be found'out to Chark Sea-coal in 
ſich manuer as to render it wſcful for the making of 
Tron, Then Talk, produced in great abundance in this 
County, is an excellent white Waſh, and a great aftrin- 
gent. There isa Bird called 11 heat-Ears (ſo named, 
becauſe fatteſt. when Wheat is ripe) which is peculiar 
to this County ; a fine Bird, though in ſeaſon only in 
the heat of Summer. A certain Gentleman concluded 
a great Lord, a man of very weak parts, becauſe once 
he ſaw him at a Feaſt, feed on Chickens, when there 
were Wheat-Ears on the Table. This County abound- 
eth with more Carpes, thzn any other in Expland, and 
is eminent for an Arundel Aullet, a Chicheſter Lobſter, 
a Shelſey Cockle, and an Amerly Trout. The Manu- 
fattures are great Guns, made of the Iron in this Coun- 
ty. A Monk in Mentz (ſome 300 years ſince) is ge- 
nerally repated the firſt Founder of them, when about 
the ſametime a Souldier found out Printins, Fo. Oaven, 
Eec 3 was 
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was the firſt Engliſhman who in England caſt Braſs 
Ordnance, an. 1535, Peter Baud a Frenchman, an. 1. 
Edw. 6. was the firſt who in England caft Iron Ord- 
nance. Tho. Fohnſon ſervant to Peter, improved his 
Maſters Art. He dyed about 1600. There is alſo 
plenty of Glaſs made in this County, and the Work- 
men thereof are much encreaſed fince 1557. A certain 
Lord living near Cambridge, (upon his Petition) got 
from Queen Elizabeth, a grant of all the Plate in that 
Univerſity, upon condition to find Glaſſes for the Scho- 
lars, the performance of which condition at firſt, and 
at-all times after, upon the caſual or wilful breaking 
of the Glaſſes, would have been'the moſt effettuakway 
of ruining the Lord abſolutely and infallibly. The firſt 
making of Yenice Glafſes in England, began at the Cro- 
chet Friersin London, about the beginning of the Reign 
of Queen El:zabeth, by one Facob YVenaline an Italian, 
As for the Buildings in this County, Chicheſter Cathe- 
dral is a fine Fabrick built (after it had been twice 
barnt)) by Biſhop Seffride 2. an. 1198, The Country 
Folk ſay, the Maſter Workman built Sariſbury, and his 
Man the Church of Chicheſter, but this is a miſtake, 
ſince Seffride lived under King Fohn, . and Biſhop Poor 
whofounded Sarzſbxry, lived much later under Hey. 3: 
This Church was Beautified by Biſhop Sherborn, in the 
Reignof Henry 7. Lately a great part thereof hath fal- 
lento the ground. Arundel Caſtle is of great eſteem, 
the rather becauſe a Local Earldome is cemented to the 
Walls thereof. Some will have it named from Arun- 
del, the Horſe of Beavoss the great Champion, though 
this Caſtle was ſo called long before that imaginar 

Horſe was Foaled, (that is long before the Conqueſt 

from the River Arund, running hard by it. Petworth, 
the Houſe of the Earls of Northumberland, is moſt fa- 
mous for a ſtately Stable, which affordeth ſtanding in 
State for 60 Horſes,- with all neceſſary accommodations.

Peckham, born of obſcure Parents, bred in Ox- 
ford, and beyond the Seas, became Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbury, by the Popes favour, for which he after- 
wards paid 4050 Marks. He neither feared the Layty, 
nor flattered the Clergy ; and was a great puniſher of 
Pluralifts. He tranſinitted the Canons place at Lyons 
(which he held for life) to his Succefſors, who held 
the ſame in Commendam ſome hundred years after. He 
built and endowed a Colledge at Wingham, yet left a 
great Eſtate to his Kiudred, whoſe deſcendants are poſ- 
ſefſed of the ſame at this day, in this and the next 
County, Hedyed 1294. | 

Robert Winchelſey, bred in Mertan-Colledge in Oxford 
where (after having travelled) he proceeded D. D. 
and became Chancellour of the Univerſity ; ſucceſſively 
Can. of Pauls, Arch-Deacon of Eſſex, and Arch-Bi- 
ſhop of Canterbury. He went to Rome, and obtained 
his Pall of Pop2 Ce/eſtine, refuſing a Cardinals Cap of- 
fered unto him. Afrer his return, confiding in the Ca- 
non of the Conncel of Lions, which forbad the Clergy 
ro pay Taxes to Princes, without conſent of the Pope, 
he created much moleſtation to himſelf, King Edw. r. 
uſing him fir!t very harſhly, till at laſt he overcame all 
with his Patience : A worthy Prelate, cxcellent Preach- 
cr. Being Learned himſelf, he loved and preferred 
Learned Men, Prodigious his Hoſpitality, being re- 
ported, that Sundays and Fridays he fed no fewer then 
4000 Men, when Corn was cheap, and 5000 when it 
' was dear. Afﬀeer his death, (1313) poor men uſed to 
repir to his Tomb, and preſent their Petitions to 
him. | ?

In Par- 
liament he was the Churches Champion for preſervati- 
on of her Revenues. He was the firſt who perſecuted 
the Wicklevites with Fire and Faggot.

Tho. Sackvil, Son and Heir to Sir Richard (Chan- 
cellour, Sub- Treaſurer of the Exchequer, and Privy- 
Councellour to Queen Elizabeth ) by Winifred his 
Wife, Daughter to Sir Jo. Bruges, was bred in Ox- 
ford, where he became an excellent Poet, leaving 
both Latine and Engliſh Poems of his Compoſing to 
Poſterity. Then he became Barriſter, and afterwards 
in his Travels, was for ſome time Priſoner at Rome, 
whence returning to the poſſeſſion of a fair Eftate, he 
waſted the greateſt part thereof, and afterwards being 
made (as is reported) to dance attendance on an Alder- 
man of London, who had gained great penny-worths 
by his former purchaſes of him, he was ſenſible of the 
incivility, and reſolving to be no more beholding to 
Vealthy Pride, he turned a thrifty improver of the 
Remainder of his Eſtate. Others affirm that Queen

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Elizabeth (kis Colm Germ. once removed) diverted 


the torrent of his profuſion by her frequent admoniti- 
ons ;_ after which ſhe made him Baron of Buckburſt in 
this County, ar.

Turning there- 
fore his courſe to America, he took, and kept the Ci- 
ty of St, Zago, twodayes and nights, with 280 Men 
(wherein 80 were wounded in the ſervice) againſt 
3000 Portugals, Hence he made for the Ifle of Fuego, 
in the midſt whereof was a Mountain «£rn4-like always 
burning, and the Wind Gid drive ſuch a ſhower of 
Aſhes upon them, that one might have wrote his name 
with his Finger, on the upper Deck. Whenece paſſing 
by:the Iſland of Margarita, he took St. Martha, the 
Chief Town of Famaica ; Aﬀter much diftreſs and de- 
ſertion, (by the other Ships) he returned into En9laud, 
Whoſe youngeſt Brother, 

Sir Robert Shirley, was entred by his Brother Ah, 
in the Perſian Court, Here he perform:d ſo great ſer- 
vice againſt the Turks, that it drew tae envy cf the 
Perſian Lords, and love of the Ladies, among wiom

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one (reputed a Kinſwoman to the great Sophy.) was af- 
terwards Married unto him, and came over with him 
into England. He much aftedted to appear in the Per- 
ſian habit. Atlaſt, having (as 'tis ſaid) given the Per- 
fian Ambaſſadour a box on the car, upon ſome conteſt 
betwixt them, they were ſent both together into Perſoa, 
to impeach one another, Dr. Gough being joyned in

He :was 
bred in Hart-hall in Oxford, then in_ the Inner Temple 
in London; where he attained great skill in the .Law, 
and all Antiquity. He traced all the dimenſions of Arts 
and Languages, as appear by the many and various 
Works which he hath written, whereof Lay-Gentle- 
men prefer his Titles of Honour, Lawyers his Mare 
Clanſum, Antiquaries his Spicilegium ad Eadmerum, 
Clergy-men like beſt his Book de Dizs Syris, and worſt 
his Hiſtory of Tithes ; For which Book, having been 
called to an account before the High Commiſſion, ?tis 
ſaid that afterwards he was no Friend to Biſhops, ne- 
ver affetting the Men, nor cordially approving their 
Calling. But it is certain Mr. Selder did in a Letter 
to Arch-Biſhop Laud, expreſs his unfeigned contrition 
for ſetting forth of the ſaid Book of Tithes.

Fohn, Henry and Thomas Palmer, were Sons to Ed- 
ward Palmer Eſquire, of Angmarine, by his Wife, 
Daughter to one Ulement of Wales, who for his effettu- 
al aſliſting of King Henry 7. from his Landing at 24l- 
ford Haven, untill the Battle of Boſworth, was brought 
by him into England, and rewarded with good Lands 
in this and. the next County. It happened that their 
Mother, being a full fourthnight ;»c/uſrvely in Labour, 
was on Whitſunday delivered of John her eldeſt Son, 
on the Sunday following, of Henry her ſecond Son, and 
the Sunaay next after, of Thomas her third Son. Theſe 
three were Knighted for their Valour by King Henry 8. 
They have a Worſhipful and numerous Poſterity in 
Suſſex and Kent, amongſt whom, Sir Roger Palmer, 
Aged 80 years, lately deceaſed, and Cofferer to the 
late King, averred the Truth of the aforcfaid Rela- 
tion. 

Leonard Maſcal, of Plumſted, was the firſt who 
brought over into England, from beyond the Seas, 
Carps and Pipptns, about an. 5. Henry 8. 1514. 

' W. Withers, being a Child of about 11 years of 
Age, an. 1581. layin a Trance 10 dayes, without 
any ſuſtenance, and at laſt, coming to himſelf, uttered 
to the ſtanders by, many ſtrange Speeches, inveighing 
againſt Pride, Covetouſneſs, and other outragious 
ſins.

. 7 Arwick-ſhire hath Leiceſter and Northampton- 

V ſtire on the Eaſt, Oxford and G loceſter-ſhire 

on the South, Worceſter on the Weſt, and Stafford- 
ſhire on the North thereof, It extends 3 3 Miles from 
North to South, and 26 from Eaſt to Weſt. This 
County is the Heart, but not the Gore of England ; 
T he Woodland thereof may want what the 

* Speed of this Fieldonaffords; As for the pleaſure there- 
County. of, an * Author ſaith, that from Edge 
hill one may behold it as the Garden of 

Eden. The Sheep here are very large, cſpecially about 
Warm- Leighton. There is a plentiful growth of Ajhes 
in the Woodland of this County, and much Coal digged 
up at Bedworth, As for Buildings, Coventry ſheweth 
two fair Churches, yet ſuch their vicinity that the Arch- 
Angel eclipſeth the Trinity. Then St. Maries in War- 
wick, a beautiful Structure, owes its [fe to the Monu- 
ments of the dead therein, moſt being Earls of War- 
wick. So numerous is the Church with its Appendan- 
ces, that the Miniſter can accommodate one Clergy- 
man of all dignities and degrecs, to repoſe them in ſe- 
veral Chappels and Veſtrics by themſelves. Kenel- 
worth had the ſtrength of a Caſtle, and beauty of a 
Princes Court ; a vait, and withal a coinely Structure, 
the Porch being proportionab!* to the reſt of the Fa- 
brick It was demoliſhed finc:. the end of the Wars. 
The Caſtle of Warwick overiocketh the Town, being 
pleaſantly Scituated on a riling Hill, affording a very 


fine Proſpect, moltly of the Lands of the preſent 
Owner Robert Lord Brook, Tic Croſs of Coventry (all 
for 
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for Ornament, nothing for Superſtition) was begun: 
1541, 4n. 33. and finithed 1544, 36 Henry 8. atthe' 
fole coſt of Sir William Hollis Lord Mayor of London, 
great Grand-father to the Right Honourable the Earl 
of Clare. The wonders of this County are, that at 
Lemington, within two Miles of Warwick, there iflue 
out (within a ſtride) of the Womb of the Earth, two 
Springs, the one ſalt, and the other freſh. On Fri- 
day, April 17, 1607. there happened in Coventry ſuch 
an inundation,. (no conſiderable Rain preceding) that 
continued for the ſpace of three hours, wherein it over- 
flowed more then 250 dwelling houſes, to the great 
dammage of the Inhabitants; vanifhing away as quick- 
ly as it did riſe ; and note, the City has no River near 
it, ſave a ſmall Brook, over which generally one may 
make a Bridge with a ſtride. As for Medicinal Was 
ters, there is at Vewenham a Spring, the water where- 
of drunk with Sale looſneth, with Szgar bindeth the 
Body. It is ſovereign againſt Ulcers and Impoſthumes,

By this is meant 
Guy Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, a grim perſon, and 
ſarly of Reſolution, who in ſpite of all oppoſition, cau- 
ſed the death of Pierce G aveſton, that Minion of Ed- 
ward 2. at. a Hill within two Miles of Warwick. Ar- 
den is a Forreſt, anciently occupying allthe Wood-land: 
part of this County. *Tis applyed to ſach who (withs, 
out any other Authority then that of their Countenance 
or Diſpoſition) ſtrike rerrour into others. Il. As bol4 
as Beauchamp. Though there was a ſerics of ſucceſ- 
five undauntedneſs in the Noble Family of the. Earls of 
Warwick, yet conceive that Thomas firſt. of that. name: 

Frf 3 gave 
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gave the chicf occaſion to this Proverb; He being ar- 
rived with King Edward 3. at Hogges in Normandy, 
1346. was the firit man who landed, and being follow- 
ed by one Eſquire, and fix Archers, is reported to 
have fought againſt a 100 Armed men, and in hoſtile 
manner to have overthrown every one who withſtood 
him:: having at one ſbock ſlain 60 Normans, and re- 
moved all reſiſtance, fo that the Kings whole Army 
landed in ſafety. The Heirs Male of this name, are 
long ſince extindt, though ſome deriving themſelves 
from the Heirs general, are extant at this day. ll. 
The Bear wants a T ail, and cannot be a Lion. This 
abated the jealouſie the Dutch had of Robert Earl of 
Leiceſter (deſcended from the ancient Earls of Wary- 
wick.) Governour of the Low-Countries, being ſuf- 
pedted' to hatch a deſign of making himſelf Sovereign 
Commander over the Low-Countries, whilſt he diftu- 
fed:his own Coat of the green Lion, with two Tails, 
and fign'd all inftruments with the Creſt of the Bear 
and Ragged Staff, Then it was that this Proverb was 
written under his Creſt, ſet upin publick places,

Anne Nevil, Daughter and coheir to Richard Ne- 
*3l Earl of Warwick, was (probably) born in War- 
wick 
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wick Caſtle ; She was Married to Edward Prince of 
Wales, (fole-Son to Henry 6.) afterwards murdered by 
Richard Duke of Gloceſter, who took to Wife the 
ſame Arne; She died for grief, 1464, though others 
ſaſpe& a Grain was given her, for the greater diſpatch 
to another World. | 

Edward Plantag. Son to George Duke of Clarence, 
was the laft Male Heir of the Royal Family. His 
Mother was Iſabella, eldeſt Daughter to Richard Ne- 
vil, Earl of Warwick, and he was born in Warwick- 
Caſtle. Being kept cloſe Priſoner by Edward 4. Rich- 
ard 3. and Henry 9. he was rendred weak in his In- 
telle&tuals, Upon the propoſal of Marriage for Prince 
Arthur, with Katharine Daughter of Ferdinand King 
of Spain, this Edward was taken out of the way, to 
the end all Titles might be cleared. The Lady Ka- 
tharine Dowager was wont to acknowledge the death 
of her two Sons, an ill ſucceſs of her match, as Hea- 
vens judgment on her Family, for the murdering of 
this Earl, which happened 1499. 


Saints. 


St. Wolſtan, born in Long Fetington, was Biſhop of 
VVorceſter;, a man of great Candour, and an oppoſer 
' of the French fickleneſs, and the Jralian pride, for 
which he was hated by YY/illiam the Conqueror, and 
Lanfrak Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and by them com- 
manded to reſign his Epiſcopalibus , Upon this the Ho- 
neſt Biſhop repaircd to the Monument of Edward the 
Confeſſor, and there offered up his Epiſcopal Habili- 
ments. Theſe (ſaid he) from you I received, and to 
you I reſin them. This his plain dealing not only re- 
covered his Bifhoprick, but alſo purchaſed to him the 
reputation of a Saint. He was active in promoting 
VVillam Rufws . to the Kingdom, in prejudice of his 
eldeſt Brother Robert.

Fohn Stratford, Son of Robert and Iſabel, was born 
at Stratford, and preferred by the Pope Biſhop of 
VVincheſter, whereupon falling into the diſpleaſure of 
Richard 2. for a time, he took It in ſo ill part, that he 
forſook that King whillt in his extremity. This coſt 
him the diſpleaſure of Queen Mother, and Edward 3. 
till at laſt converted by his Conſtancy, they turned their 
frowns into ſmiles upon him. \Vhen Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury, he furniſhed the King with great ſums at 
his firſt ſecting forth for France, but when the King 
afterwards ſent for another ſupply, initead of Coyn, 
the Biſhop ſent him Counſcl, whereat the King return- 
ing into England, was ſo highly offended, that the Bi- 
ſhop was fain to paſs his publick Purgation in Parlia- 
ment, by which he was reſtored to the Reputation of 
his innocence. He built, and bountifully endowed a 
beautiful Colledge in Srrarford. He dyed 1348, ha- 
ving been a Manof great Charity, Meekneſs and. Mo- 
deration ; Whoſe Kinſinan | 

" Ralph Stratford, was born in Stratford, where he 
buiit a Chappel to the Honour of St. Thomas. He 
was firſt Canon of St. Pawls, and afterwards Biſhop of. 
London, 1539, about which time, there being a moſt 
grievous Peſtilence in London, this Biſhop bought a 
piece of ground nigh Smithfield for the burial of the 
dead, and named the ſame No-mans-land. He dyed 
1355, Whoſe Brother, $41 | 
Robert Stratford, was in the Reign of Edward 3. 
made Biſhop of Chicheſter, being thezn Chancellour of 
Oxford , and of all England. He compremiſed a 
bloody conteſt and difference, that aroſe about that 
time betwixt the South ang North parts of that Uni- 
verſity. . He with his Brother Afch-Biſhop, being ac- 
Ee WS . cuſcd 
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cufed for favouring the French, were afterwards freed

Tokn Veſty, alias Harman, Dr. of Law, was born 
at Sitron Colefield, bred in Oxford, was a vivacious per- 
fon. He was appointed to celebrate Divine Service 
at Srtton aforeſaid, an. 20. Henry 6. was Vicar of St. 
Michaels Charch in Coventry, 23 Henry 7. Dean of 
the Royal Chappel, Tutor to the Lady Mary, and 
Preſident of YYales, under Henry 8. and being ad- 
vanced to be Biſhop of Exeter, ay. 11. of that King ; 
which Biſhoprick he ſo deſtroyed, that Biſhop Hall his 
Succeſſor complainerh, that the following Biſhops were 
Barons, but Bare-ones indeed; Some affirm the word 
Feizg (that is in the YVeſt, todrive away with a Wit- 
neſs) had its original from his profligating of the Lands 
of his Biſhoprick. He robbed his own Cathedral co 
pay a Pariſh Church, { Smttor in this County) whereon 
he beſtowed many Benefa&tions, and built 51 houſes. 
He intended alſo (but in vain) to fix the Cloth Manu- 
factort of Devonſhire, in the aforeſaid Town. He 
quitted his Biſhoprick, (not worth the keeping) in the 
Reign of Edward 6. He dycd being 103 years old, 
in the Reign of Queen Mary, and was buried in Sutton, 

with his Statue Mitred and Veſtred.

Bird, born in Coventry, and bred a Carmelite 
at Oxford, was the Provincial of his Order. For his 
ſmart Sermon againſt the Primacy of the Pope, preach- 
ed before Henry 8. he was preferred Biſhop of Pan- 
gor in VVales, thenof Cheſter in England.

Stateſmen. 


Sir Nich. Throckmorton, Knight, fourth Son of Sir 
George of Gonghton, was bred beyond the Seas. Un- 
der Queen Mary, he was Arraigned for Treaſon 
(complyance with /Y/yar) and hardly eſcaped. Queen 
Elizabeth employed him her Lieger in France and Scot- 
land, He was of the oppoſite party: to'Burleigh Lord 
Treaſurer. He was Chamberlain of the Exchequer, 
and chief Butler of England, which offices yielded him 
no confiderable profit. He dyed at Supper, with eat- 
ing of Salades, not without ſuſpicion of poyſon, the 
rather, becauſe happening in the Houſe of no mean 
Artiſt in that Faculty, Robert Earl of Leiceſter. He 
dyed 1570, and Ilyeth buried in St, Katharine Cree- 
Church in London. 

Edward Conway Knight, was Son to Sir Fo. Knight, 
Lord and Owner of Ragleigh in this County, who was 
made by Robert Earl of Leiceſter (Governour of the 
Engliſh Auxiliaries in the United Provinces) Gover- 
nour of Ofend, being a man of great skill in Military 
affairs. His Son ſucceeding to his Fathers Wiſdom and 
Valour, was by King 7Fames made Principal Secretary 
of State, and by him created Lord Gynway of Raglezgh 
in this County, and afterwards by King Charles 1. 
Viſe. Killaltaghin the County of Autrim ; Laſtly, an. 
30. Car. I. Viſc. Conway of Conway in Carnarvan ſhire. 
He-dyecd 1630. 

Fo. Digby, Baron of Sherborn, and Earl of Briftol, 
was employed by King James in ſeveral Embaſſies to 
Forreign Princes. But his managing the 2arcbleſs 
Match with - Spain, was his Maſter-piece. Aﬀter the 
great Conteſt betwixt him and the Duke of + 
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Pot he fell into the Kings diſpleaſure, during which 
e was very popular with moſt of the Nation. And 
the King was afterwards graciouſly pleaſed to reflect 
upon him, at the. beginning of the Long Parliament, 
as one beſt avie to give him the ſafeſt Counſel in: thoſe 
dangerous times ;, but how he incenſed the Parliament 
ſo far as to be excepted Pardon, I know not. After 
the ſurrender of Exeter, he went over into France, 
where he met with that due reſpect in Forreign, which 
he miſſed in his Native Country. He was a Cordial 
Champion of the Church of England, He dyed in 
France, 1650. |

Writers 


Walter of Coventry, (where he was a Benedictine) 
was a Mar (as bale affirms) worthy of immortal. Me- 
mory, and excelled in two Effential Qualities of an Hi- 
ſtorian, Faith and Method, being only guilty of cours 
neſs of Style. From the beginning of the Brizons, he 
wrote a Chron. to his own time. He flouriſhed 1217. 

Vincent of Coventry, born in Warwick, was a Fran- 
ciſcan in Cambridge. He was the firſt of his Order, 
who applyed himſelf to Academical Studies, and be- 
came publick Profeſſor in Cambridge. He ſet a Copy 
to the Carmclites, left ſome Books to Poſterity, and 
dycd 1250. \ 

7o. of Killingworth, was bred in Oxford, an excel- 
ſent Philoſopher, Altronomer and Phyſician. He was 
Father and Founder to all the Aſtronomers in that Ape, 
being a Star of the fir} Magnitude among(t thoſe of

W. Perkins, born at Marſton, bred Fellow of Chriſts-

Tho. Drax, D. D. born at Stonely, and bred in 
Chriſts-Colledge in\ Cambridge, was a pious Man, and 
an excellent Preacher. He Tranſlated all the Works 
of Mr. Perkins into Latine. He was beneficed nigh 
Harwich in Eſſex, and dyed 1616. The Family of 
the Drax flouriſhed a long time at Wood-hall in York- 
ſrire, and after various Changes, hath recovered and 
encreaſed its former luſtre in Sir Fames Drax, who 
hath mdrited much of the Engliſh Nation, in bringing 
the Sugars, and other © Commodities of the Barbadoes 
to their perfection. 

William Shakeſpeare, born at Stratfora, was in ſome 
ſort a Compound of three eminent Poets, viz. /ar- 
tial, Ovid, and Plamns the Comedian ; The two firſt 
were Charadtered in a Verſe made by Queen El:z a- 
beth, coming into a Grammar School ; Perſius a Crab- 
ftaff, Bawdy Martial, Ovid a fine YYag. Though the 
Genims of this our Poet was jxcular, he cculd be fo- 
lemn and ſerious, when occaſion required, as ap_—_ 
by his Tragedirs, ſo that He aclirm himſelf might af- 

ford 
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ford to ſmile at his Comedies, and .Democritm ſcarce 
forbear to ſigh at his Tragedies. His Learning being 
very little, Nature ſeems to have pradtiſed her beſt 
Rules in his produdion. Many were the witty Com- 
bates betwixt him and Benjamin Fohnfon, who (like 
a Spaniſh Gallion) was built far higher in Learning ; 
folid, but ſlow in his performances ; whilt Shakeſpeare 
(like an Engliſh Man of War, leſs in bulk, but lighter 
in Sailing ) could turn with all Tides, tack about, and 
take advantage of all Winds, by the quickneſs of his 
wit and invention. He dyed 16.,. and was buried at 
Stratford. 

Michael Drayton, born at Athelſton, was 'a pious 
Poet, a Temperate man, and a good natured Compa- 
nion. He changed his Laurel for a Crown of Glory, 
1631. and was buried in Weſtminſter- Abbey, 

Sir Fulke Grevil Knight, Son to Sir Fulke Senior of 
Becham Court, was bred in Cambridge. He came to 
Court back'd with afair Eſtate, in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. He wasa good Scholar, and a great Friend 
to Learned Men, Biſhop Overal chiefly owed his pre- 
ferment to him, and Mr. Cambden taſted largely of 
his Liberality. His Studies were moſt in Poetry and 
Hiſtory, as his works do witneſs. King Tames crea- 
ted him Baron Brook of Beanchamp-Court, as deſcend- 
ed from the ſole Daughter and Heir of Edward VVil- 
loughby the laſt Lord Brook, He was murdered 16.. 
by a diſcontented ſervant, who conceiving himſelf not 
ſoon or well enough rewarded, firſt wounded his Ma- 
ſter mortally, andafterwards diſpatched himſelf. He 
lyecth buried in Warwick Church, under a fair Mony- 
ment, whercon he is ſtyled Servant to Queen Elizabeth, 
Conncellour to King Fames, and Friend to Sir Philip 
S:dney, dying unmarried, his Barony deſcended on his 
Kinſman, Robert Grevil Lord Brook, Father to the Right 
Honourable Robert Lord Brook. - 
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Wich. Byfield, bred in Queens Colledge in Oxfard, 
entring into the Miniſtery, was invited into J1reland; 
But being wind-bound at Cheſter, and having preached 
there, with great ——_ he was choſen Minifter 
in the City, being afterwards informed that his going 
over to Ireland, would have beenlabour in vain. He 
maintained the ftri& obſervation of the Lords day a- 
oainſt Mr. Breerwood. He was afterwards Miniſter of 
Iſleworth in Middleſex, where he Preached for 15 
years together, twice every Lords day, and expound- 
ed Scripture every Wedneſday and Fryday. He dyed 
of the Stone (in his Bladder) which being taken out 
after his death, was weighed and meaſured, being 33 
ounces and more, in length 13 inches and above, in 
meaſure about the breadth, almoſt 13 inches 3 and a- 
bout the edge 15 and ;. Being of ſolid ſubſtance, 
(to look upon) like Flint. He was buried at 1/e- 
worth. 

Philemon Holland, bred in Trimty-Colledge in Cans- 
bridge, a Door in Phyſick, and fixed himſelf in Co- 
ventry. He was the Tranſlator General of his Age, of 
whom one ſaith, 


Holland with his Tranſlations doth ſo fill us, 
He will not let Suetonius be T ranquillus.

William Biſhop, Son (probably) to Fohz a Proteſtant 
and Patron of Brazls in this County, went firſt to Rhemes, 
then to Rozre, whence being ſent back into England, 
he was ſiezed on, and committed by Secretary Walſmng- 
ham to the Marſhaiſey. After 3 years, being baniſh- 
ed the Land, he became a Doctor of Sorbon, Afterwards 
he returned-into England, and for nine years Jaboured 
in the Popiſh Harveſt ; And after another viſit to his Ho- 
lineſs, he returned to his Station, tili he was impriſon- 
ed at London.

Criſtopher Bambridge, born near Appleby, was bred 
Dottor of Law in Queens Colledge in Oxford. He was 


' afterwards Dean of Tork, Biſhop of Durham, and at 


laſt Arch-Biſhop of York. Being employed an Am- 
bafſadour to Rome, he was an adtive inſtrument to pro- 
cure King Henry 8. to take part with the Pope a- 
Saint Lewis King of France, for which good ſervice 
he was created Cardinal of St. Praxis. A little after 
falling out with his Steward Rivaldus de Medena, an 
Ttalian, and carting him for his faults, the Italian (in 
ſhort) poyſone: him, 7uly 14. 1511. He was buried 
in the Hoſpital! of the Engliſh at Rome, 


Prelates. 


Thomas Vipont, deſcended of thoſe ancient Barons 
who were Hereditary Lords of this County, was by 
the Canons of Carlile elected their Biſhop, thouch King 
Henry 3. with great importunity (why not Authort- 
ty ?) commended Fohn Prior of Newbury to them. 
He enjoyed his place but one year, and dyed 1256. 

Fohn de Kirby, born at Kirkby Lanſdale (or Stephens) 
was firſt Canon, afterwards Biſhop of Carlle, 1332.

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He, with the Aﬀfiſtance of Thomas Lucy and Roþert 
Ogle, ( perfons of prime power in thoſe parts) fight- 


ing in an advantagious place, utterly routed and ruined | 


the" Scots, who invaded England, with an Army of 
30000 Men, under the Condudt of William Douglas, 
and. had taken, and burnt Carlile. He dyed 1353. 
Thomas de Appleby was legally choſen Biſhop of Car- 
tile, yet he durſt not own the choice, till he had ob- 
- tained his Confirmation from the Court of Rome. He 
was' conſecrated 1363, and deceaſed 1395. 

Robert de Appleby went over into Ireland, and there 
became Prior of St. Perer near Trimme, hence he was 
by the Pope preferred Biſhop of Offory in that Kingdom. 
He dyed 1404. 2 

W. of Strickland, deſcended of a right Worſhipful 
Family, was elected Biſhap of Carlile, yet Robert Read 
was by King Richard 2. and the Pope preferred to 
the place, which affront Srricki/and bore with much 
moderation. He was afterwards (during a vacancy) 
choſen again, and Conſecrated Bifhop of Carlile 1400. 


For the Town of Perith in Cumberland, he cut a paſ- ' 


ſage from the Town into the River Perter;l, for the 
conveyance of Boatage into the Iriſh Sea, He dyed

Nich. Cloſe, born at Bibreke, was one of the ſix O- 
riginal Fellows, whom King Herry 6. placed in his 
new Coledge (Kings Colledge) in Cambridge , having 
committed the building of that houſe to his fidelity. 
He was firſt Biſhop of Carlile, then of Lichfield, where 
he dycd within a year after his Conſecration, viz. an.

ling of the matter, ſtole the Commiſſion, putting the 
Knave of Clubs in the room thereof. Some weeks af- 
ter, he appeared befare the Lords of the Privy Coun- 
cil at Dablin, (of whom Biſhop Corex a Principal) 
produced a Card for his Commiſſion, and was impri- 
ſoned for the affront. After his enlargement, he was 
very willing to make a reparation, by getting the Com« 
miſſion renewed in England, but was prevented by the 
Queens death. Biſhop Coren conformed with the firſt, 
to the Reformation of Queen Elizabeth, being ever 
ſound in his heart. He was for ſome time Chief Ju- 
ſtice, and Chancellour of Jrelard, till he quitted all his 
Dignities in Exchange for the Biſhoprick of Oxford, 
which being attended with more quiet, was more wel. 
come to him in his old Age. He dyed 1567. | 
Barnaby Potter, was born within the Barony of Kezx- 
dal, 1578. and bred in Oneens Colledge in Oxford, 
whereof he became Provoſt. He was Chaplain in Or- 
dinary to Prince Charles, being accounted at Court, 
the Penitential Preacher, and by King Charles 1. was 
preferred Biſhop of Carlile. He was commonly cal- 
led the Puritanical Biſrop, and they ſaid of him in the 
time of King Fames, that Organs would blow him out 
of the Church, which I do not believe, the rather, 
becauſe he loved Vocal Muſick, and could bear his own 
part therein. He was a conſtant Preacher, and per- 
former of Family duties, of a weak Conſtitution, Me- 
lancholly, lean, anda hard Student.

' Sir Edward Bellingham Knight, 'of an Ancient and 
 Warlike Family, was Servant of the Privy Chamber 
to King Edward 6. who ſent him over Deputy of Ire: 
land. © He firſt extended the Engliſh pale, proceeding 
again{t the Jriſbry-in a Martial courſe, by breaking the 
Moors and Connors, two Rebellious Sexts ; He built 
the Forts of Leix and Offaly, to ſecure' his new Ac- 
quiſition, and had fetled the Engl;ſh Plantations there- 
ih, had he not been ſuddenly revoked before two'ycars 
were expired,, His Souldiers never knew whither they 
went, till they were come whither they ſhould go ; 
Thus he ſorprized the rude Earl of Deſmond, brought 
himto Dablin, reformed 'him' in Civility, ſometimes 
making him to kneel an hour together, before he knew 
his Daty, till he became a wew mar in his behaviour. 
This Earl all his Life after, highly honoured him, and 
at every Meal; would pray to God for: good Sir Ed- 
ward Bellingham. When the Deputy returned into 
England, he cleared himſelf of many faults laid to his 
charge, -recovering the King's favour, and had been 
ſent over Teputy again, ſave that he-excuſed himſelf 
by indiſpoliticn of Body, and dyed not long after.

Bernard Son of Edward Gilpin, Eſquire, was born 
at Kentmire, 1517. and bred in Queens Colledge in 
Oxford. He diſputed againſt Mr. Hooper,- (who was 
afterwards Martyred) when indeed he did follow his 
Argument with his Aﬀed&ions. He afterwards became 
4 zealous Proteſtant. He was Refor of Houghton in 
the North, and boarded in his houſe 24 Scholars, the 
greater number poor mens Sons, upon whom he be- 
owed Meat, Drink, Cloth and Education. He kept 
a Table for his Pariſhioners, every Sunday from M- 
chaelmas to Eaſter. He commended a Marryed life in 
Clergy-men , himſelf living and dying a Batchelour. 
He beſtowed 500 pounds, in the building and endow- 
ing of his School. He was accounted a Saint, in the 
Judgments of his very Enemies, if he had any ſuch. 
Being full of Faith and good works, he was put in his 
Grave, as a heap of Wheat in due time, ſwept into 
the Garner; dying March 4. 1583. et. 66. | 

| Richard 17ulcaſter, of ancient ExtraQtion, 
was born in this County (or Cumberland) AMP. 
and bred in Kings Colledoe in Cambridge, 
afterwards in Oxford, He was choſen the firſt 
Maſter of Merchant Taylors School in London, where 
his Scholars profited ſo well, that the Xferchant Tay 
lors intended to fix him, as his Desk, to their School, 
till death ſhould remove him. This he perceived, and 
therefore gave for his Motto, Fidelis ſerum perpetuus 
HAſinus, but after 25 years, he was made Maſter of 
Pauls School ;, Such his Diſcipline, that the Indulgence 
of Parents rather encreaſed then mitigated his ſeverity 
on their offending Children. He was Plagoſus Orbili- 
#5, and (which quallified the matter) unpartial. A- 
mongf the many excellent Scholars which he bred, Bi- 
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ſhop Andrews was moſt remarkable. At haſt, quit- 
ting the place, he became Parſon of Stayford Rivers, 
and dyed about the middle of the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. 
Chriſtopher Potter, D. D. Kinſman to Biſhop Porter 
was bred in, and Provoſt of Queens Colledge in Oxford. 
He was Chaplain in Ordinary to King Charles I. and 
Dean of Worceſter. ; one of a ſweet nature, comely 
Preſence, courteous Carriage, devout Life, and deep 
Learning. He wrote an excellent Book, Entituled 
Charity miſtaken, anſwered by a Feſuit, againſt whom, 


Mr. Chillingworth took up the Cadgels. He dyed in 


the beginning of the Civil War. 
Benefattors to the Publick. 


Robert Langton and Miles Spencer, Doftors of Law, 
joyntly built a fair School at Appleby ; Robert was bred 
in} and a Benefattor to Queens Colledge in Oxford, 
owing the Glafing of many Windows therein, to his 
Beneficence, on-which Windows he cauſed his Sirname

Heaven , being of a Circular 
form,. built on a Plain, and being without a Roof. The 
next is Knot Graſs, growing 9 Miles from Salisbary, 
which is ordinarily-.15 foot in length, and ſometimes 
24, and being built many ſtories high, from knot to 
knot; it lyeth matted on the ground,.. whence it is 
cut for Provender, the knots whereof will fat Swine. 
The Graſs is conceived peculiar to this place.

Fane Seymore, Daughter to Sir Fo. Knight, (honour- 
ably deſcended from the Lords Beauchamps) was born 
(probably) at Wulfal, and after was Married to King 
Henry 8. It is ſaid, that at her firſt coming to Court, 
Queen Arne Bollen ſnatched at a Fewel Pendant about 


this Fane's Neck, and hurt her own hand, . with the vi-, 


olence ſhe ufed, -but it grieved her Heart more, - when, 
ſhe perceived it the King's Pifture, who from this day 
for- 
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forward, dated her own declining, and the others af- 
cending into her Husbands affe&ion. This Queen dy- 
ed ſome days after the Birth of Prince Edward her Son,

He wrote a Book: for the reducing the Britons to ob- 
ſerve Eafter, according to the Church of Rome. The 
Monks { thoſe Babylomſh Maſons ) have built ſuck lying 
Wonders on his Memory, and have vomited out ſuch 
lies (to his diſhonour): that the loudneſs thereof has 
reached to Heaven; affirming that this Adelme, by his 
Prayers, ſtretched out a Beam of his Church (cut too 
ſhort by the Carpenter) to the full proportion, and 
that he, at another time hang his Veliment on the 
Beams of the Sun, which miraculouſly ſupported the 
ſame.

At- 
tire, ſhe told him, that God regarded the Heart more 
then the Garment, and that ſins might be covered as. well 
under Rags as Robes. ? Tis ſaid, that after the flaygh- 
ter of her Brother Edward, holy Dunſtan had a deſign 
to make her Queen of Exglarid, fo to defeat Ethelred 
the lawful Heir, had ſhe not declined the proffer. She 
dyed 984, and is buried in the Church of Dzoneſs at 
W:lton, of her own building. She was commonly cal- 
led St. Edith the younger, to diſtinguiſh her from her 
Aunt, of whom before.

whereof ſhe pitiouſly burnt her hand, and cryed out; 
O (ſaid the other) if thou canſt not abide the burning 
of a Key, how wilt thou endure thy whole Body to 
be burnt at the Stake ; whereat the faid Alice revoked - 
her opinion. 


Cardinals. 


Walter Winterburn, born at Sarisbury, and bred a 
Dominican Frier , was an excellent Scholar, and a 
Skilfal Caſuiſt, a quality which recommended him to 
be Confefſor to King Edward 1. Pope Beneditt 11. 
made him (being 79 years of Age) Cardinal of St.. 
Savin, upon the news of the death of Aaklesfield 
at London, who dyed before the Cap was ſent 
him ; and this Walter's Cap (being not enjoyed one 
year) was never a whit the worſe for wearing ; for ha- 
ving made a journey to Rome, to procure it, inhis re- 
turn home, he left ;#, and the World, and was buris 
ed at Genoa, but his Corps (afterwards brought over) 
was interred in London, 1305+ 

Robert Halam is reported to have been bora | 
of the Royal Blood of England. He was bred S. N. 
in, and Chancellour of Oxford; 1403. and was | 
Arch-Deacon of Canterbury, then Biſhop. of Salibiry;, 
at laſt made Cardinal, 7une 6. 1411. - He was one of 
them who repreſented the Ergliſh Clergy, both in the 
Council of P:ſa and Crftance, in which laſt Service he 
dycd 1417. in Gotleby Caſtle. 
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Prelates. 


Fohannes Sarisburieſis, a Reſtorer of Learning, in 
moſt kinds, whereof himſelf was moſt eminent. He 
was Companion to Thomas Becket, in his Exile, but 
not in his difloyalty, for which he ſharply reproved 
him, He was highly in favour with Pope Euger 3. 
and Adrian 4. and yet no Author in that Age hath ſo 
pungent paſſages againſt the Pride and Goverouſneſs of 
the Coure of Rome. For in his Polycrat. he ſayes, 
Scribes ar.d Phariſees ſit in the Church of Rome 
His Legates do ſo ſwagger, as if Sataz were gone forth 
from the Face of the Lord, to ſconrge the Church. They 
eat the fins of the people, with them they arc clothed, 
and many ways riot therem —— Who diſſent from their 
Dotrine, are condemned for Hereticks or Schiſmaticks, 
&c. He was generally efteemed a pious man, and was 
by King Henry 2. made Biſhop of Chartres in France, 
where he dyed 1182. 

Richard Poor, Dean of Sariſbury, was firſt 
S. N. Biſhop of Cheſter, then of Sarisbury. He re- 
moved his Cathedral (moſt inconveniently ſeated 
for want of water, &c.) to a place called Merry field, 
ſmce Saris-bury, where he laid the Foundation of that 
ſtately Structure, which he livcd not to finiſh. He 
was afterwards removed to Durham. Pious was his 
life, and peaceable his end, April 2. an. 1237, His 
Corps was buried at Tarrent in Dorſet-ſhire, ina Nun- 
nery of his own founding, and ſome of his Name, 
(and probably of his Alliance) are ftill extant in this 
County. | 
William Edendon, born at Edendon, and bred in Ox- 
ford, was by Edward 3. made Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
and ord Treaſurer of England. He then firſt cauſed 
C roats, and half Groats to be made, with ſome abate- 
ment 
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ment of the weight. He was afterwards made Lord 
Chancellour, and ercated a ſtately Convent for Box- 
homes at Edendon in this County, valued at the diſſolu- 
tion at 5214, 12s. 5d. ;. per Annum. Some con- 
demn him for robbing St. Peter (to whom with Swithiz, 
Wincheſter Church was dedicated) to pay all Saints, 
to whom Edendon Convent was conſecrated, ſuffering 
his Epiſcopal Palaces to decay, whilſt he raifed up his 
new Foundation. Whereupon; after his death, his 
Executors were ſued for Dilapidations by his Succeſ- 
for William Wickham, (an exceilent Archite& } who 
recovered of them 1662 /. 10s. beſides his Exccutors 
were forced to make good the ſtanding ſtock: of rhe 
Biſhoprick, which in his time was impaired, viz. 
Oxen 1556, Weathers 4717, Ewes 3521, Lambs 3521; 
Swine 127, He dyed 1366, and lyeth buried under 
a fair Monument of Alabaſter, near to the Quire. 
Richard Mayo, born nigh Hungerford, of good Pa- 
rentage, (whoſe Sirname is ſince extinguiſhed) was 
bred in, and Preſident of Mag dalzns-Colledge in Ox- 
ford. He was ſent by King Henry 7. into Spain, an. 
1501, tobring over the Lady Katharine to be Married 
to Prince Arthur. Aﬀter his return, he was rewarded 
.with the Biſhoprick of Hereford. He dyed 1516, 
and was buried under a Magnificent Monument in his 
Church. 


Since the Reformation; 


Fohn Thornborough, B. D. born in Salihzry, and 
bred in Magdalens-Colledge in Oxford, was a man of 
good!y Preſence; By Queen Elizabeth he was made 
Dean of York; and Biſhop of Lymrick, in Treland, 
where he had a wonderful deliverance 3 For an upper 
Floor in an old Cattle, wherein he, his Wife and Chil- 
drenlay, did fall down in the dead hour of the night; 
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into his Room, and reſted on ſome Cheſts, (after it 
had cruſhed Cupboards and Tables , &c.) withour 
hurting any living Creature. Ar. 1. Fac. he was Con- 
ſecrated Biſhop of Briſtol, holding his other places 
in Commendam With it, and from thence was Tranfſla- 
ted to Worceſier. Being agreat Chymiſt he preſented 
King James with an Extraction, which was reputed 
a preſerver of Health, . and prolonger of Life, though 
as for the Biſhop himſelf, I conceive that his merry 
heart was his beit Elixir : Dying exceeding Aged A. 
Dom. 164.. TS 

Tobn Buckbridge, born at Dracot, was bred in Ox- 
ford, where he became D. D. and Preſident of .St. 
Johns-Colledge. He was afterwards Miniſter of St. 
Giles Cripplegate, and on the gth. of 7une 1611, he 
was Conſecrated Biſhop of Rocheſter. He wrote a 
Learned Book againſt John Fiſher, De Poteftate P ape 
in Temporalibus, He was afterwards preferred Biſho 
of Ely. He dyed 163. and was buried inthe Churc 
of Bromly in Kent.

Edward and Thomas Seimor, Sons of Sir John Kt. 


then invincible, whilſt they were united in Aﬀettion.

Being bred in the Wars from his Youth, he was by 
King James appointca Lord Depity of Ireland, and 
vigoroaſly purſued the Pri:iciples of his Predeceffors, 
for the civilizing thercof, and firit advanced it to con- 
ſiderable profit to his Maſter ; and Ireland, which was 
the Land of Ire or Broyles for 400 years, did now be- 
come the Land of Concord. Being recalled into Eng- 
land, he lived for many years in great repute, and dy- 
ing without ifſue, left his Honour to his Siſters Son, 
by Sir Edward Villiers, but the main of his E?ate to 
his Brothers Son- Sir Fo. St. Jobz Knight and Barro- 
nct.' 

Sir 7ames Ley, Knight and Baronet, (a younger 
Son of Henry Eſquire, of great Anveftry, who ferv- 
ed King Henry 8. at the Scige of Bolle) was born at 
Ta{ant, and Bred in Brazen-Noſe-Colizge, and having 
ſadied the Laws, was by King Fines raxde Lord Chief 
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gave him at his departure, 7 to ould his Eſtate on the 
Ruins of a miſerable Nation, making a good progreſs 
in civilizing that pzople, by the unpartial executiou of 
Juſtice.

Sir Francis Cottington Knight, was born ncar Meer, 
and bred when a Youth under Sir —-— Stafford, He 
lived fo long in Spazr, til} he made the garo and gra- 
vity of that Nation become him. He riifed himſelf 
by his natural ſtrength, without any artificial advan- 
r:ge, having his Parts above his Learning, his Expe- 
ricnce above Fis Parts, his Induſtry above his Expe- 
rience, and (ſome wil ſay } his ſucceſs avove all, fo 
that at the laſt, hz became Chancellour of the Exche- 
quer, Baron Haworth in Middleſex, and Lord Trea- 
ſurer of  E721znd, gaining alſo a very great Eſtate 
but what he got in few years, he loſt in fewer dayes, 
{tince the Civil Wars, when the Parliament made him” 
one of the examples of their ſeverity, excluding him 
pardon, but permitting his departure beyond the Seas, 
where he dyed about the year 1650.

He was 
Lieutenant of the Horſe, and Serjeant Major of the 
Army in Jreland, - under Robert Earl of Eſſex, and 
Charles Baron of Mountjoy, in the Reign of Queen E- 
lizabeth ; by King Fames he was made Baron of Dant- 
ſey, and Peer of this Realm, as alſ9 Lord Preſident of 
Munſter, and Governour of Guernſey. By King Charles I, 
he was created Earl of Danby, Privy-Councellour, and 

| Knight of the Garter, He dyed 1643. without Iſſue, 
leaving his Eſtate to his Nephew, Henry D'anvers. 


Writers. 


Oliver of Malmesbury, a Benedidtine, being much 
addifred to Mathematicks, and to- judicial Aſtrology, 
upon the appearing of a Comet, foretold the deſtru- 
&ion of the Inhabitants of this Land, which fell ont ac- 
cordingly at the Norman Conqueſt. *Tis ſaid, he ef- 
fayed the famous experiment of flying, and taking bis 
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riſe from a Tower in Malmesbury, made his way in 


the Air for one Furlong, then fell down, and brake both 
his Thighs. Having written ſome Books of Aſtrology, 
he dyed 1060, five years before the Norman Inva- 
ON» 6 
 W. (Summerſet) of Malmesbury, where he was Can- 
ter and Library Keeper, wrote a Hiſtory of the Saxon 
Kingsand Biſhops, until his own time. He dyed 114.2. 
and was buried in Malmesbary. 
' . Robert Canutmw, burn at Cricklade, (or Greeklade, 
where anciently Greek was profeſſed) became Chief of 
the Canons of St. Fridſwith in Oxford, Having made 
a Garlaudof the Flowers of Plinys Natural H:ftory, 


he Dedicated the Book to King Henry 2. He wrote . 
alſo Commerts on the greater part of the Old and New 


Teſtament, and flouriſhed 1170. 
' Richard of the Deviſes (antiently- divided between 


the King and Biſhop of Salibury) was a famous Benec-. 


didine in Winchefter. He wrote a Hiſtory of the Reign 
of Richard 1. under whom he flouriſhed ; and an Epi- 
come of the Britiſh affairs. He dyed about 1200. 
Godwin of Salwbury, Thanter of that Church, wrote 
a Book of Meditations, flouriſhing about 1 256. 
Fo, of Wilton Senior, an Auguſtine Friar, ſtudied in 
Paris; A ſabtle diſputant, wrote many Sermons on 
ſeveral occaſions, flopriſhing under Edward 2. 1310.

Having written of Orthogra- 
phy, the Quantities of Syllables, a Chronicle, a Comment 
on Gabriel Biel, On the divorce of King Henry 8. A 
Comment on Cato, Varro, &c. Hedyed 15 35. andly- 
cth buried in the Chappel. 


Maſters of Muſick. 


Wiliam Lawes, bred in Salubury, was of the Pri- 
vate Muſick, to King Charles I, He made ſeveral forts 
of Muſick for Voices and Inſtruments. He diſclaimed 
the covert and priviledge of the Office of Commiſſary, 
and valiantly venturing his perſen, was caſually ſhort 
at the Siege of Cheſter. The King commonly called 
him the Father of Muſick, He, and his Brother, were 
the Authors of the Compoſures of the Pſalms. He 
dyed 164.. - 


Benefaftors to the Publick, 


Thomas Stumps of Malmesbury, an Eminent Clothier, 
entertained (as is ſaid) King Henry 8. and his Court- 
train, coming unexpected with the plentiſul — 

whic 
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which was prepared for his Workmen, who were for- 
ced to faſt in the mean time. He preſerved Malmeſ- 
bary Minſter, at the time of the general diffolution, 
buying the ſame witha great ſumof Money, for the 
Fownfmen, by whom it was converted into a Pariſh 
Church. He bought the Demeſnes of Malmesbury 
Abbey, for 15001. 2 s, 1. may there be many bran- 
ches of ſuch Stamps !

Lanſjdoune Fight, was fought in the Confines of this 
County and Sommerſet, July 13. 1643. and it ſeemed 
not ſo: much an entire Battle, as a heap of Skirmiſhes 
hudled together. It may be ſaid, Yiftus & Vittor 
muterque fuit, The Parliaments Forces beat the Roya- 
liſts back five times, with much diſorder ; Sir Bevil 
Greenvil being ſlain in the Head of his Pikes, (Major 
Lowre in the Head of his party of Horſe) yet.the Kings 
Forces alleadge demonſtration of Conqueſt, that Prince 
Maurice, and Sir Ralph Hopton remained in the Heads 
of their Troops all Night, and next Morning found 
themſelves poſſeſſed of the Field, and of the dead, 
as alſo of Three Hundred Armes, and Nine Barrel; 
of Powder, the Enemy had left behind them. 

Round way Fight. Five dayes after, Prince 1au- 
rice, With the Earl of Carnarvan returning, and the 
Lord. Wilmot coming from Oxford, with a gallant ſup- 
ply of ſele& Horſe, charged the Parliaments Forces, 
under the Conduct of Sir W:il:am Waller ; With him 
were the Horſe of Sir Arthur Haſlerigg, ſo well Arm- 
cd, that each Souldier ſeemed an impregnable Fortifi- 
cation. But theſe were ſo ſmartly charged by the 
Prince, that they fairly forſook the Field, leaving the 
Foot (which in Eno! Battles bear the heat of the day) 
to ſhift for themſelves. In the mean time Sir Ralph 
Hopton hurt lately, (with the blowing up of Powder) 
lay Gck and fore in the Town of Devizes. His men 
wanted Match, -whom Sir Ralph directed to beat and 
boyl their Bed-cords, and marching forth, they effe&tu- 
ally contributed to the total routing and ruining of the 
Parliaments Foot which remained. |

Being of a Triangular form, it ſtretcheth from North 


to South 22 Miles, from South to North-Weſt 28, and 


thence to her North-Eaſt point 28 Miles. The natu- 
' ral Commodities are Lampreys, in the River Severn; 
then Perry, a Wine made of Pears, There is alfo 
fine Sale made in this County, which is reputed the ſe- 
cond Salr Cellar in England. There are found here 
many Salt Fountains, but ſtopped up again for the pre- 
ſervation of Woods. As for the Buildings in this 
County, the Cathedral of Worceſter was much defaced 
in the Civil Wars. The Market Towns are general- 
ly handſomely built, and no Skire in England can ſhew 
a by4ce of them, ſo neat and near together, as Beaud: 
ly and Kidderminſter in this County, being ſcarcely two 
Miles aſander.

St. Richard, born at Wich, (alias Droitwich) bred 
in Oxford, and beyond the Seas, became Chancellour 
of Oxford, then of Canterbury, till at laſt he was cho- 
ſen Biſhop of Chicheſter. He was a great Becketift, a 


ſtout Oppoſer of Kegal! Power over Spiritual Perſons, . 


on which and other accounts, he wrote a Book to Pope 
Innicent the 4tn. againit King Henry 33 Wherefore; 
after his death he was Canonized by Pope Urbar the 


4th. As for their Report, that the Wiches or Salt + 
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Pits inthis County were miraculouſly procured by the 
Prayers of this Holy Man, their unſavoury lie hath ridt 
a grain of probability to ſeaſon it, it appearing by an- 
tient Authors, that Salr-water flowed there, time out 
of Mind, before ſweet 141k was given by Mother or 
Nurſe, to this St. Richard. 


Cardinals. 


Jo. Cumin, bred a Monk. at Eveſham in this County, 
was by the. Kings procurement, choſen Arch-Biſhop of 
Dublin, ahd afterwards by Pope Lucius created Cardi- 
nal of St. Yellit in Italy. | 

Hugh of Eveſham, fo applycd himſelf to the Study 
of Phyfick, that he became the Phenix in that Facul- 
ty, great was his skill in the Mathematicks and Aftro- 
logy. Having ſatisfied Pope Martin the 4th. in ſome 
matters of great difficulty, he was by his Holineſs made 
Cardinal of St. Lawrence, 1280, Seven years after 
he was poyſoned, though Cicaonins, to pailiate the bu- 
lineſs, ſaid he dved of the Plague. 


Prelates. 


Wulſtan of Brandsford, was Prior of Worceſter, and 
built a moſt beautiful Hall in his Convent. Hence he 
was preferred Biſhop of Worceſter, 1338. He was 
Verus Pontifex in the Grammatical Notation thereof, 
building a fair Bridge at Pranusford, over the River 
Teme. He dycd 1349. 

7o. Lowe, an Avguſtine Friar in Wich, was preſent- 
ed to St Aſaph, and afterwards made Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter. He preſerved many Manuſcripts, and beſtow- 
ed them on: the Magnificent Library, which he fur- 
niſhed at St. Arguſtines in London, which Library va- 
niſhed away, at the diſſolution, with the fine —_—_ 
(S 
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of that Church; one perſon, who ſhall be Nameleſs, 
imbezelling both Books and Buildings to his private 
ofit. 

Edmund Bonner, alias Savage, was Son of Jo. Sa- 
wage Prieſt, Son to Sir Jo. Knight of the Garter, and 
Privy Councellour to King Henry 7. His Mother, Con- 
cubine to this Prieſt, was ſent out of Gheſhire to cover 
ber ſhame, and lay down her Burden at Elmley in this 
County, where this bouncing Babe Bonner was born. 
Being Dr. of Laws, he was employed by King Herry8, 
in ſeveral Embaſſies beyond the Seas, at which time 
he was Boner, was not Bonner, being as yet meek, 
and a great Cromwelite ;, Not long after he was Gonſe- 
crated Biſhop of London. Under King Edward 6. 
being deputed to Preach publickly concerning the Re- 
formation, his frigid and faint Expreſſions concerning 
the ſame, occaſioned his deprivation and Impriſonment. 

Then it was, when one jearingly faluted him, Good 
morrow Biſhop Qunondam, that Bonner as tartly return- 
ed, Good morrow Knave ſemper. Being reſtored under 
Queen Mary, he cauſed the death of twice as many 
Martyrs, as all the Biſhops in Exgland beſides; juſtly 
occaſioning theſe Verſes made upon him. No Body 
ſpeaking to Boxner. 


All call thee Cruel, and the Spunge of Blood; 
But Bonner, 1 ſay, thou art mild and good. 


Under Queen Elizabeth he was deprived, and ſecured 


as that Priſon kept him from doing hurt to others, it 
kept others from doing hurt to him, being fo Univer- 
fally odious, he had been ſtoned in the Streets, if at 
Liberty. The Oath being tendred to him by Horn, 
then Biſhop of Winchefter , he pleaded for himſelf, 
that Horn was no lawful Biſhop, which occaſioned the 
enfuing 
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enſuing Parliament to confirm him, and the reſt of his 
Order, to all purpoſes and intents. Aﬀter ten years Im- 
priſonment, he dyed 1569. and was buried in the 
Church-yard of St. George in Southwark , But enough 
of 'this Heroſtratus, who burnt ſo many living Temples 

- of the Holy Ghoſt; yet let me add one thing, that -be- 
ing a very Coppulent Man, (a Conſtitution that argues

he ſeems by his cruelty to have done violence to his

He [enjoyed the 
dignity of Lord Keeper fifteen years, 'if- it. was not 
more; proper to ſay, that dignity enjoyed:him.

Romiſh Exile Writers. 


Riebard Smith, D. D. was bred in Oxford, where 
he was the Kings Profeflor, till King Edward 6. ſent 
for Pet.: Martyr to ſupply that place ; (betwixt whom 
and Smith, there was great conteſt.) But inthe Reign 
of Queen Mary, Peter Martyr was glad to fly from 
that Univerſity, and make room for the old pretender. 
Thus we ſee, that in fuch Controverſies as were be- 
twixt them, it mattered little who were the diſputants, 
whilſt the prevalent power was the Moderator. Dr. 
Smith flying again into the Low Countries, became Dean 
of St. Peter in Doway, and the firſt Profeſſor in the 
Univeifity foundcd therein. He dyed 1563. 

Fo. Marſhal, born at Dalisford, was bred at \'-w- 
Clledge in Oxford, where he proceeded Batchelour of 
Laws, and was ſ:cond Maſter of F/inchefter School. 
Flying, an. 1. Elizabeth, he became Canon of L:ſle in 
Flanders. He wrote a Book againſt Fo. Calfield, an 
Engliſh troteſtant. Athis geath, he bequeathed a Ring 
with arich Stone,, to adorn a piece of the Croſs in his 
Cathedril, and dyed 1597. 

Robert Briftow, fled from Oxford to Lovain, whence 
he repaired to the £79 1iſh Colledge at Doway, where 
he was the firſt Prieſt, being the Right hand of Car- 
dinal 4levy, who made him Prefed of that Colledge. 
Going to Khemes he wrote a book (ſay the Papiſts) 
Againſt f00lijv Fulk, who indeed wasa Grave and God- 
ly Divine. Hereturned for his Health into his Native 
Country, where having the good hap to miſs that which 
. eureth all diſeaſes, hedycd in his bed at London, 1582. 
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Henry Holland, Fellow of St. Johns Colledge in Ox- 
ford, fled over to Doway, where he took the degree of 
Batchelour of Divinity , and Qrder of Pricfthood. 
Hence removing to Rhemes, he aſliſted 
* Pitz de Scrip. (as my * Author faith) Traduttions Bib-

of the Bible, He was living 1611.

/ Henry Bright, born in YVorcefter, where he was 
for 40 years, School Maſter, excellently skilled in, 
and Communicative of the Latine, Greek and Hebrew 
Languages; and Canon of the Cathedral Church of 
VPorceſter.

_ thedral, I behold him placed by Divine Providence in 
this City, in the Marches, that he might equally Com-

Worceſter. His Army conſiſted of 12000 effectual —_— 
ing. Men, (whereof 2000 Erzliſh, the reft Scotch Men) 
bus neither excellently Armed, - nor plentifolly ſtored 
with Ammunition 3 whilſt the Payiiaments Forces, -un- 
der Croynyel, more then doubled that number, want- 
ing nothing but a Geod Cauſe, that an Army could 
v1{h vr defire. The Royaliſts chief Strength conſifted 
in rwo. paſſes they pofleſſed over the River of Severn, 
. which prove npt advantagious according to expectatt- 
on; for the Enemy found the River fordable elſewhere, 
'and the Bridge and Paſs at Uprern, though valiantly de- 
fended by Major General Maſſey (who received a ſhot 
in his hand) was forced by Lambert, pouring in une- 
wo Numbers on the King's Forces ; Beſides Cromwel 

niſhed a Bridge of Boards and Planks, over the main 
River, with more Celeriry and leſs Reſiſtance then could 
nave been expected, in a matter of ſuch importance. 
© Then began the Battle, wherein his Majeſty, to re- 
member His Subjeits good, forgot His own ſafety, and 
Save an incomparable Example of Valour to the reſt, b 
Charging in his own Perſon. This was followed by 
few, to the ſame degree of Courage or Danger, but 
imitated in the greatett meaſure, by the Highlanders 
fighting with the Burr. ends of their Muckets, when their 
Ammunition was ſpent. But new Supplies conſtantly 
charging them, and the main Body of the Scorch Horſe 
not coming up in due time, from the City, to his Ma- 
jeſties Relief, his Army was forced to retreat in at Sud- 
bury-G ate, in much diſorder.

Prences: 


Henry, youngeſt Son to William Duke of Norman- 
dy, but eldeſt to King 'Wiliam the Conquerour, was 
born at Selby, 1070; (where his Father Founded: an 
Abbey) and afterwards gained the Crown from D. Ko- 
berts his eldeſt Brother. He was bred in Cambridge 
and Paris, where he ſo profited, that he attaified the 
Sirriame of BZau-Clerke He Reigned 35 years, and 
upwards, remitted the Norman Rigour, and reſtored 
to his Engliſh, Subjeas, a great part of the Engliſh 
Laws and Liberties. His Princely Vertues. were at- 
tended with ſome Amorous Extravagancies, as appears 
by his numerous Natural Iſſue, no fewer then 14, all 
by him publickly owned ; the Miles highly advanced, 
the Females richly Married. His Sobriety otherwiſe 
was admirable, whoſe Temperance was of proof a- 
Sainſt any Meat objeQted to his Appetite, _—_— 
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bnly excepted, on a Surfeit whereof he dyed, 1135: 
He had only two Legitimate Children, W:lliam, dying 
before, and Maude ſurviving him, both born in Nors 
mandy. 

Thomas, fifth Son of King Edward 1. arid the firft 
that he had by Margaret his ſecond Wife, was boru 
at, and Sirnamed from Brotherton, a Village in this 
County, June the 1ſt. 1300. He was created Earl of 
Norfolk, and Earl Marſhal of Eng/and. He left no 
Maſe Ifſye ; but from his Females, the Mowbraysy 
Dukes of Norfolk, and from them the Earls of Arwu#- 
del, and the Lords Berkley are deſcended. 

Richard Plantag. Duke of York, commonly called 
Richard of Connuborough, from the Caſtle in this Shire 
of his Nativity, was Grandchild to King Edward 3: 
He Married Arne, Daughter and ſole Heir to Edward 
” Mortimer, the true Inheritrix of the Crown ; But tam- 
pering too ſoon; and too openly to derive the Crowny 
in his Wives Right, to himſelf, by practiſing the 
death of the preſent King, he was taken and behead- 
ed for Treaſon, in. the Reignof King Hexry 5. 

Edward, ſole Son to King Richard 3, and Anne his 
Queen, was born in the Caſtle of Mdlebam, in this 
County, aud was by his Father created Prince of Waltss 
A Prince, who himſelf was a Child of as much Hopes, 
as his Father a ſan of Hatred, But he conſumed as 
way on aſudden, dying withina Month of his Mother. 
A Judgment on his Father, a Mercy to the Prince, 
that he might not behold the miſerable end of himwhg 
begot him ; and a Mercy to all England, for had he 
furvived to a Mans Eſtate, he might poſſibly have pros 
ved a Wall of Partition, to hinder the Happy Union of 
the two Houſes of York and Lancaſter. 
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St. Hilda, Daughter to Prince Hererick, Nephew 
to Edwin King of Northumberland, lived in a Convent 
at Strenſhalt in this County, and was the Oracle of her 
Age, being a kind of Moderatrix in a Sax. Synode, 
held about the Celebration of Exſter. The moſt Learn- 
ed Engliſh Female before the Conqueſt, the She-Ga- 

maliel, at whoſe Feet many Learned Men 
* Chron,34-12- had their Education. This our Engliſh 
* Huldah ended her holy life with a hap- 
py death, 680. | 

St. Benedif# Biſcop, fixed himſelf in the Dominions 
of Ofiwy, King of Northumberland, and built ewo Mo- 
naſteries, the one at the influx of the River Were, the 
other at that of the River Tine, into the Sea z and 
ſtockt them in his life time with 600 BenedifQtine Monks. 
He made five Voyages to Rome, and always returned 
full fraught with Reliques, PiQures and Ceremonies. 
He left Religion in England, braver, but not better then 
he found it, the Gawdineſs prejudicing the Gravity 
thereof, His Monaſtery being but the Romiſh Tran- 
ſcript, became the Exgliſh Original, to which all Mo- 
naſteriesin the Land cv ſuddenly conformed. Being 
ſtruck with the dead Palſie, his Soul retired into rhe 
Upper Rooms of his Clay Gittage ; much employed in 
Meditation, until the day of his death, which happen- 
ed 703. | 

St. Johnof Beverly, born at Harpham, was 33 ycars 
and upwards, Arch-Biſhop of York, being bred under 
Hilda aforeſaid, andafter under Theodorus the Greci- 
an, and Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury ; Venerable Bede 
(his Scholar) wrote his Life, and ſuppoſed Miracles : 
Being Aged, he-reſigned his Arch-Biſhoprick, and re- 
tired tO Beverly, where, he had Founded a Colledge, 
lor 
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for which be procured the Freedſtool (a Sanftuary) from 
King Athelſiay. He dyed May 7. 7522, and was bu- 
ried in the Porch of his Collegiate Church. A Sy- 
node held at Zondor, 1416. alligned the day of his 
death, an Anniverſary Solemmity to his Memory. 

Thomas Plantag. was Earl of Darby, Lancaſter , 
Leiceſter, a popular perſon, and a great enemy tothe 
two Spencers, Minions to King Edward 2. who being 
hated as Devils, for their Pride, no- wonder if this 
Thomas was honoured as a Saint or Martyr, by the 
common ſort. Indeed he muſt be a good Chymiſt, 
who can extraCt Saint out of MalefaQor ; and our Chro- 
nicles generally behold him put to death for Treaſon 
againſt King Edward 2. But let him paſs for a Provin- 
cial, though no National or Loyal Saint, ſeeing he did 
not Travel far enough for Romiſh, and too far for Eng» 
lifh Canonization. His (behcaded) Martyrdom hap- 
pened at Pontfret, 1222. Note, Lord Herb. in the 
Liſe of King Herry 8, ſpeaking of Reliques, (The Bell 
of St. Guthlack,, and the Felt of St. Thomas of Lan- 
caſter, both Remedies for the Head-ach.) muſt mean 
this St. Thomas, ſeeing there is no other Engliſh of 
the Name, found in any Erglihh Martyrology. 

Richard Role, (alias Hampole, from the place of his 
Holy Life, Death and Burial) was a Hermite of ftri&t 
Life. He wrote many Books of Piety, which I pre- 
fer before his Prophetical Prediftions, as but a degree 
above Almanack Prognoftications. He threatned the 
ſins of the Nation with future Judgments , and his 
Predittions, if hitting were heeded, if miſſing not mark- 
ed. Having ſpoken much againſt the Covetouſneſs of 
the Clergy of that Age, he dyed 1349. 

Fo. Birlington, born in Birlington, and bred in Ox- 
ford, became Canon in the Convent of Birlington, where 
he grew Eminent for exemplary Holineſs. He refu- 
ſed at firſt the Office of Prior, counting himſelf unwor- 
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thy thereof, but upon the ſecond proffer accepted of 
it. *'Tis ſaid Martha and Mary were compounded 
in him, being as pious, ſo provident to husband the. 
Revenues of his houſe to the beſt advantage 3 A She- 
Ancoriſt accoſting him thus, Teſas 5s my Love, and you 
fo honour himin your heart, that no earthly thing can di- 
ſtrat you 3 He replyed, I came hither to hear from you 
ſome ſaving and ſavoury di&ourſe, but ſeeing you begin 
with ſuch idletalk, farewel., He dyed -1379. being 
reputed, though (Ithink) not Canonized a Saint, whoſe 
F riend, 

W. Slightholme, asked of his friend Fo. aforeſaid, 
what might be the reaſon the Devil appeared fo ſeldom 


in their dayes, &c. To whom 7o. replyed, We are 


rown ſo remiſs itn Godlineſs, that the Devil needs not 
put himſelf to ſuch pains, ſeeing leſs and lighter Temp- 
rations will do the deed. Wriliam is reported to have 
been one of ſingular Piety, and to have wrought many 


Miracles at his Tomb, after his death, which happen- 


ed '1 380. | 

Acertain Maid, reſiſting the follicitations of a Bravo, 
was by him Murdered, her Hcad being ſetup on a Yew- 
Tree, at Horton, called now Halifax. The filly pco- 
ple conceited that the Veins, which in form of little 
threds, ſpread themſelves betwixt the Bark and the 
Body of the ſaid Tree, were the very Hairs of the 
Virgins Head, to whom they flocked in Pilgrimage. 
Note the prevalency of Opinion, Her reputation for be- 
ing a Saint is tranſmitted to Poſterity, though her name 
be loſt.

Fo. Fiſher, bora in Beverly, and bred in Aichael 
Houſe in Cambridge, whereof he was firſt Chancellour, 
became Biſhop of Rocheſter. He was acceſlary to the 
diſſembling of Elizabeth Barton , the Holy Maid of 
Kent. He oppoſed King Henry's Divorce, and Title 
of Supream Head of the Church ; procured a Cardinals 
Cap from the Pope, and forfeited his own Head to the 
King, being beheaded 15 35. Having been tryed by 
an ordinary Jury, and not by his Peers, 


Prelates, 


Euſftathins de Fanconbridge, was choſen Biſhop of 
London, an. 6. Henry 3. 1222, He was Chicf Ju- 
ſice, then Chancellour of the Exchequer, and after- 
terwards Treaſurer of England, and twice Ambaſla- 
dour to the King of France, He dyed Ottober 31, 
1228, and was buried in the Presbytery. 

W. de Melton, Prov, of Beverly, and Canon, then 
Arch-Biſhop of York. Being Conſecrated at Avignon, 
and returning into England, he expended 700 Marks. 
inthe finiſhing of his Cathedral. His Life was free 
from ſcandal, fignal for his Chaſtity, Charity, Faſting 
and Praying. He bought 3 Mannors from the Arch- 
Biſhop of Roar, with the Popes Confirmation, and ſet- 
jed them an his Brothers Son. He compaſſed about 
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the Old Baily in York, with a great Wall. He dyed 
1340. and was buried in his own Church. 

Henry Wakefield, preferred Biſhop of Worce#ter by 
King Edward 3. 1375- was forone year Lord Trea- 
ſurer of England, dying March 11. 1394. he was bu- 
ried in his own Church, which before his death he had 
enlarged. | 

R. Scroope, Son to the Lord Screope, and brother to 
Wilkam Earl of Wile-ſhire, was D. D. in Cambridge, 
a man of preat Learning and unblameable. life. He 
was preferred Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfeld, then 
Arch-Biſhop of York, - Being netled with the News of 
his Brothers beheading, he joyned with the Earl of 
Northumberland and others , againſt King Henry 4. 
The Earl of Weſtmorland complyed with him in ap- 
pearance, till he had trepanned him. It doth not ap- 
pear that he defired to be tryed by his Peers ; if he 
was dealt with therein but odly z the Executioner ſer- 
ved him as oaly, in having 5 ſtroaks at his Neck, be- 
fore he could ſunder it from his Body, ar. 1405. 

- Stephen Patrington,' born in Patrington, was a Car- 
melite, D. D. in Oxford, and Provincial of his Order 
in England, and afterwards Chaplain and Confefſor to 
King Henry 5. by whom he was deputed a Commiſſi- 
oner to proceed againſt the Wicklevites, and during 
that ſervice, he was made Biſhop of St. Davzas : 
Hence he was ſent over to the Council of Conſtance ; 
returning into England, he was advanced Bilhop of 
Chicheſter, bat dying beforc his Tranſlation was finiſh- 
ed, was buried in White Friers in Fleet- ſtreet. 

Villiam Peircy, Son to Henry Earl of Northum- 
berland, and Eleanor his Wife, (whoſe principal Seat 
was Topliff in this County) was D. D. in and Chan- 
cellour of Cambridge, and made Biſhop of Carlile, 
. 1452. He dyed 1462, 


Cuthbert 
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Cuthbert Tonftal, born at Hatchforth in Richmond- 
ſhire in this County, of a Worſhipful Family at Tor- 
ffal Thurland, was bred in Cambridge, to which he 
was in Booksa great Benefaftor. He was afterwards 
Biſhop of Longer, ' and at laſt of Durham ; a great 
Linguiſt, Mathematician and Divine, and a faſt Friend 
to Eraſmus. In the Reign of King Henry 8. he pub- 
lickly confuted the Papal Supremacy in a learned Ser- 
mon, 15239. but returned to his errour, in che Reign 
of Edward 6. continuing therein ar. r. Elizabeth, for 
which he was deprived of his Biſhoprick. He ſhew- 
ed Mercy, when in Power 3 and found it in his Ad- 
verſity. He dyed a Priſoner at Lambeth, 1560. 

Ralph Baines, Fellow of St. Fohns Colledge in Cam- 
bridge, was an excellent Linguiſt. Going over into 
France, he became Hebrew Profeſſor at Paris. He 
wrote a Comment on the Proverbs, in three Volumes, 
and Dedicated it to Fr, 1/4. King of France. Return- 
ing into England, he was by Queen Mary made Biſhop 
of Coventry and Lichfield, in which Dioceſs he cauſed 
great Perſecution, He was deprived of his Biſhoprick, 
an. 1. Elizabeth, and dying, he was buried in St. Duz- 
tans, 1560. 


Since the Reformation. 


Thomas Bentham, Fellow of Magdalens-Colledge in 
Oxford, renounced Popery, an. 1. Mary. He afhit- 
ed Henry Bull, one of the ſame Colledge, to wreſt out 
of the hands of the Choriſters, the Cenſer, when a- 
bout to offer their Superſtitious Incenſe. Flying into 
Germany he lived at Baſil, Preacher to the Engliſh 
Exiles. Towards the end of Queen Afary, he was ſe- 
cretly ſent over, to be Superintendent of the London 
Conventicle, (the only true Church in the time of Per- 
ſecution) where with all his caution he hardly eſcaped. 
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An. 2. Elizabeth, he was Confecrated Biſhop of Cy 
woes and Lichfield, He dyed Fevruary the 21ft, 
157 


 dmund Gueſt, born at Afﬀerton, was D. D. in 
Kings-Colledge in Cambridge. He was Almoner to 
Queen Elizabeth, by whom he was preferred Biſhop 
of Rocheſter, then of Saltbury. Having written many 
Books, he dyed 1578. 

Hliles Coverdale, bred in Cambridge, became an Au- 
guſtine Frier, but afterwards quitting that Profeſſion, 
he went into Germany ; he laboured greatly in Tran- 
lating of the Bible, and writing other Books. He 
was made D. D. at Tubing, and returning into Eng- 
land, was made Biſhop of Exeter by King Edward 6. 
An. 1. Mary he was impoſed, though ſaved from 
Martyrdom, by the Mediation of Fred. King of Der- 
mark. Being enlarged he went over into Germany, 
whence in the Reign of Queen El:zabeth he returned 
to England, but not to Exeter. He was one of thoſe 
who ſolemnly Conſecrated Matthew Parker Arch-Bi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, at Lambeth, He dyed 1588. 
and Iyes buricd in St. Bartholomews, behind the Ex- 
change. 

Adam Toftwr, bred in Trinity-Colledge in Cambridge, 
where he Commenced D. D. was Chaplain to Robert 
Earl of Suſſex, Lord Deputy of Ireland, and was firſt 
made Arch- Biſh»p of Armagh, a”. 1562. and after- 
wards Arch-Biſhop of Dubizn, 1567. At laſt being 
made Chanc:liour of Ire and he diſcharged that place 
with ſinzular Ability and ntegrity, until the day of his 
death. He was a principa! Procurer of, and a profita- 
ble Agent in th» Foiindation of che Univerſity of Dab- 
{in, being the firic Honorary Maſter thereof, whilſt he 
was Arch-Biſhop, if not CnanceVour of Freland, He 
dyed April5. 1605. and was b:iried in the Chureh of 
&. Pas. having been Arch-Biſhop almaſt 4.3 years. ' 
| | | (rorge 
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George Mountaine, bred in Queens-Clledge in Cam- 
bridge, was Chaplain to the Earl of Eſſex, whom he 
attended in his Voyage to Cales, being indeed a man of 
great Valour. He was afterwards made Dean of Weſt- 
minſter, then ſucceſſively Biſhop of Lincols and Lon- 
don ;, whilſt reſiding in the latter, he would often plea- 
fantly ſay, that of him the Proverb would be verified, 
Lincoln was, and London ts, and York ſhall*be ; which 
came to paſs accordingly, when he was removed to 
the Arch-Biſhoprick of Tork, He was a good Bene- 
fattor to Queens-Colledge, whereon he beſtowed a fair 
piece of Plate, (called Poculum Charitatis, with this 
"moon arg zncipio) and Founded two Scholarſhips 
therein. 


Capital Judges. 


Sir William G aſcoine, born at Gauthorp, ſtudied in 
the Inner Temple, and being Knighted' as. 1. . Henry 4. 
he was made Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, in 
which Office he demeaned himſelf with great integri- 
ty. It happened that a Servant of Prince Henry (af- 
terwards King Henry 5.} was Arraigned before this 
Judge for Felony, whom the Prince, then preſent, en- 
deavoured to take away, coming up in fury, ſtriking 
the Judge; But he fitting without moving, committed 
the Prince Priſoner to the Kings-Bench, there to re- 
main until the Pleaſure of the King his Father were 
further known ; who when he heard thereof, gave 
God thanks, who at the ſame inſtant had given him a 
Judge who could miniſter, and a Son who could obey 
Juſtice. He dyed an. 14, Henry 4. | 

Guido de Fairfax Knight, ( whoſe Name hath con- 
tinued at Walton in this County, more then 450 years) 
was bred in the Study of the Law, and became Ser- 
jcant thereof, He fayoured the Hauſe of "ou in

He was 
pro tempore Lord Privy Seal, and ſate Chief in the Court, 
when Secretary Daviſon was Sentenced in the Star- 
Chamber, concurring with the reſt of the Commiſſi- 
aners tolay a fine on him.

Sir George Calvert Knight, was born at Kzplin, and 
bred firſt in Trinity-Colledge in Oxford, then beyond 
the Seas. He was Secretary to Kobert Cecil Earl. of 
Sarisbury, Lord Treaſurer of England. Afterward 
he was made Clerk of the Councel, and at laſt Princi- 
pal Secretary of State to King James, an. 1519. Con- 
ceiving the Duke of Buckingham highly inſtrumental. in 
hispreferment, he preſented him with a Jewel of great 
value, which the Duke returned again, not owning any 
activity in his advancement, whom King James, ex me- 
ro motu, refletting on his Ability, defigned for the place, 
which he reſigned 1624. confeſſing to the King he was 
become a Roman Catholick, ſo that he muſt eith& be 
wanting to his Truſt, or violate his Conſcience. King 
Fames continued him his Privy Councellour all his Reign, 

and 
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and created him Lord Baltemore of Balt. in Ireland, 
When Secretary, he had a Grant from King James, to 
him and his Heirs ofa County Palatine (of Avalon) in the 
New-found-Land, He built a fair Houſe in F erry Land 
in America, and ſpent 25000 pounds in advancing the 
Plantation thereof, conſulting therein the enlargement 
of Chriſtianity, and the Kings Dominions. Afﬀter the 
death of Ring Fames, he went twice in perſon to New- 
found-Land Here, with two Ships manned at his own 
charge, he chaſed away Monſieur D*' Arade (ſent by 
the King of France to annoy the Engliſh Fiſhermen) re- 
tieved the Engliſh, and took 60 of the Frexch Priſon- 
ers. King Charles I. gave a Patent to kim and his Heirs, 
of Mary-Land, (onthe North of Virginia) with Roy- 
al Franchifes. He dyed in London, April 15. 1632, 
and lyeth buricd in St. Dunſtans in the Weſt, leaving his 
Son the Right Honourable. Cecz! Calverr, now Lord 
Baltemore, Heir to his Honour, Eſtate and Noble Diſ-

Thomas Wentworth, Earl of Strafford, Son to William 
Wentworth of Went. Woodhouſe in this County , was 
born in.

Armige! Waad, born of an ancient Family in York- 
ſhire, was Clerk of the Counſel to Henry 8. and Ed- 
ward 6, A manof great accompliſhments, employed 
in ſeveral] Embaſhes, and the firſt Engliſhman who diſ- 
covered America. He had by two Wives 20 Chil- 
dren, whereof Sir W:illiam Waad was the cldelt, a ve- 
ry able Gentleman, and Clerk of the Councel to Queen 
Elizabeth. This Armigel dyed Zune the 20th. 1568. 
and was buried at Hampſtead in Middleſex. | 
Martin Forbiſher Rnight, born nigh Doncafter, was 

the firſt Eng/if:man who firſt diſcovered the North way 
t2 
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to China and Cathay, whence he brought great ſtore of 
black ſoft Stone, ſuppoſing it to be Silver Ore, - but it 
proved uſeleſs. He was Valiant and Violent. He was 
Knighted for his ſignal ſervice in 88. Having (with 
10 Ships) defended Breſf-Haven in Britain, againſt a 
far greater power of the Spaniards, he was ſhot in the 
fide. His wound not being mortal in it felf was ren- 
dred ſuch by the unskilfulneſs of the Chirurgeon, who 
having taken out the Bullet, left the bombaſt behind, ' 
wherewith the ſore feſtered, and the worthy Knighr 
dyed 1594. : 

George Clifford, Lord Clifford Veſcye, &c. Earl of 
Cumberland, was Son to Henry, ſecond Earl of that Fa» 
mily, by his ſecond Lady; A perſon wholly Compo- 
ſed of true Honour and Valour. In order to the cut- 
ing off the Spaniſh Sinews of War, their Money from 
the Weſt-Indies, this Earl ſet forth a ſmall Fleet at his 
own coſt, and Adventured his own perſon therein, be- 
ing the beſt born Engliſhman that ever adventured him- 
ſelf in that kind. His Fleet may be ſaid to be bound 
for no other Harbour but the Port of Honour, though 
touching at the Pore of Profit in his paſſage thereunto z 
I fay touching, whoſe deſign was not to enrich himſelf, 
but impoveriſh-the Enemy. He left Impreflions of his 
Valour and Mercy in all places where he came. Queen 
Elizabeth an. 1592. honoured him with the Dignity 
of the Garter. When King Fames came firſt out of 
Scotland to York he attended him with ſuch an Equi- 
page, that he ſeemed rather a King, then'Earl of Cum- 
berland. Here happencd a Conteſt between the Earl, 
and the Lord Preſident in the North, about carrying 
the Sword before the King in York ; -which Office was 
finally adjudged to the Earl, as belonging to him,” and 
whilſt Clifford*s Tower is ſtanding in York, that Fami- 
ly will never be forgotten.

St. Ealread, the Pious and Learned Abbot of R:- 
vaulx, was intimate with Dav. King of Scotland, and 
many perſons of prime Quality. He had an ative 
Soul, ' which he employed for the benefit of the pub- 
lick, He is generally accounted the Engliſh St. Ber- 
nard, and wrote de Virgamtate Marie, de Abnſionibus 
Clauſtri. . He refuſed ſeveral Biſhopricks, &c. prof- 
fered to him, and dyed 1 166. Whoſe Deacon 

Walter Daniel, trod in his Maſters foot-ſteps, and 
wrote on the ſame ſubje&, De YVirginitate Marie. He 
flouriſhed under King Hexry 2. and was buried in his 
own Abbey. 

Robert the Scribe, Prefect of the Canons Regulars 
at Bridlington, was extolled by Eraſmus for his fair 
and faſt Writing. Having left many Books to Poſte- 
rity, he dyed about 1180. and was buried in his Con- 
vent. 

Peter of Rippon, Canon of that Colledge, wrote a 
Book of the Life and Miracles of St. Wilfred the Foun- 
der thereof. There was a narrow place in his Church, 
through which chaſte perſons might eafily paſs, whilſt 
the incontinent did ſtick therein.

1 confeſs there might be ſome ſuch harrow 
place, the occaſion. as well-as Touch-ſtone of incontinen- 
cy, over which this Inſcription had been proper, A 
inveniam aut faciam Libidinoſas. The Steeple of this 
Church was blown down, the fall whereof beat down 
the Chancel. Peter flouriſhed 1190. under King 
Richard 1. 

- W. of Newhorough, born at Bridlington, was Canon 
Regular of -Newborongh. A fierce little Man, He 
charged Jeffrey of Monmouth with Forgery, and de- 
nies that there ever was ſuch a Man as King A thur, 
&c. | 'Tis faid, he was out of humour, becauſe Dav. 
Prince of Wales denied him the See of St Aſaph ; So 
it ſeems, for Wiliamhimſelf can tell an incredible to- 
ry, agd thereforeits likely, he would not have charg- 
ed a Falſhood upon another for the ſake of Truth only, 
He affirmeth, That #n the place of the ſlaughter of the 
Engliſh, nigh Battaile in Sufſex, if peradventure it be 
wet with any ſmall ſhowre, preſently the Ground 
thereabouts ſweateth forth very Blood, though it be the 
quality of the Soyl (naturally reddiſh) and nothing elfe. 
He flouriſhed under King Johx 1200. 

Roger Hoveden , of an Illuſtrious Family, bred in 
the Study of the Civil and Canon Laws, became a 
moſt accompliſhed Courtier under King Hexry 2. He 
is the chief (if not ſole.) Lay-Hiſtorian of his Age, 
writing a Chronicle, beginning where Bede ended, con- 
tinuing the fame until the fourth of King John, by 
which Chronicle King Edward tr. did partly clear his 
Title to the Crown of Scotland. He flouriſhed 1204. 

7e. of Halifax, commonly called De Sacro Boſco, 
was bred in Oxford, then in Paris; the prime Mathe- 
matician of his Age. All Students of Aſtronomy enter 
into that Art, through the door of his book De Spha- 
174, Hedyed ar. 1256. 


Robert 
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| Robert the Searcher, a Dominican, great Mathema: 
tician and Philoſopher, is reported to have lighted his 
Candle at the Devils Torch, to ſeek after ſuch ſecrets 
as hediddefire; Witneſs his Book of Ceremonial Mas 
gick. He flouriſhed under King Edward 2. 1326. 

Thomas Caſtleford 5 was a BenediQtine in Pontfratt, 
whereof he wrote an Hiſtory, from a Ark, a Saxon, 
the firſt Proprietor, to the Lacies, from whom thac 
Lordſhip deſcended to the Earls of Lancaſter. He 
flouriſhed about 1 326. : SR, 

Fo. Gower, born at Stitenham, of a-Knightly Famis 
ly ; was firſt a Student in the Law, then a Poet, and 
was the firſt Refiner of the Engliſh Tongue 3 But it 
ſcems he was made a Judge in his old Age. He taay 
be called the Engliſh Homer, having grown ftark blind 
with Age. He wrote (amongſt other Books) Spercus 
'Ium Meditants in French, Confeſſio Amantis in Engliſh, 
Vox Clamantis, in Latine. He dycd 1402. 

Fo. Marre, born at Marre, bred in Oxford, a Cars 
melite of great Learning, was praiſed by Trithemirnd 
and others, chiefly for his writing againſt 7. Wickliffe: 
He dyed 1407. and was buried in Prefer L 
| Thomas Gaſcoigne, younget Brother to Sir-W:ill;am, 
Lord Chief Juſtice, was born at Huntflzer, and bred 
D. D. in Bal. Colledge in Oxford, He was Commiſli- 
oner of that Univerſity, 1434, He was a great fol- 
lower of St. Hierom, whoſe Life he wrote. He Coms 
poſed a Theological Di#tionary , much eſteenfed by 
Divines in that Age. He was 57 years old, an; 
1460. | 

Fo. Harding, Eſquire, of ancient Parentage; was 
bred a Souldicr, doing good ſerviee at Roxborough-Cas, 
file agaiuſt the Scots, and following the Standard. of 
King Edward, adhered to him in his deepeſt diſtreſs, 
He adventured into Scarland, not without the manifeſt 
hazard of his Life, where he fo cunningly demearjed 

: Lf himſelf, 
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himſelf, that he found there, and fetched thence our of 
their Records, many Original Letters, which he preſent- 
edto Edward 4. Out of theſe he Colledted an Hiftory 
of the ſeveral Solemn Submiſſions publickly made, and 
 Oaths of Fealty, publickly taken, from the time of 
King Athelftan, by the Kings of Scotland, tothe _—_ 
of England for the Crown of Scotland, though the 
Scots affirm that ſuch — was only taken for Cam- 
berland, and ſome parcels held of England, on the 
South of Tweed. He wrote alſo a Chronicle of the 
Engliſh Kings, from Brurws to King Edward 4. He 
was living 1461. 

Henry Parker, a Carmelite at Doncaſter, and D. D. 
in Cambridge, Preached a Sermon in London, in which 
he endeavoured to prove, that Chriſts Poverty was the 
Pattern of Humane Perfeition, and drove the Nail fo 
far, that he was impriſoned by the Biſhop of Lendon' 
for the ſame, and ſince his Holineſs took the Biſhops 
part, Parker thought to recant at Pauls Croſs, where 
he had treached before. And from this time we may 
date the decay of the credit of the Carmelites in Eng- 
land, monlting their Feathers afterwards, till King 
Henry $. cut off their Wings and Bodies Politick. 
This Parker flouriſhed under Edward 4. 1470. 


Since the Reformation. 


Sir Francis Bigot Knight, wrote a Book againſt the 
Clergy, Of Impropriations. He was ſlain 1537. a- 
mong the Northern Rebels, wbo detained Loyal Per- 
ſons in their Camp, until the blind Sword, having A- 
ciem but not Ocainm, killed Friend and Foe in fury, 
without diſtinQion. 

Wilfrid Holme, of gentile Parentage, lived in thefe 
parts, when the two Northern Rebellions happened, 
and when the Popiſh-parry gave it out, that the Refor- 

mation 
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motion would ruine Church and State. Wilfrid ſtated 
the Controverſie truly, clearly and wittily, confuting 
the Prieſts falſe Reports, and the Peoples cauſleſs Jea-. 
loufies. He dyed 1536. - 

Thomas Roberſon, D. D. in Oxford, was a Gram- 
marian for Greek and Latine, and an excellent Teach- 
' er of Youth. He wrote Notes upon Lilly's Gram- 
mar. Robert, under whoſe name Que Genw is writ- 
ten may be the ſame with this Thomas. He flouriſhed 
1544. 

 rilian Hugh, bred in Corpm-Chriſti-Colledge in Ox= 
ford, wrote a Book, Entituled, The troubled Mans Mes 
decine, dedicated to Queen Katharine Par.) for the 
fatisfaftion of thoſe who were troubled about the final 
State.of their Children dying unbaptized. He dyed of 
the breaking of a Vein, 1549. 

Roger Aſcham, born at Kirby-Wetk.,, and bred in St: 
Fobns-Colledge in Cambridge, was Orator arid Greek Pro- 
feſſor of the Univerſity, and an. 1. Mary, wrote Let- 
ters to 47 ſeveral Princes, the meaneſt whereof was a 
Cardinal. Travelling into Germany he was familiar 
with Fo. Sturmins ; Aﬀer his return, he was a Teacher 
to the Lady Elizabeth, to whom (after ſhe was Queen) 
became Secretary for her Latine Letters. He was 
an honeſt man, a good Archer, and much delighted with 
Cock-fighting. His Latine Style was facile and fluent, 
witneſs his Letters. His To#:q1a@- is a Book good for 
young men, his Schsol-Maſter for old, and his Epiſtles 
for all Men. He dyed 1568. December 30. and was 
buried in St. Sepulchres in Londen. 

Sir Henry Savil Knight, born at Bradley, and bred 
m Oxford, became Warden of Merton-Coliedgezand Prov. 
of Exton, He ſet forth an excellent Edition of Hicrom, 
with Annotations, Copies of which were ſtoln (before 
the Printing thereof) by Popiſh Emiſſaries, and fent 
to France, and Printed there, with a Datine Tranſlas 
LH 2 tons 
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tion. His only Daughter was Married to Sir William 
Sidley of Kent, Barronet. He dyed at Eaton, 1549. 
and was interred there. He was an excellent Mathe- 
matician, witneſs his Learned Lefures on Exclide. He 
founded Mathematick, Profeſſors in Oxford, whereof 
one was Mr. Briggs, who had mightily pleaſed Sir 
Henry, with a certain curious demonſtration in that 
Science. 

Thomas Taylor,-born at Richmond, bred in Chriſts- 
Colledge in Cambridge ; entred into the Miniſtery at 
27 years of Ape, continuing in the ſame at Reading 
and London 35 years. A pious and charitable man, 
and a painful Paſtor. A little before his death ( 1632.) 
he avowed, that we ſerve ſuch a Maſter, who covereth 
_ zmper fettions, and giveth much wages for a little 
WorR. 

Nathaniel Shute, born at Gegleſwick,, and bred in 
Chriſts-Colledge in Cambridge, was an excellent Scholar 
and ſolide Preacher, (at St. Mildred Ponltrey, in Lon- 
aon) though nothing of his is extant in Print, ſave a 
Sermon, called Corona Charitatss, He was an uncom- 
fortable Preacher in one ſenſe, in that he left no hope. of 
imitation for ſuch as ſhould ſucceed him. He dyed 
1638. 


Foſiah Shute, Brother to Nathaniel aforeſaid, was 


bred in 7riny-Colledoe in Cambridge, and was after- 
wards Miniſter of St. ary Woolnoth in London ;, One 
of the moſt conſiderable Labourers in Gods Vineyard, 
that ever was beheld in Lombard ſtreet. He was good 
at both Poſitive and Controverſial Divinity, and had a 
ſtrain of Native Eloquence. Highly eſteemed. of his 
Pariſh, til] the beginning of our late Civil Wars, when 
ſome began to negle& him ; diſtaſting wholſome Meat, 
becauſe their Mouths were out of taſte. He dycd 
1640. and was buried in his own Church. One hour 
before his death, he chcerfully entertained ſome of the 
| Pariſhioners 
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Pariſhioners who came to viſit him, with this exprefſi- 
on, 1 have taught you, my dear Flock, for above 30 
years how tolive, and now I will ſhew you in a very ſhort 
time how to dye. ' Note, there were three other Bro- 
thers of this Foſiah, who were Miniſters, viz. Robert 
in Lyn, Thomas in Cheſter, and Timothy in Exeter. 

George Sandys, youngeſt Son of Sir Edwin Arch- 
Biſhop of York, was born at Biſhops-Thorp. A moſt 
accompliſhed Gentleman. He travel'd to, and wrote 
a deſcription of the Holy Land. He moſt elegantly 
Tranſlated Ovid*s Metamorphoſis into Engliſh Verſe, 
and Compoſed ſome ſpriteful and Maſculine Poems of 
his own. He dyed about 1642. 

To. Saltmarſh, of an ancient, but decayed Family, 
was bred (chiefly at the Charge of Sir Thomas Me- 
tham his Kinſman) in Magdalens Cilledge in Cambridge. 
He was a Poet and good Preacher. Be it charitably 
imputed to his Conſcience, that of a zealous obſerver, 
he became a violent oppreſler of Biſhops and Ceremo- 
nies. He wrote againſt my Sermon of Reformation, 
taking me for many points of Popery therein. I de- 
fended my ſelf in a Book called Truth maintained, to 
which he anſwered not, being informed | was dead at 
Exeter. He dyed (1650) in or about Windſor, (as he 
was riding to and fro in the Parliaments Army) of a 
burning Feaver, venting on his death ſtrange and exta- 
tical expreſſions, | 

Fer. Whitacre, born at Wakefield, was bred Maſter 
of Arts in S:dney-Colledge. He became School- 
maſter of Oheham, then Miniſter of Stretton in Rat- 
land, Being a Member in the late Aﬀ/ſembly, he be- 
haved himſelf with much Moderation. At laſt he was 
Preacher at St. MYpdalens Bermondſey, being a ſolid 
Divine, and a man made up of piety, pity and patience. 
He was viſited with many, and moſt acure diſeaſes, 
the Gout, Stone, and Ulcer in his Bladder, and ano- 
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ther in his Kidneys. His Liberality knew no bottom, 
but an empty Purſe,. ſo bountiful he was to all in want: 
He dycd 1654- and was buried in his own Pariſh. All

Sonift of Mart. Bucer, and an able diſputant. He was 
Vice-Chancellour of Cambridge, 15 54 Maſter of Pemb. 
Hall, Profeſſor of Divinity, and ReQor of Land- 
beach nigh Cambridge, but loſt all his preferment az. 1. 
Elizabeth, being deprived and imprifoned. He dyed 
1579- 

Jo. Muſh, bred inthe Engliſh-Colledge at Doway, 
 andin Rome, whence returning into England, he fiſhed 
for Proſclytes for ze years together, being for ſome 
conſiderable time impriſoned, at {aſt he procured his 
Enlargement. In his time happened the Schiſme be- 
twixt the 7eſuirs and Prieſts, which threatned Ruine 
to the Church of Rome. Aduſh went to Rome about it, 
and was very inſtrumental in Compoſing of thoſe dif- 
ferences. Returning into Exgland he was aſſiſtant to 
the Emgliſb Arch-Prieft. He wrote (among other books) 
Vitam & Martyrium D. Margareng Clithorea, - Whe- 
ther D. be for Domina or Diva, Lady or Saint, [ 
know not ; I take her for ſome Gentlewoman in the

Thomas Scot, born at Rotheram, (which he aſſumed 
for his Name) was Fellow of Kings-Colledge, after- 
wards Mafter of Pemb. Hall, in Cambridge, and Chan- 
cellour of the Univerſity. He bailt on his proper coſt 
( ſaving ſomething helped by the Scholars ) the fair 
Gate of the School, with fair Walks on each fide, and 
a Library on the Eaſt thereof. This Thomas having 
felt the ſharp tusks of the Boar (when impriſoned by 


King Richard 3. for reſigning the Great Seal of Eng- 


land to Queen Elizabeth, the Relitt of King Edward 4.) 
he advanced that Kings Creſt (being the Boar) on the 
aforeſaid Gate, meerly to ingratiate himſelf. He was 
ſucceſſively Provoſt of Beverly, Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
Lincoln, and laſtly Arch Biſhop of York; Lord Keeper 
of the Privy Seal,-and Chancellour of England. Ma- 
ny were his BenefaQtions to the Pablick, of whichnone 
more remarkable then his founding 5 Fellowſhips in 
Lincoln Colleage in Oxford, Hedyed at Cawood of the 
Plague, 1500. | 

Fo. Alcocke, born at Beverly, (where he built a 
Chappel, and Founded a Chantry for his Parents) was 
D. D. in Cambridge, and became Biſhop of Ely, and 
was preferred Lord Chancellour of England by King 
Henry 7. He turned the old Nunnery of St. Radegund, 
(Founded by Malcolm King of Scotland) into a New 
Colledge, called 7eſws in Cambridge. He was a Learn- 
ed and Pious Man, decealing 1 500. 
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Since the Reformation. 


Mr. Harriſon of Leeds, built anew Church 
in that Town, the old one being too ſmall for the pu+ 


merous Parithoners. 


M1 emorable Perſons. 


Paulinus de Leeds,was fo far from buying a Biſhopriek, 
- that when a Briſhoprick bought him, he refuſed to accept 
it. King Henry offering him the Biſhoprick of Car- 
lile, with an Addition of '300 Marks to the yearly Re- 
. venue, which he refuſed. He flouriſhed 1186. 

W. de la Pole, born at Rgvensford, for Wealth and 
Skill in Merchandize, inferiour to none in England, re- 
ſided at Kingſton upon Hull, He lent King Edward 3. 
many thouſunds of pounds, in recompence whereof the 
King made him Valet (5. e. Gent.) of the Bed-Cham- 
ber, and Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, &c. 
giving him the Precedency and Honour of a Knight 
Banneret, though he was not- made in the Field with 
the uſual Ceremony. He dyedabout 1359

Edward 2. An. 9. SimonWard ; the Male line of 
his ancient Family expired in Sir Chriſtopher Ward, 
Standard bearer to King Henry 8. at Bolleign. Helived 
at Grindal, leaving three Daughters Married to the 
Families of Szr:ckland, Muſgrave and Oſborn. 

Edward 3. An. 17. Themas de Rekeby, was twice 
(1351, and 1355) Lord Juſtice of Ireland, He in 
part extirpated the damnable Cuſtom of Coigng and Lis 
very, in that Ringdom, whereby the Commander in 
Chief extorred from rhe people Horſe-meat, Mang 
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meat, and Money at pleaſure, without any fatisfa&ion 

for the ſame. This Cuſtom was begun in the: time of 
King Edward 2.-by Maurice Fitz-Thomas, Earl of 
Defmond; Inreference to which this Rekeby uſed to ſay, 

that he would eat in Wooden diſhes, but would pay for his 

Meat GC eld and Silver.

' Henry 6. An. 11, Henry Bromfleet, Mil. was ſent 
the year following, with other Ambaſſadours, to the 
Council of Bafi!, and returning was created-Lord Yzſcy, 
in the right of his Mother ; And though in his Patent, 
' that: Title was entailed on his Heir-Males only, yet 
Margaret his ſole Daughter and Heir Married to 7o. 
Lord Clifford, (Father to Henry, firſt Earl of Norchurm- 
berland of that Sirname) derived the Barony into that 
Family, which at this day they enjoy. 

22, Edmund Talbot. Mil. (though not related to the 
honſe of Shrewsbury) was of a Family of ancient extra- 
Qtion, ever ſince King Henry 2. He was Father to Sir 
Thomas, one very zealous for the Houſe of Tork, and 
a ſervant to King Richard 3, who beſtowed an Annui- 
ty of 40 pounds per Anmmon him. A Branch of theſe 
Talbots are removed into Lancaſhire, and from thoſe in 
York-ſhire, Col. Thomas T albet is deſcended.

He was 
beſieged by the Northern Rebels, ar. 1569. in Ber- 
zards-Caſtle, which he delivered, upon condition they 
might depart with their Armour. After the ſuppreſſi- 
on of the Rebels, their Execution was committed to 
his care, wherein he was ſevere unto Cruelty, many 
well meaning people having been (in their ſimplicity 
drawn in, under a pretence of doing the Queer ſer- 
vice. Theſe Sir George hung up by Scores, (by the 
Office of his Marſhalſhip) and had hung more, if Mr, 
Bernard Gilpin had not interceeded for their Lives.

That at arflon- Moor , July 2. 1644: was out 
Engliſh Pharſalian Fight, to the Loyal Cavaliers, 
Prince Rupert having raiſed the Siege at Tork, drew out 
his Men into the Aoor, with intention to fight the Ene- 
my, though his Souldiers were weary, and the ex- 
peted Recruits were not come-z and beſides if the 
Parliaments Army had been then let alone, ſuch were 
their Animoſities, that they had fallen foul among them- 
felves, had not the Prince, preparing- to fight them, 
cemented their differences to agree againſt a General 
Enemy. But the Prince was not informed of ſuch dif- 
ferences. But being preſſed by the Kings Command 
to fight the Enemy ſpeedily, and having received In: 
telligence that the Enemy had the day before, ſent a- 
* way 7000 Men, (who yet returned before the Fight) 

he proceeded fo far, that it was too late to draw oft, 
the Parliaments Forces neceſſitating them to fight, and 


about four of the Clock in the Afternoon, the Battle.

Fame with her Trumpet ſounded their Flight as- far as 
Oxford, the Royaliſts rejoycing with Bonefires for the 
Victory ; But within few dayes, their Bayes, by a 
mournfal Metamorphoſis, were turned into Willow ; For 
Cromwel with his Cusraſſires, did the work of that day, 
Some ſuſpetted Collonel Hurry (lately converted to the 
Kings 
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Kings ſide) for foul play herein ; for he divided the 
Kings old Horſe into ſmall Bodies, alledging this wa 

. the beſt way to break the Scoriſh Lanciers. But thoſe 
Horſe alwayes uſed to charge together, were much diſ- 
compoſed with this new ode. Beſides a right Valiant 
Lord, ſevered with a Ditch from the Enemy, did not 
attend, till the Foe forced their way unto him. The 
Van of the Kings Foot being led up by the truly Ho- 
nourable Collonel John Ruſſel, impreſſed with unequal 
numbers, and diſtanced from ſeaſonable ſuccour, be- 
came a Prey to their Enemy. - The Marqueſs of New- 
caſtles white Coats (who were ſaid to bring their Wind- 
ing ſheet about them into the Field) after thrice firing, 
i to it with the But-ends of their Muskets, and were 
invincible, till vowed down by Cromwel”s Cuiraſſiersy 
they were almoſt all ſlain. Great was the Execution 
of that day, Cromwel commanding his Men to give no 
Quarter. Various the numbering of the ſlain of both 
fides z yet I meet with none, mounting them above 6.

Saints. 


Flaccus Albinus, (alias Alcuinus) born (probably) 
in York, ( where he was advanced) was bred under 
'Ven. Bede, and became a man of ptodigious Learn- 
ing, He was Maſter to Charles I. Emperour, who 
owed unto him the beſt part of his Title, the Great, 
being made Great in Arts and Learning'by his Inſtru- 
ions. He founded the Univerſity in Paris, ſo that 
the Learning of the Frevch was a Taper lighted at Our 
Torch. His Name puts me in mind of their malitious 
and filly Anagram upon Calvin, viz. Calvinus Lucia- 
mw, who wasan Atheiſt, though there were many wor- 
thy perſons of the ſame Name. The ſame Anagram 
is found in Alcuinus, He was firft made Abbot of 
St. Augnſtines in Canterbury , and afterwards of St. 
Martins in the City of Tours in France, anddying 780 
he was buried in a Convent appendant to his Monaſte- 
ry. Many of the Modern Saints in the Church of Rome, 
muſt modeſtly confeſs, that on a due and true eſtimate, 
Our Alcainw was worth many ſcores of them, ſo great 
his Learning, and Holy his Converſation. 

Sewal, bred in Oxford, was Scholar to St. Edmund, 
who was wont to ſay to him, Sewald, Sewald, thou wilt 
have many Aﬀttions, and aye a Martyr. Nor did he 
miſs mach of his Mark therein, though he met with 
Peace and Plenty at firſt, when Arch-biſhop of Tork; 
But afterwards oppoſing the Pope, who intruded one 
Jordan an Italian to be Dean of Tork, he was for his 
con- 
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contempt, Excommunicated. Note, that at the ſame ' : 
time, there were 300 Benefices poſſeſſed by Hralians, 
who did not only teach in the Church, but muſ-reach by 
their laſcivious and debauched Converſations.

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his ſecond Queſtion, contrary to the expeation of Dr: 
Playfere, replying upon him with ſome paſſion, Gem- 
' moſts mihi Stomachum, to whom Morton returned, Gra- 
tutor tibs Reverende Profeſſor de bono tuo Stomacho, cena- 
bis apud me hac note. He was ſucceſſively preferred 
Dean of Gloceſter, Wincbeſter, Biſhop of Cheſter, Cos 
wentry and Lichfield, and Durham. The Foundation 
which he laid, of Forreign Correſpondency with emi- 
nent perſons, of different perſwafions, when he attend- 
ed as Chaplain to the Lord Evers, (ſent by King James 
Ambaſſador to the King of Denmark, &c.) he built 
upen unto the day of his death. In the late Long Par: 
liament, the diſpleaſure of the Houſe,of Commons fell 
heavy upon him, partly, for ſubſcriBfing the Biſhops 
Proteſtation for their Votes in Parliament ; partly, for 


refuſing to reſign the Seal of his Biſhoprick, and Bap- 


tizing a Daughter of John Earl of Ratland, with the 
Sign of the Croſs ; two faults, which compounded to- 
gether, inthe judgment of honeſt and wiſe men, a- 
mounted to an High Iznocence. Yetthe Parliament al- 
lowed him 8co pounds a year, (a proportion above 
his Brethren) for his Maintenance. | But the 7rampet 
of their Charity gavean uncertain ſound, not affigning 
by whom, or whence this Sum ſhould be paid. In- 
decd the ſevere Yotes'of Parliament ever took full ef- 
| fed, according to his obſervation who did Anagram it, 
VOTED, CUTE D. But their Merciful Votes 
found not ſo free performance ; however this good Bi- 
ſhop got 1050 pounds out of Goldſmiths Hall, which 
- afforded him ſupport in tis Old Age. He wrote «-

Richard Stock, bred in St. Johns-C olledge in Cam- 
bridge , was Miniſter of All-hallowes Breadſtreet in 
Londen, by the ſpace of 32 years, till the day of his 
death ; where (if in Health) he omitted not to Preach 
twice every Lords day, with the approbation of all 
that were Judicious and Religious. Dr. Davenant 
was his conſtant Auditor, whillt lying at Lodon. He 
prevailed with ſome Companies, to put off their wont- 
ed Feſtivals from Mondays to Tueſdays, that the Lords 
day might not be abuſed, by the preparation for ſuch 
Entertainments. Though he Preached often in Neigh- 
bouring Churches, he never negle&ed his own, being 
wont to proteſt, That it was more comfortable to him 
to win one of bis own Pariſh, then twenty others. Preach- 
ing at St. Pals Croſs, when young, it was ill taken

This Diviſion proved the Confuſion of Wales, whoſe 
Princes were always at War, not only againſt the Eng- 
Liſe, but mutually with themſelves, to enlarge and gde- 
fend their Dominions. Of theſe Three, North-Wales 
was the Chief, being left to Mervin eldeſt Son to Ro- 
derick aforeſaid z the Princes whereof (by way of E- 
minency, were ſtiled the Princes of Wales, and ſome- 
times Kings of Aberfrow) paid to the King of Loder, 
p_ 63 pounds, by way of Tribute, the ſame ſum 

cing like wiſe paid to the ſaid King, by the Princes of 
Powzs and South-Wales, However South-Wales { called 
by the Natives Debenbarth, 5. e. the Righr-ſide, be- 
cauſe nearer the Sun) was of the- three, the largeſt, 
richeſt, and moſt fruitful ; But this Country being con- 
 tantly infefted with the Invaſions of the Engliſh and 
Flemings, had North-Wales preferred before it, as more 
entire, and better ſecured from ſuch Annoyances. Hence 
it is that the Welſh-Tongue retaineth the purity thereof 
only in North-Wales. The Soil moſtly riſing up into 
Hills and MountainS, is of a lean and hungry Nature ; 
yet is the ill quality recompenced by the good quanti- 
ty thereof z Whence it was that a ' Worſhipful Knight 
in Wales, who had a fair Eftate therein, faid to an Eng- 
liſh Gentleman, (who bragged that he had in England 
ſo much Ground, worth 40 Shillings an Acre,) You 
have 10 yards of Velvet, and I bave 200 of Frize, # 
will not exchange with you. However there are in Wales 
moſt pleaſant Meadows along the ſides of Rivers; and 
as the ſweeteſt Fleſh is ſaid to be neareſt the Bones, ſo 
moſt delicious Vallies are interpoſed betwixt theſe 
Mauntains. The Inhabitants are Healthful, Strong, 
M mm 4 Swift 
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Swift and Witty, which. is imputed to the elear and 
wholſome Air of the Mountains, the cleanly and mode- 
rate Diet of the people, and the hardneſs whereunto 
they are inured from their infancy. 

Of Natural Commodities, there is Si/yer, whereof 
Cardigan-ſbire yields Royal Xines ; in theſe Mountains, 
viz. Comſomelock, Tallabant, Gadarren, Bromfloid, 
Geginnan, | and- Cammerrum. The Romans began. to 
Mine here, (as appears by their Coynes found therein) 
working in Trenches, (about 24 Fathom deep) and 
found plenty of Lead. The Dares and Saxons wrought 
100 Fathom deep, and found great plenty of the ſame, 
fill cheir Works were drown'd with water. Cuſtomer 
Smith, about the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, diſ- 
covered Silver in Comſomelock_: After his death the de- 
. fign was proſecuted, and more perfected by Sir Hugh 
Middleton Knight, Coyning the Silver to his great 
Charge, (as his Predecefſor had done) at the Tower ; 
Aﬀter whioſe death, Sir Francs Godolphin of Cornwat 
Knight, and Thomas Buſhel Eſquire ,* undertook the 
Work, King Charles 1. granted to them power of 
Coinage at Hverrucky, in that County. Thomas Buſhel 
(Sir. Francts dying, and. Comſomelock, being deſerted) 
adventured on the ather five Mountains, and at laſt 
theſe Mines yielded 100 'ponnds a Week, (beſides 
Lead amounting to half as much) Coyned at Aberrusky 
aforeſaid. The Pence, Groats, Shillings, Half-Crowns, 
&c. of this Silver, had the Oſtrich Feathers (the Arms 
of Wales) ſtamped on them. The Civil Wars dif- 
compoſed all the Wark. I will add no more, but on- 
ly make mention of that ingenious invention, '\where- 
by the Miners are fupplyed with freſh Air ; This. is 
done by twa Mens blowing wind with a pair of Bel- 

lows, on the outſide of Adir, into a Pipe of Lead, dai- 
ly lengihned as the Mine is made longer, whereby the 
Exndle ip the Mine is daily kept burning, and the dig- 
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Thereis Lead found in many places of Wales, but in 
Carnarvan-ſhire the beſt. Plenty of Goats are bred 

here, eſpecially in Montg re. As for Manu- 
fadtures, the Britiſh generally bearing themſelves high, 
on the account of their-gentile extraction, are better 
pleaſed in the employment of their. Yalopr then La- 
bony, and therefore there are only thoſe few that follow, 
Frieze, of which Henry Prince of Wales, having a 
Suit, ahd: being checkt by a bold Courtier for wear- 
ing theſame many Weeks together, Would (ſaid he) 
that the Cloth of my Country would laſt alwayes.

Nicholas Hereford, (probably) of Britiſh | 
extraction, D. D. in Oxford, and a ſecular AMP. 
Prieſt, oppoſed Tranſubſtantiation ; maintain o- 
ed that Clergy-men ought to be ſubject to their reſpec- 
tive Princes, that Monks and Friers ought to live by 
their own Labour z That all ought to rule themſelves 
by the Word of God. He (with Philip Repington ) 
was made to recant his Opinions at St. Panls Groſs in 
London, 1382. After which Repington proving a Per- 
ſecutor of his party, was made Biſhop of Lincoln, and 
afterwards made a Cardinal. Hereford being not ſo 
forward, was impriſoned (with John Purvey his Part- 
ner) by Arch-Biſhop Arundel. | 

Reginald Peacock, D. D. in Kings-Coledge in Oxford, 
was Biſhop firſt of St. 4ſaph, then of Chicheſter. For 
20 years together he favoured the Opinions of Wicklife, 
and wrote much in defence thereof, until in a Synode 
held at Lambeth by Thomas Boucher, Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbary, 1457. he was made to recant at Pauls Croſs, 
(his Books being burnt before his eyes) confuted' with 
ſeven ſolid Arguments, thus reckoned up, Authoritate, * 
Vi, Arte, Fraude, 1Metu, Terrore & Tyrannide. Some 
believe, that he recanted his recantation, others that he 
was privily madg away in Priſon. 


Cardinals. 


Sertor of Wales, (by ſome named Fontanerins V a- 
laſſus) was General of the Franciſcans 1339. then Bi- 
ſhop of Maſſile, and afterwards Arch-Biſhop. of Ra- 
vera, He was made Cardinal by Pope Innocent 6. 
but dyed before he received his Cap. Among many 

ks, he wrote a Comment on St. Auſtin, De Civit. 
Dei, Hedycd at Padza in Iraly, and was therein bu- 
: | ried 
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ried in the Church of Saint Anthony. 


Prelates: 


Marbod Evanx went over into France » when the 
Danes were'haraffing this Land, There he became Bi- 


Sementioſa, flouriſhing 1050. 

Walter de Conftantits, Arch-Deacon of Oxford, was 
preferred Biſhop of Lzixcoln, then Arch-Biſhop of Re- 
han, by King Richard 1. whom he attended into the 
Holy-Land, by Sea and Land ; Inſomuch, that ſome 
will have him Sirnamed from his conſtancy to his Ma- 
ſer in all conditions. He effeQually ſupprefled the Ty- 
ranny of William Longchamp, Biſhop of Ely. He af- 
terwards interred King Richard at Font-Everard, and 
inveſted King Joh: with the Principality of Normandy, 
and dyed about 1206. 

Caducanus Biſhop of Bangor, left his Biſhoprick, and 
became a Ciſtertian Monk in Monaſterio Durenſs, and 
being no leſs happy then induftrious in his endeavours, 
wrote a Book of Sermons, and another called Specu- 
Jum Chriftianorum, He dyed under the Reign of King 


Henry 3. 1225.

Hugh Fohbnes, Batchelour of the Laws in Oxford, 
was made Biſhop of Landaffe, May 5. 1566. The

Robert Recorde, well deſcended, was bred in Oxford, 
where he proceeded Dr. of Phyſick, He wrote five 
famous Treatiſes, viz. of Arithmetick, Aſtrology, Ge- 
ometry, Phyſick and Metals , and was well skilled in 
Anatoniy, Coſmography and Muſick, He wrote alſo of 
Auricular Confeſſion, and De Negotio Euchariſtie, with 
which ſubje&ts no Roman Catholick, is to meddle. He 
flouriſhed under King Edward 6. about 1550. 

Thomas Phacer, was bred (l believe) firſt in Oxford, 
then in Londen, a general Scholar, and well verſed in 
- the Common Law, wherein he wrote a Book, De Na- 
tura Brevinm. He afterwards proceeded Dr. of Phy- 
ſick, He Tranſlated out of the French many uſeful 
Books, 1. Of the Peſiilence. 2. Of the Grief of Chil» 
dren. 3. Of the Nature of Simples. 4. The Regiment 
of Natural Life. Helikewiſe Tranſlated Virgi[s E- 
neads, He dyed and was buried in Londen, 1550. 

Albane Hill, Dr. of Phyſick, wrote much on Ga- 
len, and was famous at home and abroad, flouriſhing 
(as I conjefture) about 1550. 


Writers. 


Petrok., bred in Ireland, fixed himſelf in Cornwal, 
after his return, the place of his abode being called 
Petrok Stow, corruptly Pad-Stow, where many eminent 
Scholars were brought up under him. He delighted 
in, and wrote a Book of. Solitary Life. He was re- 
puted a Saint, and there is a Church at Exeter, dedi- 
cated to his Memory, G ildas

Blegabride, Langairide, a great Scholar, and Dr-

Landaffe. He-to the Honour of his Country, and uſe 
of Poſterity, Tranſlated the Laws of Howel, the moſt 
modeſt King of Wales, and flouriſhed 914. E, 

© Salephilax the Barde, ſet forth a Genealogy of the 
Britains, and flouriſhed 920. | | 

Gwalterus Calenims, Arch-Deacon of Oxford, highly 
prized for his great Learning, went over into Britain 
in France, and thence retrieved'an ancient Manuſcript 
of the Britsſh Princes; from Brutus to Cadwalader, and 
Communicated the ſame to Jeffrey of Monmouth, to be 
Tranſlated by him, into Latine. He continued the 
fartie Chronicle for 400 years together, till his own 
time. He flouriſhed 1120. under King Henry 1. 

Gualo Britamus, was from his youth a Servant to 
the ſes, and a lover of Poetry. His Pet fell foul 
on the Monks, writing invedtives againſt their wanton- 
neſs, impoſtures, and covetouſneſs, with ſuch caution, 
that he incurred no danger thereby. He flouriſhed

William Breton, a great Scholar, and deep Divine, 

was (2s ſome affirm) a Franciſcan at Grimsby in Lin- 
coln-ſhire.' He wrote {beſides many other Books) an 
Expoſition of all the hard words in the Bible, and ſuch 
the reputation thereof, that in the Controverſje be- 
twixt Stand:fh Biſhop of St. Aſaph, and Eraſnius, the 
former appeals to Breton's Book, about the interpreta- 
tion of a place in Scripture, He dyed at Grimsby; an.

Utred Bolton, travelled to Dzrvam in troubleſome 
times, and there became a BenediQtine, The prompt- 

ne 
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tneſs and pleaſantneſs of his parts, commended all things 
' that hedidor ſaid. Coming to Oxford in the heat of - 
the difference betwixt Wicklife, and his Adverfaries, 
he agreed in ſome things with him z Whereupon one 
Jordan a Dominican falling foul upon him, he expreſſed 
himſelf more openly for Wicklife, eſpecially in that 
his ſmart Book, Pro veris Monachis With which Jor- 
dan was ſo incenſed, that he uſed his utmoſt endea- 
vour to get Bolton Excommunicated, who flouriſhed 
under King Richard 2. 1330. 

Jo. Gwent, aFranciſcan in Oxford, became Provin- 
cial of his Order throughout all Britain. He wrote 
a Learned Comment on Lombard”s Common places, and 
was a man of admirable prudence. He dyed at He- 
reford, 1348. | | 

Fo. Ede, a Learned and Religious Man, wrote ſe- 
veral Comments on Ariſtotle, Peter Lombard, and the 
Revelation. He was chief of the Franciſcans Convent 
in Hereford, where he was buried, in the Reign of 
King Henry 4. 1408. | 

David Boys (in Latine Boethins) ſtudied in Oxford. 
He procured the Writings of Fo. Barningham, and 
beſtowed them on the Library in Cambridge. He was 
befriended by Eleanor Cobham, Dutcheſs of Gloceſter, 
whence we collect him at leaſt a parcel-Wickisfite. He 
wrote (amongſt many others) a Book of double Im- 
mortality, and another about the madneſs of the Haga- 
rens.” He was Prefe& of the Carmelities in Gloceſter, 
where he dyed 1450.

Sir 70. Rheſe, alias Ap Ryſe, Knight, Noble by his 
Lineage, but more by his Learning, was well verſed 
in the Britiſh Antiquities, and was a zealous Aﬀertor of 
the credit of We!n-Authors, againſt Pol. Virgil. He 
wrote 
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wrote a Treatiſe of the Exchariſ#, and was a favonr= 


er of the Reformation, flouriſhing under King Edward. 
..6, 1550. 
| Fo? Griffin, firſt a Ciſtertian in Hales-Abbey in Glo- 
cefter, became a Preacher after the diflolution of his 
Convent, Preaching many Sermons in Engliſh, and wri- 
ting them in Latize. He flouriſhed under Edward 6. 
an. 15 50. | 

Hugh Bronghton, of gentile, but poor Parents, was 
ſent by Mr. Gilpin to Chrifts-Glledge in Cambridge, of 
which he became Fellow. He was famous for hisskill 
in the Hebrew, a great Ornament to that Univerſity. 
He was ſomewhat hot and peremptory in his Opinions. 
He wrote niany Books, whereof one ealled rhe Conſent 
of Times, carrieth the general commendation. *Tis 
reported, that he procured Mr. Gilpin his Mecenas, 
to be moleſted by Dr. Barnes Biſhop of Durham, in 
expettation of his Parſonage, as ſome ſhrewdly ſuſpett. 
At laſt being fixed in London, he taught many Citizens, 
and their Apprentices the Hebrew Tongue. His Ser- 
mons were rather curions then edifying, which was the 
cauſe that he had numerous Auditors. He dyed about 
,1600. | 
Hugh Holland, Fellow of Trinity-Colledge in Cams 
bridge, was an excellent Latine Poer ; Being diſaffect- 
ed to the Proteſtant Religion, he Travelled into 1raly, 
where he let fly freely againſt the credit of Queen E- 
lizabeth. Whence he went to Roe, and in his re- 
turn, he touched at Conſtantinople, where Sir Tho- 
-as Glover, Ambaſſadour for King 7ames, called him 
to an account for his Scandalum Regine, and impriſon- 
ed him for ſome time. Being enlarged he returned 
into England, where mifling of preferment, he grumb- 
led out the reft of his Life in viſible diſcontentment. 
He niaJde Verſes in deſcription of the chief Cities in 
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Europe, wrote the Chronicle of Queen Elizabeths Reign 
and a Book of the Life of Mr. Cambden, which were 
never Printed. He had. a competent Eſtate in good 
Candle-rents in London, and dyed about the bepinning 
of the Reign of King Charles I.

It is ſeemingly barten, and really fruitfiil; affording 
plenty of good Wheat, and Mill-ſtones ts grind it; 
There are ſeveral Trees digged up here, out of mdriſh 
places, which are firm and fit for Timber. They ate 
black within as Ebony, and are uſed by Carvers for iti- 
laying Cupboards, &r. Yea Haſle-nwts are foiind iiti-

Prelates. 


Guido de Mona, (that is of Angleſey) was Biſhop 
of St. Davids, and Lord Treaſurer of England under 
King Henry 4. though the Parliament moved, that no 
Welſhman ſhould be a State Officer in England. He 
dyed 1407. 

Arthur Bulkley, Biſhop of Bangor, though bred Dr. 
of the Laws, never read, or forgot the Chapter de S4- 
crilegio, for he ſpoyled the Biſhoprick, and: ſold the 
five Bells, being ſo over-officious, that he would: g5 
down to the Sea to ſeethem Shipped. He was ſadden- 
ly deprived of his ſight, and dyed 1555. 

William Glyn, D.D--bred in, and Maſter of Qzeens- 
Colledge in Oxford, was an. 2. Mary, preferred Biſhop 
of Bangor. An excellent Scholar z being conſtant to 
his own, and not cruel to oppoſite judgments ; he cau- 
ſed no perſecution in his Dioceſs. He dyed ay. 1. E- 
 lizabeth; whoſe Brather 7effrey, Dr. of Laws, built 

and endowed a Free Scheol at Bangor. 


Siauce the Reformation, 


Rouland Merrick, Dr. of Laws, was born at Bodin- 
an, bred at Oxford, where he became Principal of 
New- Inn-hatl, and afterwardsa Dignitary in the Church 
of St. Davids. He procured the impriſonment of Ro- 
bert Ferrar his Dioceſan, in the dayes of King Eqd- 
ward 6, who was afterwards Martyred in the Reign of 
Queen Afary. Mr. Merrick was Conſecrated Biſhop 
of Bangor, an. 2, Elizabeth, 1559. He was Father

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to Sir Gilly Merrick Knight, who loſt his life for en- 
gagins with the Earl of Eſſex, 1600. 

Lancelot Bulkley, was barn of a then Right Wor- 
ſhipful (fince Honourable) Family, one 6f whoſe fait 
Habitations is near Beumaris, He was bred in Brazen- 
Noſe-Colledge in Oxford, and afterwards became firſt 
Arch-Deacon, and then'Arch-Biſhop of Dyblin, .

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BRECK NOCK-SHIRE. 


B Rechnock-(bire hath Radnor-ſhire on the North, Car- 

digan and Carmarthex-ſhire on the Weſt, Glamor- 
gen:ſhire onthe South, Hereford and Monmoutb-ſhire 
on the Eaſt. In length 28, and in breadth 2o miles. 
The ſruitfulneſs of the Vallies in this Shire maketh a- 
mends for the barrenneſs of the Mountains. Brecknock, 
the chief Town hereof, doth at this preſent time-af- 
ford the Title of an Earl to Fames Duke of Ormond, 
the firſt that ever received that Dignity. About . 400 
years fince, a Daughter of Gzlb. and Maud Betket, 
(and Sifter to /Thomas Berket) was by King Henry 2. 
beſtowed in Marriage on one Butler an Engliſh Gentle- 
man. Him King Henry ſent over into Ireland, and 
(endeavouring to expiate Beckets blood) rewarded him 
with large Lands, ſo that his Poſterity were created 
Earls of Ormond. 

In this County there is plenty of Orters in Brecknock 
Meer, the Wool whereof is much uſed in making of

As for Wonders, ?tis reported by Speed, that Cloaks, 
Hats and Staves, caſt down from the top-of an Hill, 
(called Mouchy Denny or Cadier Arthur) and the North- 
Eaſt Rocks, would never fall, but were with the air and 
wind ſtill returned back, and blown #p again, nor would 
any thing deſcend, ſave a Stone or ſome metallin- ſub- 
fkance. When the Meer Lynſavathan (within two 
Miles of Brecknock) hath her frozen Ice firſt broken, 
it yields a thundering noyſe ; and thereis a Tradition, 
that where that Meer ſpreadeth its waters, ſtood a 
fair City, till ſwallowed up by an Earthquake, which

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is not improbable, firſt, becauſe all the Highways of 
this County do lead thither, ſecondly, Pro/ermy doth 
place in this Tra& the City Loventrinum, which Mr. 
Cambaen could not recover, and therefore likely to be 
drown'd inthis Pool; the rather hecauſe Levenny is the 
name of the River running by it. 


Saints. 


St. Canoch, Cadeck, Sons, and Keyne Daughter to 
Bragban King, builder and namer of Brecknock, (who 
had 24 Daughters, all Saints, though only St. Keyne 
ſurvived) flouriſhed about 492. of whom St. Cadeck is 
reported a Martyr ; and all had in high Veneration a- 
mongſt the people of Sourh-Wales. 

St. Climtanke was King of Brecknock. It happened 
that a Noble Virgin gave it out, That ſhe wonla newer 
Marry any man except the ſaid Kins, who was ſo zea- 
lous a Chriſtian. A Pagan Souldier, purpoſely to de- 
feat her deſire, killed this King, who left behind him 
the reputation of a Saint, 


Prelates. 


Giles de Bruſe, born at Brecknock,, was Son to Wi/- 
liam de Bruſe, Baron of Brecknock, a prime Peer in 
his time. This Giles became Biſhop of Hereford, and 
in the Civil Wars, ſided with the Nobility againſt 
King Fohn, on which account he was, baniſhed, but at 
length returned, and recovered the Kings favour. His 
Paternal Honour and Inheritance was devolved upon 
him, ard from him, after his death, tranſmitted to his 
Brother Reginald, - who. Married the Daughter of Leo- 
Lne Prince of Wales, His Eftigies on his Tomb in 
Hereford Church, holdeth a Steeple in his hand 1 
whence it, is concluded that he built the Belfres of thas 
Cathedral. He dyes 1215. Nnn 3 Since 
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Since the Reformation. 


Thomas Howel, born at Nangamarch, bred Fellow 
of Teſus-Colledge in Oxford, became a moſt meek man, 
ard excellent Preacher. His Sermons, like the waters 
of Siloah, did run ſoftly, gliding on with a ſmooth 
ſtream, King Charles I. made him Biſhop of Briſtol. 
He dyed 1646. leaving many Orphan Children behind 
him. I have been told, that the Honourable City of 
Briſtol hath taken care for their comfortable Educa- 
f10n.

Stateſmen. 


Henry Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, ſet up King 
Richard on- the Throne, —— afterwards in 
vain to depoſe-him ; the King compaſhng him into his 
clutches, through the treachery of Humphrey Baniſter, 
the Dukes own Servant, the Sherift liezing him in 
Shrop-ſkire, where he was digging of a Ditch in a dif- 
guiſe, He was beheaded at Sariſbury, without any 
Legal Tryal, 1484. 


Memorable Perſons. 


Neſta, Daughter to Gruffin Prince of Wales, and 
Wife to Bernard of Newmarch, a Noble Norman, 
and Lord by Conqueſt of this County, was an Harlot 
to a young Gentleman. MAahel her Son havins pot this 
Stallion into his hands, uſed him very hardly, wnere- 
with Veſta being madded, came into open Court, and 
on her Oath before King Henry 2. publickly proteſt- 
cd, that Mah?! was none of Newmarch his Son, but be- 
gotten on herin Adultery. This if true, ſpake her diſ+ 
Goneſty, if falſe, her perjury; true or falfe, her Peer- 
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leſs :mpudency. Hereby ſhe diſinherited Mahel, and 
ſetled a vaſt Territory on Sybil her ſole Daughter, 
Married afterwards to 24h Earl of Hereford. 


Note, that when Mr. Speed, in purſuance of his De- 
ſcription of Exgland, paſſed this County, 8 perſons. 
who had been Bayliffs of Breckneck gave him courte- 
ous entertainment.

Being in form like a Horn, wider towards the North ; 

This County 
though remoteſt to England, was ſooneſt reduced: to 
the Engliſh Dominion, as being nearer to the Sea, 
which affarded a more convenient paſlage to the Engliſh, 
who were potent in Shipping, and invaded this Coun- 
ty in the Reign of YVilliam Rufus ; and Henry 1. be- 
ſtowed the ſame entirely upon YYV:ilam de Clare. In

He repaired to 
King Henry 7. (lately landed at 21;ford Havesx with 
contemptible Forces) with a conſiderable acceffion of 
choice Souldiers, marching with them to Boſworth. Field, 
where he right valiantly behaved himſelf, He was in 
reward of his good ſervice made Knight of the Garter, 
He rebuilt Emel:ne'in this County, and called it New- + 
Caſtle, being ons of his Principal Seats, and one of 
the lateſt Caſtles in Wales. In the 4th. year of King 
Henry 8. he conducted 500 Horſe ag the Siege of The- 
rouene. 

VValt. de Devereux, Son of Devereux, and 
Cicely his VVife (ſole Siſter to Thomas Bourchier laſt 
Earl of * Efſex,) was born in the Town of Carmarthen, 
and by Qucen Elizabeth Created Earl of Efſex, in 
Right of his Mother. ' Being a Martial Man he Arti- 
cled with Queen Elizabeth, to maintain ſuch apropor- 

- tion of Souldiers at his own coſt, and to have the fair 
Territory of —— Clandebuy in the Province of Ulfer 
(in Ireland) for the Conquering thereof, To maintain 
his Army, he fold his fair inheritance in Eſſex. Over 
he goes into [reland, with a noble Company of Kin- 
dred and Friends, ſfupernumerary Voluntcers, above 
the proportion of Souldiers agrecd upon. Sir W. Firz-

(before he was born) in their Country, the King his 
Fataer, having cauſed a Crown to be fet on Queen 
E/:anor's Belly, when {he was big with this Prince. 
As tliis gave the Britz:/:s a full intereſt ing ſo it begat in 
them a particular vene:ation for the ſucceeding Engliſb 
Monarchs, This Edward (ſucceeding to a V Viſe and 
 Vidtorious Father.) did -Frange himſelf from his Sub- 
jeas, and in effect ſubjected himſelf to Pierce G aveſton, 
his French Ainion, and after his Execution, to the 
two Spencers, Engliſhmen, yet equally odious for their 
inſfolence. Hence it was that he firſt loſt the love of 
his Subjeds, then of his Queen, (the vacuity of whoſe 
Bed was quickly filled up) then his Crown, then his 
Life,. being Murdered at Berkley Caſtle, September 22. 
1327. |

Richard Vaughan, born at Nuffrin, or elſe at Etrin; 
was bred in St. Fohns-Colledge in Cambridge, - became 
ſucceſſively Biſhop of Bangor, Cheſter and London; 
a very Corpulent Man, but Spiritually minded, an ex- 
cellent Preacher, and pious Liver. A pleaſant man 
in diſcourſe, eſpecially -at his Table ; uſing frequently 
this expreſſion, Ar Meals be glad, for ſin be ſad, and 
indeed he was a Mortified man. Nothing could tempt 
him to betray the Rights of the Church to Sacrilegioas 
Hands, not ſparing ſharply to reprove ſome of his' owh 
Order on that account. He dyed March 3o; 1607, 
-I will add, (arcording to an Epigram which was made 
upon; and Yireced to him) —— Fartienda' docuit, do- 
cenda fecit. Having been none cf thoſe unhappy nien, 
Qui ſciunt & non docent, or Qui docent & non vivunt. 

Henry Roulands, bred in Oxford, was Conſecrated 
Biſhop of Bangor, November 12. 1598. He bought

He reduced a portion of Tithes in the Pariſh of C>-- 
wen, (appropriating to tae Church to its former Eſtate: 
He ask d leave of Kins Fdward 1. to make his Willy 
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whereby he bequeathed much of his Plate, rich Veſts 
and Books to the Canons of that Church, and his Chap- 
lains, dying 1313. \ 


Since the Reformation. 


Godfrey Goodman, born of Wealthy Parentage, bred 
under his Uncle (of whom . hereafter) in Weſtminfter- 
School, then in Trinity-Colledge in Cambridge, where 
he Commenced D. D. was ſucceſlively preferred Pre- 
bend. of Windſor, Dean of Recheſter, and Biſhop of 
Gloceſter. He lived ſince, but was no friend to the Re- 
formation, conſtantly complaining of the firſt Refor- 
mers, amongſt whom he noted Ridley, as a very Odd 
Man ;, One being then preſent, My Lord, (ſays he) 
He was an Odde Man indeed, for all the Popiſh Party 
in England, could not match him with his equal in Learn- 
ing and Religion. He is the only inſtance (among(t 200 
Biſhops ſince Queen Elizabeth) who was Popiſhly af- 
fefted. He was a harmleſs man, hurtful to none but 
himſelf, pitiful to the Poor, hoſpitable to his Neighbours, 
againſt the ruining of any of an oppoſite Judgment, and 
gave the moſt he lefr to pious uſes, He was no. con- 
remptible Hiſtorian. He was made Biſhop 1624. and 
dyed about 1655- in Weftminſtez.

William Salesbury, born in this County, (where his 
Family flouriſheth at this day) compoſed an Engliſh 
and We ſb Dittionary, Printed 1547. He dyed 1560. 


Benefattors to the Pablick_ſince the Reformation. 


Sir Thomas, Son of Sir Richard Exmew, was born 
at Kithin, and bred in London a Goldſmith, and was 
Lord 
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Lord Mayor thereof 1517. Beſides Benefa&tions in 
his own Country, and to St. Mary Magdalens in Milk- 
ſtreet, London, (where he lyes: buried). he made the 
VVater-Conduit by London VV all, at Moor-Gate. 

G abriel Goodman, Son of Edward Goodman Eſq; was 
born at Rithin, afterwards D. D. in St. Johns-Colledge 
in Cambridge, and Dean of YYeſtminſter, (for forty 
years). The Bible was Tranſlated into YYlſh on his 
coſt. He founded a School-houſe in Ry:hir, with a 
competent Salary, and ere&ed an Almſhonuſe therein 
for 12 poor people. He repaired the Houſe for the 
Minſter (there called the YYarden) of Rythin, farniſh- 
ing it with Plate, &c. which were to deſcend to' his 
Succeſſors. He purchaſed a fair Houſe thereunto, at 
Cheſwick in Middleſex, where with his own hands he 
ſet a fair row of Elmes, for a Retiring place to the Ma- 
ſters and Scholars at YVeftmnſter., He was made one 
of the Executors of the Will of our Engliſh Neſtor, the 
Lord Treaſurer Cecil, for the diſpoſing of great ſums to 
charitable uſes. He dyed 1co1. and is buried in the 
Collegiate Church of Y/YVeſtminſter, whereof he ſo well 
deſerved, asof all England, Mr. Cambden performing 
his perambulation about.jt on his Expences. 

- Sir Hugh Midaleton, Son of Sir Richard Middleton, 
was born at Denbigh, and bred in London, This is 
that worthy Knight, who fetcht into London, VV ater 
on his own coſt, more then 24 Miles, encountring all 
the way with an Army'of Oppoſitions, grapling with 
Hills, ſtrugling with Rocks, fighting with Foreſts, till 
in defiance of difficulties, he had brought his Proje#to 
Perfettion, A potent perſon, and an idle Spectator 
ſtruck in, and by his greatneſs poſſeſſed a Moiety of the 
profit, whilſt the Honour thereof will remain Erter« 
nally fixed to the Memory of Sir Hugh Middleton.

Aſaph, born of Right Honourable Farentage, was 
bred at Llan-Elvy, under Aung the Scotch Biſhop of 
that place, who had a Convent of 663 Monks (almoſt 
the zumber of the Beaſt) whereof 300 being more —— 
unlearned then the reſt, were employed in Husbandry, 
Amongſt the reſt (who attended Divine Service) St. 
Aſaph was eminently conſpicuous for Picty and Learn- 
ing, infomuch that Mnngo, Lin Latine Querrigernm) 
being called into his Country, reſigned both his Con- 
vent and Cathedral to him.. Here he demeaned him- 
ſelf with ſach Sanftiry, tnat Llan-Elvy was after his 
death, called from him St. Aſaph.

Owen Glendower, born in his ancient Patrimony of 
Glendower-Wye, was bred in Lendon, a Student of the 
Common Law, till he became a Courticr and Servant 
to King Richard 2. After whoſe death, being inthe 
wrong ſide of preferment, he retired into Wales, 
where there aroſe a difference between him and the 
Lord Gre of Ruthen, about a Common, which Owen by 
force recovered from Gre, whom he killed. Many 
fpur'd his poſting Ambition, by telling him he was 
the true Heir to all Vorth-Wales, and now or never 
the time to regain it ; whereupon he brake into open 
Rebellion. Being angry with the King, his Revenge 
fell upon God; burning down the fair Cathedrals of 
Bangor, and St. Aſaph- Doing miſchiefs to others, 
he did no good to himſelf. King Henry 4. found it 
more eaſie to. depoſe King Richard then ſubdue this 
Owen, who had taken Roger Earl of March, and next 
Heir to the Crown, Priſoner,

Elvodug uw Probut, was Vir ſui Nominis; he lived at 
Bangor 
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Bangor Monachorum, in that Age the Cambridge and 
Oxford of all Britain. He wrote many Books, (and 
- particularly a Chronicle of his Nation) which the Envy 
of Time hath denied to Poſterity. Amongſt many 
eminent Men whom he had for his Scholars, 'there was 
the Learned Nemmim, commonly called Vennins El- 
vodugi. This Elvoduge flouriſhed 950.

Meredith Hanmer, D D. was born in this County, 
where a good Family of his Name flouriſh at H2»- 
meer, at this day. He was Treaſurer of Trin-Colledge 
in Dublin. He Tranſlated the Eccleſ. Hiftories of 
Euſeb. Socrates, Evagrims, &c. into Engliſh, wrote 
an Ephemeris of the 1riſh Saints, and a Chronicle of 
that Country. He dyed at Dublin of the Plague,

Benefaftors to the Publick, ſince the Reformation. 


Richard Clough, born at Denbigh, was a Choriſter 
in Cheſter, whence he removed to London, where he 
became an Apprentice to, and afterwards Partner with 
Sir Thomas Greſham. Having lived ſome\time at An- 
twerp, he Travelled to Feruſalem, where he was made = 
Knight of the Sepulchre. Some aftirm that ſome T hou- 
ſands of pounds were disburſed by him, for the build- 
ing-of the Royal Exchange, and that it was agreed be- 
twixt him and Sir T homas Greſham, that the Survivour 
of them fhould be Heir to the other, on which ac- 
count they ſay, that the Knight carried away the main 
of the Eſtate. He pave the impropriation of Killken 
in Flint-ſhire, worth 109 pounis per armnam tio the free 
School in Denbigh, beſides his Benefaftion to the new 
Church thesze. He dycd 15. 
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Memorable Perſons. 


Thomas ap William ap Thomas ap Richard ap Howe, 
ap Evan Vaughan, &c. Eq; was born of an ancient 
worſhipſul Parentage at o/fon, This Gentleman be- 
ing called at the Pannel of a Jury by the aforeſaid 
Names, was adviſed by the Judge, in the Reign of 
King Henry-2. to contratt his Name, who thereupon 
denominated himſelf Mofton, A leading caſe to the 
Gentry in Wales, who (leaving their Pedigrees at home) 
carry ane Sirname only abroad with them.

Civiltans, 


Sir Edward Carne, deſcended from a good Family, 
flouriſhing at Wenny, was bred (I believe) in Oxford, 
Dr. of the Civil Law, and was Knighted by Ch. 5. Em- 
peror. He was diſpatched to Rome by King Henry 8. 
for his Excuſator to his Holineſs, (upon intelligence of 
his intention ſhortly to cite that King to appear in Rome) 
to remonſtrate, that his Grace was not bound by Law 
ſo to appear. This he effectualily performed, plead- 
ing, that the Emperor was fo powerful at Rome, that 
he could notexpedt Juſtice ; declaring that unleſs they 
deſiſted, he muſt appeal thence to ſome able Men in 
ſome indifferent Univerſities; and if this were refuſed, 
he proteſted a Nullity in all that they did. A bchavi- 
our which ſpake him of no leſs Valour then Ability. 
Queen Mary highly prized him, and no whit the leſs 
for his cordial appearing for Kinz Henry, in the matter 
of her Mothers divorce, imputing it to the diſcharge of 
his Calling, in him whootherwiſe was a thorough pa- 
ced Romanift, and whom ſhe employed Ambaſſadour 
to the Pope. | After her death, he ſtill reſided at Rome, 
and by Command from Queen Elizabeth, repaired ro 
Pope Paul the 4th, to give him an account, thar his 
Miſtriſs was called to the Crown of England; To 
whom the Pope returned, That Enzland was a Fee of 
the Church of Rome, and that ſhe con!d not ſucceed, as 
beins 
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bring illegitimate. This Pope would have no Prince as 
his equal, but all ſubjeft under his Foot Beſides, he 
commanded Sir Edward to lay down his Office of Am- 
baſſadour, and under pain of the greater Excommuni- 
cation, and confiſcation of his Goods, not to go out of 
the City, bat to take upon him the Regiment of the 
Engliſh Hoſpital therein, So that I ſee not how Queen 
Elizabeth can be taxed by the Papiſts for a Schiſmatick, 
being thruſt from the Church of Rome, by the Pope 
himſelf, ſo barbaroufly treating her Ambaſſador, whilſt 
as yet ſhe had madeno alteration in Religion ; though 
' I confeſs ſome conceive that the crafty old Knight was 
well contented *with his reftraint, wherein he dyed,

MERIONETH-SHIRE. 


HET hath the Sea on the Weſt,Cardigan- 
ſhire on the South, and Carnarvan and Denbigh- 
ſhire on the North. It is extream Mountainous, yea 
ſo high the Hills therein, that it is reported, that men 
may diſcourſe one with another on the tops thereof, 
and yet hardly meet (beneath in the Valley) in a dayes 
time, On theſe Mountains great numbers of Sheep 
are fed. Mr. Cambden takes ſpecial notice of the beau- 
ty and comlineſs of the Inhabitants of this Shire. There 
is a place at this day called Le Herbert upon this. Ac- 
count. During the differences betwixt the Houſes of 
York and Lancaſter, Dav ap Jenkin, ap Enion, a ſtout 
Gentleman on the Lancaſtrian fide, reſolutely defend- 
ed 
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ed the Caſtle Arleck againſt King Edward, 4. until Sir 
William Herbert, (afterwards Earl of Pembroke) ſo fu- 
riouſly ſtormed it, that immediately it was ſurrendred. 
There is a Lake in this County called Zhin-Teg:id (in 
Engliſh Pimble-mear | through which the'River running, 
preſerveth his Stream by himſelf) diſcernable by the 
diſcolouration thereof) with the Fiſhes peculiar there- 
unto. This ſame fear ſwelleth not with the many 
waters that fall thercin, whilſt a blaſt of Wind will 
quickly make it mount above the bounds thereof. Do- 
gelthy a Market Town in this County, has Wells three 
Miles high, viz. the Mountains that ſurround it, hath 
a Steeple that groweth therein, the Bell on a Tengh-Tree, 
and more Alchouſes, then Houſes, Barns, &c. being 
uſed for their Tipling Conventicles, I mean good-fellow- 


ſhip. 


Saints. 


AMP. St. Thelian, bred under Dubritiuzs Biſhop 
of Landaff, was much envied for his Holirfeſs by one 
of the Commanders of the Pitts, who haraſſed his 
Country ; That Bravo ſent 2 lewd Strumpets, ſuppo- 
ſing by their tempting tricks to entice this Holy Man. 
Theſe Women counterfieting madneſs (whereby they 
might take the moreliberty to themſelves of filthy diſ- 
courſe) returned diſtrafted indeed, not having under- 
ſtanding enough tq relate the cauſe of their ſad misfor- 
tunes, which wrought ſo much on the Souldier, that he 
received the Faith, was Baptized, and ever after had a 
great veneration for this our Saint, who afterwards ac- 
companicd Sir Dav. Biſhop of Menevia to Feruſalem, 
and -returning into his own Country, by his fervent 
Prayers freed the ſame from the Plague, wherewith it 
was then much infeſted, He dyed February 9. about 
563. 

Note 
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Note, that this County (abounding with Sheep) was 
not a little beholding to Zudwal their Prince, who 
(King Edgar impoſing on him a yearly Tribute, the 
preſenting him with 300 Wolves) did free this County 
from Wolves. | 


MON I GOMER Y-SHIRE. 


Men fe hath Cardigan and Radnor-ſhire 
on the South, Shrop-ſhire on the Eaſt, Denbigh- 
ſhire on the North, and Merioneth-ſhire on the Weſt. 
in this County are many high Hills, and many delight- 
ful fruitful Vallies. Afontgomery is the chief Town of 
the County ; of which there never was any Earl, un- 
til the Reignof King James, who created Philip Her- 
bert, ſecond Son to Henry Earl of Pembrook, Baron 
Herbert of Shurland, and Earl of Montgomery. There 
are excellent Horſes bred in this County. 


Proverbs. 


I. Y Tair Chiwiorydd ; In Engliſh the 3 SiFters, 
whereby are meant the 3 Rivers, of Wye, Severn and 
Rhidaial, ariſing all 3 inthis County. The Tradition 
is, that theſe 3 Siſters were to runa race, which ſhauld 
be firſt Married to the Ocean; Severn and Wye having 
a grear Journey to go, choſe their way through ſoft 
Meadows, and kept on a Travellers pace, whilſt 
Rhiddial ( preſumiag on her ſhort Journey) ſtaid before 
ſhe went out, and then to recover her loſt time, __ 
uri- 
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furiouſly in a diſtrafied manner, with her mad ſtream, 
over all oppoſition. It is applyable to children of the 
ſame Parents, but of different diſpoſitions, and courſes 
of lives, ſo that their Cradles were not ſo zear, but 
their Coffins are as far aſunder.. II. Pywys Paradwys 
Cymry, That is, Powts 1s the Paradiſe of Wales. This 
Proverb referreth to Teliefſen the Author thereof, at 
what time Pew# centained all that pleaſant Land lying 
betwixt Wye and Severn. Ill. Gwan ds Bawlyn Ha- 
fren, Hafren fydd hifel cynt ; TT hat is, fix thy Pale 
(with intent to fence out his water) in Severn, Severn 
will be as befere, applyable to ſuch who undertake pro- 
jeas above their power to perform. 


Writers. 


George Herbert, born. at Montgomery-Caſtle, was 
bred Fellow in Trimity-Cilledge in Cambridge, and Ora- 
tor of the Univerſity, where he made a Speech of the 
return of Prince Charles ont of Spain, Waving world- 
ly preferment, he ſerved at Gods Altar. So pious his ' 
Life, that as he was a Copy of Primitive, he might 
be a Pattern of Sandity to Poſterity, He never men- 
tioned the Name of Feſus, but with this Addition, ny 
Maſter, next God, tke Word, he loved the Word of 
God, being heard often to proteſt, That he would not 
part with one leaf thereof for the whole World, By 
his good Example, he gained many to the Church. 
He was Preacher at Bemmerton nigh Sa/z#bury, (where 
he built a fair Houſe for his Succeſſor) and Prebendary 
at Leighton, (founded in the Cathedral of Lincoln) 
where he built a fair Church, with the aſſiſtance of 
ſome Friends free Offerings. When a Fricnd of his 
went about to comfort him with the remembrance 
thereof, as a good work, he returned, 7t is 4 good 
work, if ſprinkied with ile Bord of Chriſt, Hedyed 
163.. Whoſe Frether, Eaward 
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Edward Herbert, Son to Sir Richard Herbert Eſq, 
and Suſan Newport his Wife, was born at Montgomery- 
Caſtle, Knighted by King 7ames, who ſent him over 
Ambaſſadour to France. Afterwards King Charles 1. 
created him Baron of Caſtle- Iſland in Ireland, and ſome 
years after, Baron Cherbury in this County. He was 
a moſt excellent Artiſt, aad rare Linguiſt,\ ſtudied both 
in Books and Men, He wrote a Treatiſe of the {ruth 
in French, extant at this day, with great Honour in 
the Pope's Vatican, He Married: the Daughter, and 
ſole Heir of. Sir William Herbert, of St. Fultans, in 
Maonmonth-ſnire, with whom he had a large inheritance 
both in England and Ireland. He dyed in Auguſt, 1648. 
and was buried in St. Gzles in ths Fields, London. A 
fair Monument (of his own invention) was begun, and 
almoſt finiſhed in the Church of Montgomery. 


Memorable Perſons. 


_:Hawzs Gadarn, aLady of remark, ſole Daughter 
and; Heir .to Owen ap. Gruffyth, Prince of Powss Wen- 
wianwin, was juſtly Sirnamed Gadarn, i. e. Hardy. 
Her 4 Uncles Lheweiyn, To. Griffith, Vaughan and Da- 
vid, detained her. inheritance from her. Gzve (ſaid 
they) a Girl a, lattle Gold, and Marry her, God and. 
Nature made Land for men to manage. Hereupon Haws 
. complained to King Edward 2. wno cammiſerating her 
condition, conligned his Servant Fohn Charleton (born 
at Apple in Shropſhzre.) a Vigorus Knight, to Marry her, 
creating him in her Right, Baron of Powis. Being af- 
ſited with the Kings Forces, he took three of her Un- 
cles Priſoners, (about 1320) brought the fourth to a 
Compoſition ; and finally recovered all his Wives E- 
ſtare, procuring alſo the Lands of her Uncles, in de- 
fault of their IiT;e Male to be ſerled on her. 

TJelines Herring, was born at Flambere- Mayre, 1582. 
Hig 
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His Anceſtors (for the ſpace of almoſt 200 years) 
had been in their courſe chief Officers of Coventry. 
Tulines was bred in Sidney-Colledge in Cambridge, and 
became Preacher at Calk, in, Derby-ſbire, Shrewſbury, 
and Rendbury in Cheſhire, being one of a Pious Life, 
but difaftedted to Church Diſcipline, he was prohibited 
his Preaching here, and called over to Amfterdam, 
where he continued Preacher to the Engl;ſh Congre- 
gation, ſome years well reſpeted, and dyed 1644.

Onmouth-ſhite may be called an Engliſh-Welſh 
County; For whereas formerly all Welſh Coun- 
ties ſent but one Knight to Parliament, this had 

the priviledge of two, and it is not ſubjett to the Welſh 
Juriſdiftion, but to the Governance of the itinerant 
Judges, who ride Oxford Circuit. As for Manufaftures, 
the beſt Caps were formerly madeat Monmouth, where 
the Cappers Chappel doth till remain. The Statute 
of the 13th. of Queen Elizabeth, c. 19. (Enadting 
that Caps ſhould be worn by all perſons) was repealed 
ar. 39. Eliz

Henry of Monmouth , Son to King Henry 4. (by 
Mary one of the Danghters and Heirs of Humfrey de 
Bohun Earl of Hereford) and whom he ſuccecded on 
þ. -* the Throde, (being the fifth of that Name) and began 
| his Reign March 20. an. 1413. Bcing extravagant in 

his Youth, he had been by the King his Father, expel- 
" Ted his Council, (ſubſtituting his younger Brother, the 
Duke of Clarence Preſidert in his ſtead) for the ſame. 
No ſooner was his Father dead, but he reclaimed him- 
ſelf, and became a Glory to his Country, and a conſtant 
Terror to his Enemies; yea, and baniſhed all his idle 
Cornpanions from Court, allowing them a competency 
for their ſubſiſtence. When the Lord Chict Juſtice 
(who had ſecured him when Prince, for ſtriking him 
for the Commitment of ſome of his lewd Companions) 
he net only forgave him, but rewarded his Juſtice, In 


his 
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his Reign a Supplication was preferred, that the Tem* 
poral Lands piven to pious uſes, but abafively ſpent» 
might be ſiezed on by the King. This was wiſely a* 
warded by Chichley Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, by 
putting the King on the deſign of recovering France. 
Yea, this King by his Valour, reduced Charles 6. King 
of France to ſuch a condition, that he reſigned his King- 
dom into his hand, and our King Henry 5. was ac- 
cordingly Crowned in Paris King of Frarice. There 
the French found him as good (or rather worſe) as his 
Promiſe, which he made to the Dolphin, (who ſent 
him a Barrel of Paris Tenns-Balls) ſending ſuch Eng- 
liſh- Balls, that they proved fatal tothem. He dyed at 
Boys St. Vincent, ult. Ang. 1422. and was brought 
__ over with great Solemanity, and interred in Weſtminſter. 
Abbey. 


Saints. 


St. Amphibalus, a Citizen of Carljon. See the Saints 
in Hereford. ; 

St. Aaron, a wealthy Citizen of Carlion, was Mar- 
tyred under Diocleſian the Emperour, 30:. Note, 
' that the three firſt Bririſb Martyrs, viz. Alvan, Am- 
phibalus and Aaron have, the firſt a Latine, the ſecond 
a Greek, and the third an Hebrew Name. 

St. Fulius of Carlion, ſuffered with Aaron aforeſaid. 
Note, that Carlion (now a ſmall Town) was once a 
great City, reaching a Mile in length, and compre- 
hending St. Zul:ar's, a Houſe of late Sir Wiliam Her- 
bert's, nowa Mile diſtant from the Town. 


. Cardinals. 
Geffery of Monmouth, is avouched by ſome to have 


' been made Cardinal, but it is improbable, that ſo much 
| PpP | honour 
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honour ſhould be done unto him whilſt living, who 
was ſo ſolemnly diſgraced after his death ; his Books 
being then publickly prohibited by the Court of Rome. 
See Writers in this Shire. : 

Fohn of Murmouth, D. D. and Canon of Lincoln, 
was choſen Biſhop of Landaff, 1296. after that See 
had been 7 years vacant. * He was a Learned and Pious 

Divine. - Beſides other BenefaQions to his See, he pro- 
cured the ReQory of Vewland, in the Forreſt of Dean, 
to be appropriated thereto ; But Biſhop Ketchin after- 
wards impoveriſhed the ſame, more then all his Prede- 
ceſſors had endowed it in 4co years. This John dyed 
April 8. 1322. and was buried in St Afaries Chappel. 

Walter Caitiiupe, Son to William the elder, Lord 

Canti/upe, (whoſe prime reſidence was at Aberp avennie 
in this County) was made (by Henry 3.) Eiſhop of 
Worceſter. tie would not yield to the Popes Legate, 
who complained of many Clergy-men keeping their 
Livinss againſt the Cancns, intending to make room for 
the Fopes Favourites, or force ſuch irregular incum- 
bents to a Compoſition. Fe was one of a keen nature, 
\ . Whoſe two-edged ſpirit did cut on both ſides, againſt 

the King and Pop?.' Againſt the former, he fided with 
the Barons, to whom he promiſed Heaven for the re- 
werd of their Rebellion againſt their Prince, though it 
coſt him an Excommunicatien from the Pope, who 
was the more forward in denouncing that fatal Sen- 
tence againſt him, becauſe he had told. Ruſland his Le- 
gatc, coming hither 1255. that he would preferr him 
to be bang'd on the Gallows, rather then ever conſent 
to ſuch expilation cf the Church, as aforefaid. Lying 
on his death-bed, he was touched with true remorſe 
for his diſloyalty, and obtained -Abſolution. He dyed 
Febrnary, 1267. whom I beFold as Uncle to Thomas, 
the Sair,te.! Biſliop of Here/ord. | 
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| Richard de Clare, alias Strongbow, born (probably ) 
at Srringule Caſtle, was Earl of Stringule and Pembrook, 
A perfon of effeQual performance. It happened that 
Mac Murngh, an. 1167. being expelled his Territo- 
ries, for ſeveral Tyrannies, by the Lords of Meath 
and Conaigbt, repaired to King Henry 2, and"invited 
him to Ireland. That Politick King ſent, over this R. 
Strongbew (with 1200 Men) who poſſeſſed _himfelf of 
the Ports of Leinfter and Monrnfter, with large Lands 
thereunto belonging ; inſomuch that the'King growing ' 
jealous of his greatneſs remanded him home, andcom- 
manded him to ſurrender his Acqueſt into his hands, 
which done; he received them by regrant fromthe King; 
ſave that' Henry reſerved the City of Dublix for him- 
ſelf. This Srronghow is commonly called Domitor Hi- 
' bernie, the Tamer of Ireland. Yet ſome of the great 
. Lords there did ſtill retain the Power and Title of . 
King ; Witneſs the Preface in the Commiſſion, where- 
by King Henry 2. made William Fitz- Adelme his Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, Archiepiſcopis, Epiſcopis, Regibus, 
&c. Salutem. This Earl dyed at Dublin, 1177. 

Sir Roger Williams, ' born cf an ancient Family at 
Penroſs, was firſt a Souldier of Fortune under the Duke 
of Alva, and afterwards ſerved Queen Elizabeth. A 
man extreamly forward to Fight. When a Spaniſh 
Captain challenged Sir 7ohn Norris to fight a ſmgle Com- 
bat (which was beneath him to accepr, being x Gene- 
ral) this Roger undertook the Dox. And after they 
had fought ſome time (both Armies beholding them) 
without any hurt, they pledged each other a deep 
draught of Wine, and ſofriendly departed.» Another 
time at mil-night, he aſſaulted the Camp of the Prince 
of Parma, nigh Yenlee, flew ſome of the Enemies, and 
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ierced to the Tent of the General. He bravely de- 
ended Sluſe, whilſt any hope of help. 

William Herbert, Earl of Pembrook, with Sir Richard 
his Brother, + were bath. valiant Men, and- as faſt Friends 
to King Edward 4. as projeffed Facs to. Ricbard Nevil 
Earl of. Warwick, Leading; the. Army of the Welſh, 
in the Bafile, of. Banbury, with their Poll-Axes, they 
twice made way through the Battle of the Northerz 
men. (which ſided with King, Henry, 6.) without any 
Mortal Wound. There ks tha Tradition in the No- 
ble Family of the. Herberts of. Chierbury, that this Sir. 
Richard their Anceſtor, ſlew. that day 140 Men, with 
his. own hands, in . paſſing and. repaſſing through the 
Army.; Guns not being then in faſhion, the Poll-Axe 
was the next. Mortal Weapon, eſpecially in ſuch a 
dead Hard as this Kuight had. . He is reported alſo to 
be of a.CGiants\Stature, the Pegs being extant in Aont- 
Lomery.Caſile; whercon he uſed to. hang his Hat at din- 
ner, which ng. Man. of an ordinary height can reach 
with his hand at. this day.'. However, both theſe brave 
Brethren,, circumvented with the ſubtilty af their Foes 
(Odds at any time may be bet on tne fide of Treachery, 
againſt Valour) were brought. ro Banbury, beheaded 
and buricd, the Earl at 7interne, and Sir Richard at 
Abergaveny in this County. |

Henry Plantagenet, firſt Dake of Lancaſter, 
was born in Monmouth Caſtle, the chief Seat of his Ba- 
rony. He is commonly Sirnamed the Wry neck, and 
by others more rightfully the good Duke off Lancaſter. 
He was Head of the Guild of Crpms-Chriſti in Cam- 
bridge, and the firſt Founder of a Colledge, ſocalled in 
that Univerſity. Indeed the Land was little he confer- 
red thereon, bur great the Conntenance of ſo eminent 
a perſon, in procuring and ſetling their 24rtmain. He 
dyed 1361. and was buried in the Collegiate Church at 
Leiceſter, which he Founded. Blanche his only Daugh- - 
ter, which had Iſſue, was Married to John of G aunt, 
Duke of Lancaſter. | 


Since the Reformation. 


W. Fobnes, born in Monmouth, was forced thence 
for not being able to pay 3 5s. and 4d. Flying to Lon- 
aon, he became firſt a Porter, and then a Factor, and 
Soing over into Hamborough made ſuch a Vent for We 
Cottons, that what he found Drugs at home, he left 
Dainties beyond Sea, He Founded a fai ool in 
Monmouth, allowing 50 pounds yearly for the Maſter, 
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with 100 pounds Salary to a Leftarer, beſides a State- 
ly.-Almſhouſe for 20 poor Folk, each of them having 2 
ooms and-a Garden, with half a Crown a Week ; 
All which BenefaQtions he ſubmitted to the overſight of 
"the Honourable Company of Haberdaſters in London, 
who at this day right worthily diſcharge their truſt here- 
in." He dyed 16—.

William Evans, was two yards and an half in height, 
being Porter to. King Charles I, He was ſomewhat 
lame, knocking his Knees together, and going out ſqual- 
ling wits hjs Feet;' yet made he a ſhift to Dance in an 
Antimask-at.

| ror 4s ſurrounded on all ſides with the Sea, 

ſave on the North-Eaſt, where it boundeth on Car- 
digan,' and the Eaſt, where it butteth on Carmarthen- 
ſhire. *Tis very plentiful of all things neceſſary for 
Man's livelyhood, and the Eaſt part thereof is the-plea- 
ſanteſt place in ail Wales. It affordeth plenty of Fiſh, 
eſpecially about Tenby-y- Piſcoid, having its naine from 
the abundance thereof. A part of this County is peo- 
pled by Flemings, placed there by King Henry 1. to 
defend the Land given them againſt the Welſh, and their 
Country is called Little England beyond Wales. Inthis 
County there is a Breed of very good Fauicons, called 
Peregrines. King Henry 2. paſſing hence into Ireland, 
caſt off a Norway Goſhawk at one of theſe : but the 
Goſhawk taken at the ſource by the Faulcon, ſoon fell 
down at the Kngs Foot, which performance in this 
ramige, made him yearly ſend hither for Eyeſſes. Of 
Buildings, the Cathedral of Sr. David is moſt eminent, 
begun by Biſhop Peter in the Reign of King Fohw. 
The Roof thereof is higher then any in Ergland. - It 
acknowledged ſubjeQtion neither to Rome nor Canterbury, 
till the Reign of King Henry 1. | 


Princes. 


Henry Tathar, Son to Edmund Earl of Richmond, 
and Margaret his Lady, was born at Pembroke, in the 
Reign of King Henry 6. Whena younz man, he lived 
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In Exile in France, where he contracted a permanent 
habit of Frugality. Having vanquiſhed King R:chard 3. 
in Boſwortb-field, and Married Elizabeth, eldeſt Daugh- 
ter to King Edward 4. He Reigned King of England 
by the name of Hexry7. He is generally conceived 
a moſt politick Prince z yet many think his judgment 
failed him, when refuſing the proffer of Colambus, for 
diſcovering of America ; but ſuch his warineſs, he 
would not tamper with coſtly Contingencies. He 
was the firſt King. who ſecretly ſought to abate the 
formidable greatneſs (the Parent of many former Eng- 
I; Rebellions) in the Engliſh Peerage. Hereby he 
taught the Commons to claim 7uriſdiftion by the 
name of Priviiedze, and made them able in time to 
conteſt with Sovereignty. He ſurvived his Queen, 
by whom he had the beſt Title to the Crown, about 
five years, His greateſt fault was, grinding his Sub- 
j<&s with grievous exattions. He was moſt Magni- 
ficent in thoſe Structures he left to Poſterity ; among 
which. his Devotion to God, is ſeen in two-Chappels, 
the one at Cambridge, the other at Weſtminſter His 
Charity to the poor in the Hoſpital of the Savoy, his 
Magnificence to himſelf in his own Monument of 
Suilded Copper , and- his vanity to the World, in 
building a Ship called the Great Harry, of equal coſt 
ſay ſome, with his Chappel, which foon after ſunk 
into the Sea. He much employed Biſhops in his ſer- 
vice, finding them honeſt and able, He deceaſed at 
| Richmond, April 22. 1509. and was buricd in his 
Magnificent Chappel at Weſtminſter, having prohibi- 
ted by his Will, the Interment of any perſon or 
p*rfons whatſoever therein, ſave thoſe of the Royal 
Blood. 
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Saints. 


Fuſtinian, a Noble Briton, with' his own inheri- 
tance, built a Monaſtery in the Iffand of Ramſey in this 
County, where many Monks lived happilz under his 
Juriſdi&ion, until three of them murdered him in ha- 
tred of his Sanctity , about 486. His Body was 
brought to Menevia, and there interred by St. Da- 
vid, and fince much famed for (ſuppoſed) Miracles.

Giraldus Cambrenſis, whoſe Sirname was Barry, 
(and ſome ſay Fitz-Girald) was born at Tenby, being 
Son to William Barry an Engliſhman by his Wife 
gareth, Daughter of Neſta, Daughter of Rheſe, Prince 
of South-Wales, He was Nephew to David, the ſe- 
cond Biſhop of St. David, by whom he was made 
Arch-Deacon of Brecknock, He was wont to com- 
plain, that the Engl:ſb did not Jove him, becauſe his 
Mother was a Welſh-woman, and the Welſh did hate 
him, becauſe his Father was an Ergl:ſhman, though by 
his excellent Writings, he deſerved of England well, 
of Wales better, and of Ireland beſt of all, making a 
Is 3. mens deſcription of all three : But aaing in the 
laſt asa Secretary under King John, with great indu- 
firy and expence. Having Travelled to Fernſalem, he 
wrote De Mirabilibus Terre Sanite. Having had ill. 
ſucceſs at Court, he attained to no conſiderable Dig- 
nity. For a long time no preferment was proffered 
him, above a beggarly Biſhoprick in Ireland : Atlaft, 
the See of St. David was the higheſt place he attained. 
Giraldus himſelf tells us the true reaſon thereof, that 
he was ever beheld oculo novercali, becauſe being a 
Welſhmnan by the ſurer ſide, and then ſuch the antipa- 
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thy of the Exgl;ſb, that they m_ no good could 
come out of Wales, Being now Biſhop of St, Davids 
he went to Rome and there tickled for an exemption 
of that See from Canterbury, whereby he highly of- 
| fended Hubert the Archbiſhop thereof. Whereupon, 
being rather overborn with bribes then overcome in 
Cauſe returned re infe&a, died and was buried in his 
_ own Catbedral about 1215. 
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R Adnor-ſtire, (in Britiſh Sire Maiſeveth) in form 
| three ſquare, is bounded on the North-Weſt 
with Hereford-ſhire, and on the South (ſeparated by 
the River Wye) with Brecknock-ſhire, and on the North 
with” ontgomery-ſhire. Nature may ſeem to have 
chequered this County, the Eaſt and Soxth parts there- 
of being fruitful, whilſt the North and Weſt thereof 
(being Mountainous) can hardly be bettered by Hus- 
bandry z Yetit is indifferently ſtored with Woods, and 
conveniently watered with Rivers and Meers. Mr. 
Cambden telleth us, that there is a placetherein termed 
Melienith, (from the yellowiſh Mountains thereof) which 
ſtretcheth from Offa Dike unto the River Wye, which 
cutteth overthwart the Weft corner of this Shire, where 
meeting with ſome ſtones which impede. its motion on 
a ſudden, for want of ground to glide on, hath a vio- 
lent downfal, which place is termed Raihader Gowy, 
that is the Fall of Wye. Hereupon he ſuppoſeth it not 
improbable, that the Engliſhmen forged that word for 
the name of this Shire, terming it Radnor-ſhire. 


Prelates. 


Elias and Guilielmus de Radnor, were both born in 
Old Radmr, both Biſhops'of Landaff, and both emi- 
nent, being eminent for nothing, the former dying 
May 6. 1240. thelatter, Zune 30. 1256. ' 

Note, when Owen G lyndower-awy(inveigled by ſome 
Skilled in Aferlin's Prophefics, that the time was come 
wherein the Britains, through his aſſiſtance, ſhould re- 
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cover their ancient Leberty) raiſed a Rebellion, ma- 
king War againſt the Earl of March, Heir apparent 
to the Crown of England, and Principality of W ales. 
King Henry' 4. (enraged at his proceedings) Enafted 
theſe rigorous Lawes enſuing : Firſt, That no Welſh- 
man ſhould purchaſe Lands, nor be choſen into any'Of- 
fice in City or Town, &c. or bear Armour within any 
City z Beſides, if a Welſh-ran ſhould ſue an Engliſhman, 
it was ordained, that he ſhould be tryed and judged by 
Engliſhmen. That all Ergl:b Burgeſſes who Married 
Welhwomen, ſhould forfeit their Liberties. No Con- 
gregation-or Council was to be permitted to the W e!fh 
but in preſence of the Officers of the Seigniory. That 
no Vidauals ſhould be brought into Wales, unleſs by 
the Licenſe of the King and Council. That no Welſh- 
2a ſhould have any Caſtle. &c. That no Welſh- 
man ſhould be capable of any Office of State, or inany 
Court of Judicature, and that no Engliſhman Marry- 
ing a Welſh woman ſhould enjoy any Office in W ales.
